Farmers Enabled to Make Up 
for Most of Time Lost 
Early 



Winnipeg. May 29. — Timely showers 
and warm weather is the .sumintuy of 
the weather conditions throughout tho 
past ^veek In tlie Canadian pr.airie 
west, in other wrirds, conditions have 
been ideal, and everywhere tlie sprin.g 
wheat in makin.g a bravo showing 
aibove tho ground. 

Karmer.s have been busy without a 
cheeii getting In coarse grains and 
roots, and such progress has been 
made In tills respect during tho past 
ton days that tlic .situation is more 
forward than in any average year. 
This is not to say that spring was as 
early as last, for It was quite ten days 
later, but conditions since have been 
so perfect that farmers li^Ve already 
caught up all leeway and many of 
them have already ^set to work 
on sum'rner fallow for-' lack of some- 
thing more insistent to do. 

So far, then, everything has been 
favorable to the spring crop of this 
country. While wheat has been ear- 
lier, it has never been In under more 
fa vorable conditions, and provided that 
decent weather conditions obtain 
through the vernal season there Is lui 
reason at tlie present time to expect 
anything less tiiau a bumper crop. 

Opinions are divided regarding the 
increase in acreage, and this cannot 
iie dotermined until oflicial reports are 
received from each of tlie three jjrairie 
provinces, but witli the high prices 
obtaining for the prime cereal it seeniR 
htirdly doulitful that an Increase of 
from t<.-n to "twenty jier ci.nil in wheat 
.'•eeding h.i-'J -beeti made. 
• Reports of fall wheat In southern 
-Mberta arc so far all to the good, and 
though tho aorea,g<i is comparatively 
small It Is clearly, demonstrated tliat 
a great future Ilea lief ore . th'pit country 
along this line, jnost of. Jtf production 
being destined for westward shipment 
via Paclllc ports. 



Unsuccessful Attempt to Over- 
turn Present Government 
of Peru 



Lima, Pern, May 2'.).— A rl.-^ing of 
political factions occurred here at 4: HO 
this alternooii with tlie oliject of over- 
throwing the government of President 
beguia. An attack was made U|ion the 
lialaee, and firing v.-as lieard in all 
parts of the city. It is reported tliat 
many are dead and wounded. 

A(ilierents of Augusto Durand, who 
was concerned in tho revolution at 
chosica, near Lima, In May, 1908, and 
of Isaac Plerola, also a notorious agi- 
tator, made an assault upon the pal- 
ace and seized President Leguia. The 
a.riny. llowiiVer, rc;nialnial lu.\al ;ind 
came to his support. The revoliition- 
i.->ts v.i-re otiliged to put down tiie 
niovenu-iit. Within an hour, altliougli 
liring was still heard in tlio streets, 
Pr.-sidcnt Leguia seemed to lie mas- 
ter of the situatii;ii. .Many shots ■were 
exchanged biitween tlie troops and tlie 
rev.JlutionlstH, and it is believed that 
the casualties will be heavy. Mounted 
soldiers arc now on guard throughout 
the city. 

Augusto Logula was elected to suc- 
ceed Dr. Pardon, as president of Peru, 
on May 27. 1908. Ho had previously 
boon president and minister of llnance 
and commerce. .A.t one time Senor 
Leguia was njanuging director of tho 
British .Sugar Estates, Limited, a cor- 
poration wliieii lias many niilHoii dol- 
lars invested in Peru. .\ ii,^'u:>t u iJii- 
rand was at the head of a revolution 
a.galnst President Parilon early in 
May of last year, Imt he was defeated 
by the government forces. Durand 
made his e.si,-a|ie. and a few niontiis 
later was organizing another revolu- 
tionary movement. 



Long Distance Contest at Chi- 
cago Brings New Cham- 
pion to Front 



(Chicago, .May 211. —John .Svanbei'g, 
tile .Swedish chaniijion, won the inter- 
national iMaratlion di--rb.\- today ajjainst 
a Held of eight of the workl's best long 
distance runners. The cluiniiiion's 
time was 2 hours iH minutes and 
31 I-,') seconds, more th.au 8 minutes 
sibwer tiian li'i-'iiri St. A'v'os' time in 
the Xew Vork Mai'atlioii, 
,St. Vvoa led until the ntteentli miio 
was pi^sseU, when he was forced to 



drop out because of a blistered foot. 
IIo was fifty seconds ahead of Svaii- 
berg. Tho Swede passed him in .t. 
sprint iiud .St. Yves fell. It looked an 
though Svanborg had tripped tho 
Frenchman, but St. Vves explained 
that he had limped off the track, that 
ho could not have run any further 
anyway. 

Johnny Hayes nnished second in 
2:52:57 2-6, and Fred Appleby, the 
Englishman, flnlshcd third In 
3:01:07 2-5. 

After tho accident to St. Yves, Svan- 
borg kept tho lead until the ond. T'om 
Longboat, the Canadian Indian, drop- 
ped out of the race after the four- 
teenth mile. He explained that he felt 
.the effects of an old sunstroke, and 
did pot dare run any more. The 
others who finished in order were: 
KJatt Maloney, fourth; Simpson, tho 
OJlbway Indian. lUth; AIo.k. Tlilbeau, 
the Chicago amateur, who turned pro- 
fessional for tills race, last. 

Tho day was perfect for an outdoor 
race. There was a big crowd. The 
race started at 3.03 o'clock, when 
James J. Jeffries llred the pistol. The 
track was eight laps to the mlli!. Ap- 
pleby took the load .at the start, but 
St. Yves passed him after tile !ir.st 
lap. Ills time for the Iirst mile was 
3-."i- Longboat ke|it second place 
until the ei.'^htli mile. Longboat 
sprinted after tlie clghtli mile, passing 
St. Yves and Avanborg. Hayes forged 
up to third place. There was little 
change until tho fourteenth mile was 
passed, when Svanberg was 50 sec- 
onds behind. 

The crowd wont wild with e.\cite- 
ment when St. Yves dropped out. 
(dieering him as he tied a liig cloth to 
his toot and limped .away. After this 
there was little change in tho positions 
of the runners. At the nineteenth 
mile Hayes sprinted on the soft 
ground and gained a lap. but he could 
nr,t. keep up the pace. Svanberg evi- 
dently had no doubt of -winning after 
the twenty-second mile. At the twenty- 
fifth mile Hayes was three, laps be- 
hind, and the finish was seen by all. 
Tho runners all ran the distance, 2ti 
miles 3S5 yards, and each will get a 
share of tho nione.v.

Atlanta, Ga., May 2n.-^The strike oC 
the llremen on tli"-; Georgia railroad 
was officially cleclarcd off at 2 p.m. 
this tifternoon. Mi hour and n half 
later the first train after tile rcsump- 
liun of service was sent out of Au- 
gusta witli a negro fireman in tho cab. 

The terms of the settlement were not 
ofllcially given out, but it was learned 
that they wore substantially as fol- 
lows: The men to return to work 
under conditions cxl.sting at the time 
the strike began until final adjustment 
is made. All negro firemen at the 
terminal stations will lie dlsiiensed 
with. All (li.-jcharged bi'Otherhood lire- 
men will b(-' re-instated. 

Tlirce other points are yet to bo de- 
cided; Whetlier negro firemen shall bo 
eliniiiiated from the roads? If not 
lilniinated. what percentage of negroes 
there shall be'/ ■ Seniority of negro 
firemen over white firemen. If these 
are not adjusted they will be settled 
by arbitration. 

Vice-President Ball of the firemen's 
organization and Commissioner Ncill 
said both sides made concessions. It 
is generally understood tliat tlie rail- 
road agrees to recognize the seniority 
of white llremen. and that (he employ- 
ment uf certain negro firemen who 
have been with the road many year;; 
will bo continued. After they are re- 
tired no other blacks will be permitted 
to fire. 

The state today decided to Instruct 
the sheriff at Llthonia to summon a 
posse of sufficient size to protect and 
Insuro the movement of tho stalled 
freight cars from Llthonia to Atlanta. 
This was the first interference by the 
State in tho strike, aitd it applied only 
to the situation at Llthonia. A negro 
fireman this afternoon was badly 
beaten by a number of white men in 
the Georgia railroad yards near this 
city. One arm was broken. Two white 
men have been placed under arrest.

Floods Caused by Torrential

Oklahoma City, May 29.— Fifteen 
and perliaiis more weru Itllled tonight 
in a tornado wlilcli devastated tho 
OklahoUia towns of Key West an.d: 
Depew. Porty or more are injured. 

At least ten were killed in Key. 
West. i''lve are dead at Depcw. 

The tornado swei)t over a wido 
stretch of farming country. AVlres arc 
down, and many rumors of death and 
destruction at Isolated points could 
not be confirmed tonlsht. following 
the wind cume a dolugo of rain. 
Floods tlH.-n added terror to the sit- 
uation.

Be Taken Across LIiib to 
Answer :Murder Charge 



Wlien Charles Phillips, alias Charles 
Benton, murderer, hold-up man, and 
all-round desperado. Is brought to Vlo- 
toria^rom tho 150-mlle house, on tho 
Cariboo trail, near where he was cap- 
tiu-ed last Tiiursday morning, ho will 
find awaiting him an emissary ot the 
ITnited Slate.s law to take him hack 
to I-Iepuljlic, Wasli., where the outlaw's 
latest exploit, tile murder of Dei)uty 
Slieril'C Uawl Sieliei-t, nearly two years 
ago, places liis head within nioasura- 
blo distance of tlie noose. 

Phillips was arn.-sted by Provincial 
Constable Anderson following several 
wekes' work l)y the tiepartnient In an 
endeavor to locate tho man wanted 
by tile Washington authorities,' The 
search after the murderers of Charles 
Thomet, hotel man of Midway, B. C, 
who Vv'as shot while a trio of bandits 
attempted to hold up liis saloon sev- 
eral months ago, disclosed the pres- 
ence in the ]U'ovince of a man who 
answered to the description given by 
the Ivei)ublic police as that of the 
murderer of .^leliert and the police au- 
Ihoi-ities on both sides oi' the line got 
into touch with one anotlier with the 
result that Phillips is now under ar- 
rest. 

Superintendent of Provincial Police 
Hussey yesterday morning received 
word from I'M-ed Tliorpe, 'sheriff of 
Okanagan eounly. Wash., that he will 
arrive in A'ietori.a in a day or two 
to await tlie arrival of Anderson witll 
his prisoner. Owing to tlie fact that 
Andei-Hon niis.sed the atagr at the ISO- 
mile house he will be lu'ld there four 
days witll his prison.^- and will con- 
.serpiently be delaycl in making his 
journey south witli his captive. When 
Phillips arrives hero he will lie o.xtni- 
dited should he refuse to return vol- 
untarily to the United Staters. 

'J'hat Phillips Is a desperate; charac- 
ter Is Indicated by the instructions 
wiiich Superintendent Hussey sent to 
Anderson when Instructing tliat ollicer 
to nialio the jirrest. lioth of Phillips' 
former victims. Deputy Sheriff Sie- 
bert and also Acting .Tailor Wells, 
whom I'hillips Icillcd in .Seattle in ISDV. 
were murdered wliil.' under the im- 
pression that their prisoner was li.'irni- 
less. Of small stature .and possessed 
of but one arm, Piiilllps is a num 
whom the average constabb; would 
imagine was capable of little harm. 
nut Sii]ierlntendent-.ilut;aey, jiroliting 
liy riiillips' former record, wired in- 
structions to Anderson to first got the 
drop on the desperado and to ' make 
sure to^search the man Immedlatelv on 
arrest for concealed weapons. Evi- 
dently Anderson had taken all precau- 
tions as he succeeded in landing his 
man. 

Indicative of tho revengeful charac- 
ter of Phillip.s, it is said that, after 
he killed AssistaiU .To Dor \VelIs in 
Seattle, as he was h.-ing taken from 
the patrol wagon Into the jail the oni- 
eers being under the impression that 
he was unarmed, he thnuUened, if he 
ever got out ot his trouble, tliat ho 
would rcturh and vvipo'out old scores 
by tiikinS- the lives of others of tlio 
Soimd City force. Al.so, while In the 
Cariboo country, h" is said to have 
told some of his fellow baiidlts of one 
occasion on wliicli he tniveled -100 
miles to mnrdi'r a man who bail be- 
trayed liini. but when he arrived at 
his destination it was only to' flhd 
that ih,. Intended victim had died 'Of 
consumption.

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THE QRA^JD TRUNK PACIFIC. 

On pages 10 and 11 of today's supple- 
ment will be found n copy of the oOi- 
clal map showhis: tlic location of the 
Griiml Trunlt Pacilic Hallway fri)m ICd- 
iiionton to PriiK'f Rupert, with some 
matter descriptive of tlio country 
througli wliioli tlic lino runs. Our Im- 
pression Is that this is the fir.st occa- 
sion on which this map has been pul)- 
lishod. Wo obtained it through llif 
courtesy ot Mr. D'Aroy Tate, solicitor 
lor the company, and have reproduced 
It for general information, and ospeci- 
ally for the bonctlt of those persons 
who may have interests in tliat |)art of 
the province. Tiie two pictures ac- 
companying the mail iiave were select- 
ed from a number of pliotographs taken 
by Rev. George Kinney, who has been 
In charge of the James Bay Jletliodist 
Church, and who spent u part nf last 
summer in the noigliborhood of Yellow 
Jlead Pass, of wbicli we tliinU he is the 
photogra))iiic |)ioneer. He jHirposes to 
spend u part of this summer In tlie 
same locality. His pluck and enter- 
prise in penetrating this little known 
region with iiis camera deserves recog- 
nition. Tlie descriptive matter accom- 
pany ing tile map Is necessarily very In- 
complete, but readers will no doubt 
kindly make allowances for tho limit- 
ations Imposed by time and sjiace. 
Tliere is a vast deal more to be said 
(if tile country to l)e traversed in tills 
province by tlie (Jrand Trunk Pacilic 
and Its branches than could- possibly 
bo stated In a single article. Wo would 
like It to be understood tliat the refer- 
ences to the railway are not in the 
nature of a "write-up." The subject 
has been token up solely as a matter 
of news, and because the sale of the 
Prince Rupert townsitc seemed to 
malte the . presentatton • of some facts 
regarding tlie route of tlie railway- 
througli tills jirovince not oiil\- 
timely, but valuable to those wlio liavo 
purchased lots.. The railway company 
company Is quite unaware of our in- 
tention to deal with the subject. 

AA'e doubt if the people of Canada 
fully ajjpreciato \vha.t the construction 
of tbe Grand Trunk -Paclfle thrctugli 
thls^ provlncb. means. • When It was 
flrstj' proppsed, there was a churus of 
dlsa^Jproval In Eastern Canada, tmd if 
y\c say thai Sir Wilfred l.aurier was 
more inlluenced, in insisting upon its 
forming a part of the project by what 
may be culled an abstract Idea rather 
than by the concrete facts, we hoiie 
we are doing liini no injustice, if this 
is the cas(; then- is notliing surprislnK 
or unusual in it. Freyuentiy men see 
with a proplietlc vision, and, inspired 
by a faith for which they would lind it 
difficult to give a substantial reasun, 
embark upon enterprises of vast iin- 
jiortance. This was the case wltli ttie 
I'anadian Pacilic eiilerprise; it was 
also the case witli the pioneer trans- 
continental railway, the Union Pacltic, 
and Its complement, the Central 
Pacidc. The promoters of these pro- 
jects were Inspired to nctloii by wliat 
we havu called a prophetic vision, and 
we have no hesitation In saying that 
Sir Wilfred Laurier's conceptlim of a 
National Transcontinental Railway was 
a magnificent one for which in the 
years to come he will receive lumor 
that today tiie strife of political war- 
fare prevents him from receiving. Tills 
la not to say that his plan for securing 
the construction of this railway was 
the best that could be devl.sed, any 
more than that the plans by whicli tlm 
utlier railways wore seeun.'d were tho 
iH'st that could be devised. That a.s- 
aspect of the case is jjoliticai; but a 
transcontinental railway through a 
vast undeveloped region is not a mat- 
ter of politics, but a mighty factor in 
national develi.ipinent, and as such it 
should be treated. 

Very great fear has been e.Npressed 
lest that portion of the railway wlilcli 
o.xtends across British Columbia will 
entail a charge upon the govenrment 
of Canada tor a long time to come; but 
we feel satislied that tliere is no 
ground for any apprehension; for wiille 
tho development of this province t.M: 
probably not be as rapid as that of the 
Prairies, it is lll;ely to furnish a ^'reate^ 
volume of trallic jhm- mile, taking the 
whole year through. In view of tlie 
very limited Investigation that ha.-? iis 
yet been made of tho resources of Cen- 
tral and Northern British Columbia, it 
must be regarded as a region of won- 
derful proinisw.

matter. To save any misunderstand- 
ing on such a^jisubject as this, our con- 
temporaries and readers may rest as- 
sured that, it the Colonist at any time 
speaks for the provincial governinont 
it .stiy.s so in so many word.s. It would 
be unfair to Jlr. Mcl.iride to permit 
the idea t'o go abroad tliat tiie Col- 
onist, in treating public questions, as 
they arise, does so in any sense what- 
ever as tho organ or representative 
of any one except Itself. 

We lind It very difllcnit to under- 
stand why the Sunset cannot ap- 
proach the discussion of a question 
of this Idnd In a broader spirit than 
it evinces, when It comes to speak of 
our .suggestion that tlie transverse 
route across tlio province could with 
advantage be extended .to Vancouver 
Island. One can understand that a 
paper piilillshed In Vancouver would 
take exception to any projiosal to ex- 
tend the continental system to a point 
on tile open ocean two days nearer the 
Orient tlian tlie present terminus of 
tlie Canadian Pacific, but that is no 
reapon why It should rest its case on 
false premises iUi.l pretend to tieliove- 
railway- cnnnection witli N'ancouvor 
Island to lie impossible because of the 
(-est of bridging Seynwur Narrows. 
(Jne would suppose that our con- 
temporary bad never heard of a ear- 
ferry. 

Our contemporary Is unable tn 
understand why the Colonist should 
favor the construction of a railway 
with a terminus at Quatsino, -wlilcn 
can -only mean the stagnation and 
utter ruin of its own city." Really 
wi- must be pardoned for declining to 
discuss so absurd a proiiositiun. If 
all the railways In North America 
made tlielr terminus at Quatsino 
yound, Victoria would be :'.ll tin- bot- 
t,.-r for it. .Moreover, the Cnlonlst is 
not responsible for the geograpliy "f 
the country. In common with every 
other resident of Vancouver Island, it 
wants direct railway eoniu;cti<in with 
a transcontinental raihvay-, m't as a 
mere side issue, but as an integral 
part of the railway system, and If we 
can can get such a railway. It will 
have a terminus at tlio best availal>le 
port In connection with Oriental trade. 
If tlie peojile of \aiict)UVer Island can 
secure .such a railway because, among 
other reasons, the Island i)^>saesses hi 
Quatsino a port which Is nearer, all 
things considered, than any Mainland 
port to the firleiit, they are going to 
usi- that argument for all it is wortli, 
and those of tho Island people, who 
live in Victoria, realize that the de- 
velopment of tlie Island; whtcH' would 
foll'ow from the construction of such 
a railway, would make this city one 
of the richest and most prosiierous 
upon the whole coast.

The London : correspond'en't'' of tho 
BlontreaP Star directs attention to

panies against Canadian timber.' Ho 
(luotes from an advertisement issued 
by tlie Great Eastern Railway in 
which it Is stipulated that certain 
wood "shall bo first quality.; Pwedlsh 
imported, prepared rod floor boards of 
approved brands," and a clause is 
added to say tliat nothing else will 
be considered. A British importer 
asked tiie company if Swedish boards 
planed in Kngland by Englishmen 
would be accepted, and was told that 
tliey would not be, which seems an 
astounding discrimination against do- 
mestic labor. Tiie corresijoiident tells 
of an attempt made to get the Ad- 
miralty to use British Columbia tim- 
ber, which met with a prompt refusal, 
and yet the same kind of timber was 
purchased from I'liitttd States pro- 
ducers. Tho explanation given for 
tills extraordinary state of things Is 
that the government departments and 
tile railway conipanle.s liave been in 
tile liabit of getting their timber from 
.Sweden and the United States, and it 
Is hard to bring about a change. Caii- 
tain Ttitlow lias done good work in 
awakening Uritisli public (.tpiiilon to 
tli(> fact I hat we can grow- apples in 
Uritisli Columbia. ( 'aiiiiot -Mr. i-"iiltoii 
devise some plan of deninnstrating to 
the liritisli government and the Uri- 
tisli railway companies that this pro- 
vince produces tlrst-class timber? 

As an illustration of how usage may 
prevent the develoimieiit of tr.'ide, we 
may mention that not long since tlic 
Colonist learned of a man wlio ex- 
pressed regret that Oregon pine did 
not grow in British <;:oliimbia, and 
when told tliat (Tregon liine and 
DoMglas lir were tho same wood, and 
that we liad plenty of it in this pro- 
vince, ho wanted to know why wc did 
not take tho trouble to let people 
know. It Is not dlflicult to understand 
tliat, it the olticlalK of the Admiralty 
have been in the iialiit of buying Ore- 
gon iiine. it would take sometliing iiiie 
a revolution to Induce them to buy 
Douglas nr. There really seem to be 
a chance here for some missionary 
work.

Tliat Rlcliard Klilert, whose dead 
body was di.scovered l.ving upon the bed 
In bis room, at f2S7 Gladstone Avenue, 
on Thursday afternoon at G:oO o'clock, 
came to Ills deatli by a sliot from a 
revolver which he directed against 
himself, was tho verdict of the coron- 
er's jury ivhlch yesterday afternoon 
Investigated the circumjtances. The 
evidence show ed conclusively that Ehl- 
crt took his own life. 

Tho evidence of but three witnesses 
w;is taken, tiuit of Andrew Tom, oc- 
cupant of the cottage at 1287 Glad- 
stone avenue, with whom Klilert had 
been rooming, of liobert Tom, Ills son, 
and Detective Clayards. 

Andrew Tom stated that Khlert had 
resided with hlni for about four 
months, ile Iiad known the deceased 
for a niontli or two prior to that, both 
having been employed by tho water- 
works department as laborers. During 
his acQuaiiitance with L^hlert tiu- lat- 
ter had ahi-ays aiiijeared to be a man 
of good liabits, gentlemanly, and had 
very little to sa.x-, neve r making any 
remark.s about liis previous hlstorv. 
\Vltnesa had last seen Khlert all\-e on 
\Vednesdtty evening and la- then ap- 
peared to bo In his usual state of 
mind and health. For two wi-eks 
Ehlert had not been worlclng, having 
taken a holiday. Uegardlng Eliltrt's 
lirovlous career. Mr. Tom knew notli- 
Ing more than that ha had heard that 
the man had been a resident of Ross- 
land and at one tlmo had roomed in 
the nupert House here. So far as .Mr. 
Tom knew the deceased had never re- 
ceived any mall from Germany, and. 
Indeed, ho could not say that Ehiert 
was a Gorman. 

Found Body 

Roheit Tom, .son of .Mr. Tom. told 
of tho finding of the body in Klilort's 
room. Tho boy arrived home about .1.30 
o'clock Thursday evening and di.s- 
covered a ring belonging to l':iilert 
lying on the window sill in tho kitchen. 
He took the ring and wont to Klilert's 
room to Bee If tho latter was in. Ho 
discovered the man lying dead on his 
bed a revolver In his right hand, and 
a small mirror In his left. He had last 
seen Ehlert alive on "Wednesdav even- 
ing. 

Detective Clayard.'!, who with Con- 
stable Palmer, went to Mr. Tom's resi- 
dence when the report of tlie suicide 
had been sent Into the jioUco station, 
stated that Ehlert's body was lying 
acro.ss tho bed, face down-nrards, and 
only partially dressed. There had 
been a heavy discharge of blood from 
the mouth, The. revolver, one of ;;2 
calibre, waa Cully loaded with one of 
the cartridges discharged. Tho room 
and the dead man's effects were seacli- 
ed, but there was nothing to disclose 
anything, about his previous career. 
A number «f papers, had been burned 
In tho grate. On tho centre table' wafe 
.1. paper on which some German words,: 
evidently ;ioetry. were written. A box. 
of cartridges, of a size to fit the re- 
volver, was found beneath tho bed 
clothes. 

The Jury took but a minute to re- 
turn lis verdict of sulcldo by shooting. 
Tho jury was composed of F. Krocger. 
foreman, F. Finchor, E. Andcrnach, D. 

Hafer, Thomas Geigcr and F. Qulnker. 

No medical testimony \vas taken, 
hut Coroner Hart, who e.xiimined the 
body, states that Ehlert shot liimself 
through the mouth, the bullc-t pene- 
trating the brain in a diagonal dlrec-' 
tion and emerging through tho right 
temple. 

Tho funeral will take place this af- 
t<!!rnoon at 2 o'clock from Hannet's un- 
dertaking rooms, Yates street. The 
local Gertnans have made all funeral 
arrangements.

every eoni|Uest not for self I)Ut I'or aii- 
otlier self I'ar dearer! Let us be true 
and good and we have nothing to 
dri^adl" and sa^■s, "It was a true lu'e- 
dlctlf)!!. She had a liot temper and a 
sharp tongue, 'full of coniptirisons and 
wounding flouts,' exercised, somewhat 
liberally, on all who camo 'within tlie 
morcy nf her wit. . .

We owe to Asia all our manufac- 
tures, not oniitliiig thi' iliscover\- of 
producing lidt. Tile hats which a're so 
con.slaiitlx- alluded to in .Scripture were 
^^eniiino ones adorned li.\ turban cloths, 
anil not mere turbans, as, for Instance, 
those which were bound upon tlie 
lieads of Shadrach, Jleshach and 
Abednogo when they were cast Into 
tlio Assyrian furnace. Today, upon tho 
lieads ot Asiatic Jews., you will see 
tall, narrow cylinders of gray felt, sur- 
rounded by u colored hundlrtrchiof. 

'J'lie Xestorlan Christians ot Kurdis- 
tan wear felt hats very similar to the 
Irish caubeen. whilo tlirougtioul the 
Orient dervislii>s aiul fakers affect ttiH, 
liglit tnicd felt liead coverln:.4S. 

During the Wars of the Roses, fair 
dames wore lihleous steejde crowneil j 
fabrics, and the ])rogress of the h.it iiii 
lOuropc was not wholly of a pi'acefiil 
cl'.aractor. Tliere \\ere cities in wliieli j 
rival factions — eh-cling lo die for Ued j 
Hose or White — divided tlKUiiseUes in- 
to "hats" and "i-a]is" and fought streii- 
iiousl.v for the siii)rcuiac.'.' of one or 
tlu; other parl.v. 

Till' imliiit in those cl,i.\-s. too, was 
most unfriendly to the hat. Uroail 
hriniK were preached against, and 
]>liimeK and Jewelled clasps were 
roughly inaul.'il (ier.v, clei-ioal oi-a- 
tors. .\nd li'duild: the steeple crov.'ii- 
ed liat became the mark and sign of 
tho Puritan party, while It had its very 
antlthe.'ils in the Geneva skullcap. But 
right on top of this ungraceful; Puri- 
tanical apex thpre fell tho raillery of 
tho gallantly aii4,„beiautifully plumed 
cavaliers. ' , 

'The cocked hat followed, which the 
great Napoleon ;md that i)!ulosophlca! 
old orony Voltalrf* -!orr«d so well, this 
being succeeded "by "(li'ose beavers pat- 
ronized by dandles of tlu; Ueau Ih-um- 
niol type. . 

And we know that llic hot blooded 
youngsters who fought for our iude- 
iiendence under Lafayette and Uo- 
chambeau took the round hat witli 
them to Paris as a. novelty. That 
.bene\-olciit and patriotic primer, Hen- 
Jamln I'ranklin, used to lio mobbed 
when lie rcin-esenteil us at the court 
of Louis XVI. so very wonderful, in 
tho eyes of the ParlHlaiis, • was tliat 
modern cylimh^r. — llaiiier's Weekly.

San Francisco, May 29. — Battling 
Nelson, of Illinois, knock(!d out Dick 
Hyland, of California, this afternoon 
in the twenty-third round of a sched- 
uled forty-live-round bout. Tho con- 
test was one of the most vicious over 
seen in a local ring. Tlie light was 
fairly even uj) to the thirteenth round, 
after which Nelson took tlie lead, lly- 
land was knocked out by a left hook 
to the Htouiaeh, after he had been 
lloon d si-veral times In the two pre- 
ceding rounds. 

The attendance at the Coffroth 
;u-ena was one of the largest ever as- 
sembled to witness a light in this city. 
Nelson and Hyland wclglied in within 
tho agreed limit, 133 peuiuls. Nelson 
entered the ring at 2:50, jireceded by 
Willis Britt, who acted as director- 
general- In tine Battler's corner. Hyland 
entered the ring one minute later. Tho 
betting remained stationary at 10 to 
•1. lOven money was offered that Hy- 
land would 'be fighting at the end of 
twenty-live rounds. Hyland won the 
toss and chose the southwest corner, 
with the sun at his 'back. Time was 
called at 3:11 p. m. 

Koimd one — 'J'hey rushed into close 
quarters and were locked In close em- 
brace. Nelson drove short arm rights 
to the body and a moment later a bard 
right to the stomach; a moment later 
Hyland whipped his right to the 
champion's jaw. Nelson forced Hy- 
land against the ropes, and for tho 
lirst linu! tho men parted. Nelson 
whipped his left twice to tho face and 
danced to his corrier as the gong 
clanged. There was no decided ad- 
vantage for cither man In this round. 

Bound two — In tho second round 
thero was quick work at closo quar- 
ters, .both men-flghtlngf carefully; 'both 
landed BOFveral times. Honors wero 
even. 

Round three — Nelson planted n 
straiglit to the face and a left chop to 
tlio chin. Hyland caught Nelson oft 
his guard and almost floored the 
ehamiilon. They mlxinl it at close 
range. Suddenly Nelson cut loose and 
caught Hyland with swings on face 
and jaw. Hyland hooked Nelson twice 
on tho Jaw 'with great .force. Nelsoi). 



retaliated \<ith a stinging left, and a 
clinch ended a rather .vicious round. 
Hyland had a sllglit advantage. 
First .Blood forrHyland 

Uound fourvsaw" the' flrst blood. A 
right tO''the'fa£e starte'd'the color from 
Nelson's rrioutli and nose. The round 
ended in Hyland's favor.. In the next 
round Hyland rushed Nelson to tho 
ropes, but the latter got safely out, 
and after a furious outer right rally 
tho gong rang. 

Round six was active, but not vic- 
ious. 

In round seven the crowd groaned 
when Nelson hit a b)t low. Hyland 
landed two rights hard on Nelson's 
kidneys. Nelson wrestled his man 
around the ring and the crowd hissed. 

In round elglit. Nelson -landed ,his- 
left hard on Hyland's oyo. He wfes-- 
JJod Hyland against the ropes, and 
"was cautioned for holding. 
, In round nine, ten. and eleven, Nol- 
soh took the aggressive and had the 
iuJvaht£(gB. ■ 

In' the twelfth round the best blo^y 
was a staggering riglit to tho jaw by 
Nelson, ending a vicious ulugging bout. 

Round 13 was one of the best of the 
fight. Nelson peppered Hyland's face, 
forcing him against the ropes. Hyland 
fought back fiercely, racked Nelsons 
head with a left chop and shot a 
straight right to his face. Nelson 
swung a terrific left to thn chin, and 
Hyland began to look serious. A left 
to tho body caused Hyland to clinch, 
but ho quickly recovered and landed 
two terrific rights and a left to Nel- 
son's unprotected jaw. 

By the end of tho fifteenth round 
both men were tired, but in the si.x- 
teenth Nelson rushed in with his old- 
time vigor, and Hyland was kept busy 
l)locklng whirlwind punches. Hyland 
outfouglit NeLson in a vicious i;iid-ring 
rrdly, and It was Hyland's round. In 
tlu' s( veiiteonth both men came up 
willingly, Tlicy exchangiMl hard rights 
and lefts to tlio j;iw. Nelson uppcreut 
his antagonl.st twice with riglits to the 
cliin and swung two hard rights and 
a loft to the same place. Hyland then 
rushed in and peppered Nelson's face 
witii hard blows, forcing the champion 
against tho ropes, In a rally that 
brought- tho crowd to Its feet, Hyland 
sent Nelson against tlie ' ropes twice 
with woU directed swings 'to the Ja.\y. 
Tho gong rang with Nolaon against the 
j ropes and looking very much the 
- worse for wear. The crowd was wild. 

In round 18 Hyland drove Nelson 
into a corner and landed practically at 
will on tho champion's face and body, 
Nelson palpably tired. Hyland cliasod 
him about the ring and the round was 
all Hyland's. 

Round ,19 was comparatively tame. 

Round 20 was Nelson's. • 

Battler Comes Back 

During the 21st the men fought 
fiercely at close range, during which 
Hyland was . sent . to Ills Jiaunolies, 
came up and fought Nelson to a stand- 
still, Nelson sent his man to the floor 
again with a fearful right to tho jaw. 
Hyland was down nine seconds, and 
came up with glassy eyes. Nelson 
waded in, landing to the Jaw with 
merciless precision, Hyland tottered 
around tho ring dazed and nearly out 
when the gong rang. 

For round 22 Hyland came up look- 
ing much distressed. Nelson caught 
him on the jaw, and a moment later 
two rights wero sunk into Hyland's 
stomach. Ho fouglit back gamol.v-. 
Finally a right hook sent Hyland to 
tho floor for. eight. . Ha aroso only to 
J)o sent again tq .;the .tlOor. The round

that they have been repeated and ampli- 
lled by an cx-prlest of the diocese over 
Ills own algnaturc, it Is clear tliat the 
time for silence Is past and that it Is 
inicumbent for tliosc who look up to the 
bishop witli respect and affliction which 
ho merits to repudiate In the strongest 
way tho accusations and insinuations 
that have been brought against him.

.Sir — Tlic subject <if land ekaring by 
inucliinery on a cimprebenslve scale 
referred to bv vou in u recent editorial 
and by Mr. Nightingalo of Cobble Hill, 
is by no means a now one, though Just 
now coming prominently to notice. I 
have believed In It .ind ndvoealed U for 
tltteon year.s. No subject is of Iiioro 
vital importance to tho people of Vic- 
toria. Wo talk a great deal about tlic 
development of Vancouver Island, but 
few realize that substantial development 
means a lot of continuous, hard manual 
labor. The chief f.icfor of drv.lopment 
must "le in clearing and nuiklng avail- 
able for cultivation forest lands fit for 
cultivation after bojua , cleared. , In fact 
when wo consider tno,,4rea of ..Rood land 
throughout tho province covered -with 
Umber that cQu^d .an.4, should.be utU- 
isied for" farming piirposcs, there Js no. 



otlicr provincial problcii-i that can com- 
pare with It In Importance, and I may 
add parenthetically, tho solution of tho 
Problem lu surrounded with not a' few 
difficulties. 

A suggestion has been made tliat tho 
government s'lould Invest in clearing 
Plants, to cost rrojn $o,C'JO to $10,000 
each, and placo theui ut tho disposal ot 
tho settlers, cliarginff them so much per 
acre, tlui same to -|jO a Hen against the 
land. There is. howevor. a great danger 
ill adoptlnt; any plan Without knowing 
niore than wo do about the best meth- 
ods of clearing. V/o lutvo conditions 
not tlicorlcs, to fiiee. conditions of 
wooded and Iogged-"*f lands vary so 
much even within very gmaJU .area that 
a method suitable fr one section may 
prove unsuitable for another section 
nearby. Therefore, i' 's submitted that 
before any plan be adopted there should 
bo a thorough Series ot expcriiueiits ^jy 
experts covering aS ^"-r as poy.sible all 
tlio recognized mctliod.s, .separately or 
111 combination, on *^''e different kinds 
of land to bo dealt with. 
. Once a system h^s . hoon, definitely 
decided upon tho question of government 
finance, assuming that the government 
will adopt land-clciH''ng as a policy, is 
a coniparalively ..jliiipli> one. • But it' 
Settlers desire to lake ti,o rcspon.slbliity 
of some particular '"ethod of clearing 
there is un avenue of approach to thu 
government tluougl' Act passed in 
180S, by wliieii tlie treasury Is author- 
Ixed to advance money for certain pur- 
poses, among them lami-clearlug and 
improvement. Tliis Act is b:ised on tlie 
principles of 'hui„(;e so successfully ex- 
eiiipiilied in the Gcrnuin credit banks, 
the pooling of conuniiual credit, al- 
though no advantng'-' bus beun taken 
of the legislation in 'tue.stion it is avall- 
ablo for those ,who hav,-: the seei.rity to 
offer for advances "^bd are willing to 
Join tlieir neighbors for tlio purpose. 
Whether the governmont would care to 
bring into Operation this Act Is another 
matter.

tho reforestation of I'Uuis not usicful for

Notorious Outlaw Is Respon- 
sible^fO'r Numbers of Foul 
- Crimes 



Details 'oC the reecnt raids and 
murders committed by the notorious 
outlaw Jlkiri ;ind his band in the 
Sulu Archlpelag-o have boi-n received 
here jier the JOniiiress of China, whlcli 
arrived yesterday; Kurly on the 
morning of March 12th, Jiklrl with 
50 Moros made an attack upon the 
constabulary barracks at Slash Inhere 
wero only 22 soldiers, under the com- 
mand of Captain De'Wltt and Lieu- 
tenant Bennett present in quarters 
and owing to the darkness and tho 
sudden; withdrawal of the pirates the 
constabulary were unable to capture 
any 'of the band. 

Jtklfl.'. -It Is said, did not land but 
remained - In the boats directing tho 
attack. The band visited tho house 
of il. N. IIolnie.«i, tlio engineer and 
])lantor, about 2.50 feet from the bar- 
racks and riddled the house with bul- 
liits, several shots entering a bundle of 
clothes which were left on the hod. 
Jlr. Holmes was visiting the con- 
stabulary 'oflicers at tho tinu; of the 
attack. The Jloros wero said to have 
had four killed and several wounded 
during the att;iek. 

The band later vi.sited the islaiul of 
l.atuaii, S5 miles distant, «-lierc .Mr. 
Corpus, a Greek spoiiRe fisher, was 
loeated. Clorpus fired .•several shots at 
long range and then crossed the island 
ami sailed for Bongao and notified 
Lieutenant llasenieyor of tho pre- 
sence of the pirate's. 

On March liUh Panglima I^oa, head- 
man of the Island of Slnninor, arriv- 
ed at Uongao and reported that the 
band had altacki>d the town of Tub- 
igindangan and killed two white men, 
Mr. ^\'ol^ and Mr. Cornell, who wero 
partner.-? engafjed In a small trading 
business. Upon an i\ lnK- at Tubigind- 
angan Lieutenant llasenieycr found n 
horrible state of affairs. The remains 
of Mr. 'Wolf were found about 50 yards 
from tho house where he lived and 
Cornell's body was found on the bod 
where he was .slyit. The body of Mr. 
Wolf was chopped into 31 ijioces and 
scattered over an area of several 
yards, and that of Cornell was mutil- 
ated In much the Same manner. Tho 
remains were placed In a bwx and 
taken to Bangao for burial. 

It is thought tho attack on the con- 
stabulary barracks was made In order 
to secure arms and ammunition, but 
the other killings were wanton.

The life-saviiiK tuK Snohomish 
IS at Seattle eoallnp, but the power 
boat Audacious from the Xeali Hay 
station, saw the schooner's dangerous 
liosltioii and crossed to her naslstanco. 
She succeeded In towing the Godfrey 
from the beach. Whether tho Godfrey 
|iut out to sea or was towed to some 
liort of safety, the advices did not 
state. 

The Paith K. Godfrey was rejioi'ted 
jiasslng in the Strait on Tuesday iilRht 
en route from San Pedro for Port 
Townsend.

To disperse 
the crowd, Mullane ordered Sharp to 
dlsecmtinne his hariingue, fOnraged .at 
the command, the fanatic leader an- 
nounced tliat he was conducting the 
meeting at tho express command of 
the Lord, nad defied tho offlcpr to 
compel him to moVe. When Mullane 
approached to onforco his order, Sharp 
drew a revolver and shot him. 

The crowd was thrown Into a panic 
by the occurrence, and police reserves 
were called out. Upon their aiiproach 
Sharp again opened lire, wounding 
several of the otliccjrs ami b.v.standers. 
lie wa,s eaiitured after a. dc'^perate 
slruggli.' and his followers ccuiipelled 
to h'avn the city.

Shari)'.s followio-s, lleeing from the 
oflicers, attempted to, (\seai>e h,v cro.Ms- 
Ingithe Missouri river. Throe wtmien 
and a little girl disregarded the com- 
mand of tho ofllcors and put Into tlie 
river a small boat, Tnc police sent a 
shower of -bullets aft-cr tho fugitives, 
and; the little girl was niorttilly wound- 
ed. 

Previous to his crime here, .Sharp 
and a band of followers, nil armed, 
marelied Into the Canadhin northwest, 
where Sharp iiroposod to place him- 
self at tlK' head of the, Doukhobors. 
The latter promptly rejected his over- 
tures.

COAL — The island is believed to be in the coal belt. A note on the original Gov- 
ernment survey reads "indications of coal are very plentiful oji this island." 
Coal has been found on Coal Island and some little distance to the east, and a 
company is now boring for coal near Schwartz Ray. 'J'he owner has been 
approached to bond or allow prospecting for coal on Pier Island, but as he 
has held it for residential purposes, has so far refused. 

TITLE — An indefeasible grant from the Crown carrying with it the coal rights. 

CLIMATE — -The rainfall is believed to be less upon the islands than it is even in 
Victoria, whilst Vancouver, Salt Spring and the surrounding islands shelter 
Pier Island from the wind.

Two months I had stayed on the British 
Columbian Coast and my eves were wearied 
with immensity, my imagination strained with 
ever looking to tlie dazzling future, conjured 
by a dauntless people's faith. Perhaps when 
Eastern conventions once more had fettered 
me I should long for the boundless hope of 
an unshackled land, but not now. The name 
of a dreamy city had sounded the charm of a 
yet further West, and a steamer was bearing 
me out of the long, land-hidden Vancouver har- 
bor into the half circle of English Bay. 

Behind me and across the narrow, north- 
ern inlet, the mountains still slept in their 
grey strengtii, imconscious of the June morn- 
ing's awaking, but tliough a damp dullness 
luing over all the peninsular city's shore, across 
the blue Si\vmour Straits liie mists were clear- 
ing, and the gold of the sun was drawing up 
the sih-er of the sea to spray distant islands 
with a haze of translucent brightness. Tliere 
is nothing more full of luring beauty than 
islands lying low and gold-rimnicd on a west- 
ern sea; as the boat glided out of the Bay the 
old Greek dreams of Atlantis lived again, and 
Ihc tales of the ancient Irish who carried their 
dead heroes over a sunlit ocean to Moy Mcll: 

"Incomparable in its haze 

Where the sea washes against the land 
and hairs of crystal drop from its 
mane." 

Here on the outermost edge of the last land 
left for man to conciuer, with only an ocean 
between us and the old. old East, the race left 
behind so long ago. it seemed as if indeed that 
lustrous shimmer must he the ^•eil hiding a 
new found haven of rest and peace. ^Ve were 
sailing West into the Orient; and I was west 
of the West at last. 

Unfortunate!}- a southern course of a few 
hours brought the boat to wluM-e the lands, los- 
ing their mystic haze, became clear realities of 
greeny woods, and a short narrows led it into 
Plumper's Pass. To some this pass which 
winds, a sea risxr, in and out among varied 
sized islands, is the prettiest part of the sail, 
but 1 loved better when we brushed the isl- 
ands aside and entered the broader Straits of 
San Juun do Fuca. There, across a sunny sea 
rose a high wall of opaque mist, surmounted by 
white, whipped clouds through which gleamed 
spires like clouds of pearly sheen. What charm 
had islands and water then, when in a little while 
an unseen band rolled back the drape, and the 
pearly spires shone not as clouds but as the 
radiant snow peaks of the Olympic Range? 
Clear&r and clearer grew their outline till, the 
the steamer giving a swerve to the west, a 
giant range of mountains ran straight along 
the left, high above sea and mist and cloud. 

W'Q were ap|3roaching the southern \y<\Y\ of 
\'ancouver Island, and as Victoria itself l)e- 
camc near, the words of Kipling's disputed eul- 
ogy of the city rang in my mind ; "If you tal<e 
the beauties of Bourneinouth and Torcpia\'. anfl 
Honolulu, and place them on (he l>ay of N'aplcs 
with the Himalayas behind." it begins, — and 
at that minute it was easy \o luiderstand why 
the poet had culled coni[)arisons from so many 
difl'erent zones. Something reminiscent of a 
Japanese jKiinting was in tlu' clear blue and 
white of those sharp-cut glittering peak's and 
bright Idue sky ; the laz\- languor uf tlu' South 
slept un the waters- of the Sti'ait, and on the 
nearer shore memories of the old laud leapt 
from those true salt water cliffs unmarred by 
an_\' lake-like vegetation. 

\'ictoria itself was half hidden, but the land 
rolled back to where, perched on a height, half 
a dozen houses looked over a cliff whose rerl 
brown contour, basking in sunny freedom from 
woods, swelled not with Northern ruggedness, 
but with the softened bareness and wind-swept 
curves of a south England shore. .\s we 
drew nearer the foliage of a formal park made 
a patch of vivid green on a shoulder of land, 
of ^vhich the elbow formed the east side of a 
.scooped out basin harbor, guarded b\- islets, one 
a lighthouse rock. IJare wave-sijlashcd rock'^ 
ihey wei'e, with ne\'er a tree to 4|)oil their lone- 
ly outline, nicks wlu'rc the winds .and storms 
might ]")lay and wailing seagulls ci"y. rocks 
responding to (>very mood of sky and scis. Xot 
since the day 1 sailed up Lough Foylc, where 
new scenes came to me with a sense of remem- 
bering things forgotten long ago, had beauty 
touched nie with the same ijoignant content, 
and as we entered the harbor with its dull roofed 
compact city lying around, a sensation strange 
enough for a Canadian born. e;ime over me. 1 
felt that somehow, after wiindering in unf.-imil- 
iar lauds, I had come home, and when we 
])assed the unrigged lishing smacks lo come 
alongside the docks, even the white I'etaining 
wall, and long line of dingy desei'led ware- 
houses behind, filled me with a happy i)l ensure. 
Instead of pitying Victoria's lack of vim and 
bustle I felt sorry for Ihe rushing; new ac- 
tivity of Vancouver. 

How that self made Westerner had ridi- 
culed his little I''nglisli neighbor, and in all 
the pride of his planned city and niidouhied 
progress warned mc that her sleepy satisfied 
(lisregard of "up-to-date methods" wfudd sexm 
become tiresome. 1 had willingly admitted his 
wonderful industry, pluck and ambition, but 
his bragging conceit had 'grown wearisome 
and the prosjiect of mceiing her whoni his 
contempt had only made nin long the more to 
see. was agrec^ably full of delighl. 

To Ihid that gentle exclusive Jady it was ne- 
cessary to go away from the more commercial 



centre and drive through cpiict, proper town 
streets with sober shops, two or three stories 
high, on either side, between which could be 
caught glim))ses of the white snow of the 
Olympics. Dollars and cents felt out of place 
in my purse, as^ sauntering, grey-capped )-ouug 
Englishmen brushed sleeves with pig-taileil 
Orientals or a bright-turbaned Hindu, and the 
impression deepened as the cab turned up a 
green, shaded street where the up[)er windows 
of houses winked lazily ;it me through branches 
of trees, over iviod walls or hedges o{ privet 
and holly. Retore one of these high privet 
hedges 1 alighted, and opening a litlle iron 
gate, entered the grounds of a si|uare frame 
house of light grey with long purple blossoms 
of wisteria, now nearly drooping, falling over 
the porch. 

There, bending over n bush of red Jacque- 
minot roses in a carelessly luxuriant garden, I 
found her whom I had come so far U) see, the 
\er_\' sjiirit ol her fair city, who in truth she is. 
Holding in her arms (he sweet crimson r<isi>s. 
and with a hunch of red rine strawberries in 
her li.-ind, she rose to gr(>ct me, her (inaint air 
and composure making her seem ohler than 
she really was. Little and lovable she looked, 
but her bead was held with too much dignity 
to warrant any nn'splaced enthusiasm, and her 
reserve made me wait till with a low b'nglish 
voice she spoke: "You are very welcome," she 
said, "as are all who come to me from friends 
in the okl East," only you will find me very 
<|uict after my neigh!;or \ ancou\-cr. You like 
that better? Ah, that is very sweet of you, my 



dear, for though I naturally love my life, the 
spirit of each place must bo different and even 
in my own domain many changes have come 
to pass. And now, as \'ou are to be" hare but 
for one short week, which will yon prefer to do 
— visit the few sights the tourists see or stay 
in ray garden and live the time with me?" 

"O," I said impulsively, "let me stay here 
with you and the clambering roses, and eat 
strawberries in yonder shady nook of lilac 
hushes. Let me i)ick the wee white iMiglish 
daisies pe(>ping through (he green grass un- 
der those spreading oaks, or ^vatch the birds 
tasting the unrij^e cherries on the other sitle 
the shiny ivy creei)er. Then may I wander up 
and down this irregular winding road, for 
through the gate 1 see a stately house and 
garden, and ne.xt an old wooden fence which 
only half hides a low roofed, tumbled cottage 
and green tangle of bushes. It is all so old, 
and happy and unplaimed." 

"'N'es." she answered, rpiietl}' pleased. ".\'o 
one has ewr laid out my city, for each man 
has liuiit where he will and can. W'e have just 
grf)\vn, and if our streets make little disjilay we 
live inside our hedges. The gardens are my 
jo\-, and soon you will see the gentlemen re- 
turning early from business to have a cup of 
tea and dig in their flowerbeds a little while 
before dinner. They take great pride in their 
roses, and as many do not go (o their offices 
till ton, they have an hour's work in the morn- 
ing, with very successful results.'' 

.'\ short week it was. spent with that fpiiet- 
voiced woman, and the days that followed were 



filled with a sweet content. June was c|ueening 
it over them in her fairest, loveliest mood, and 
the gardens ran riot with roses, the country 
afire with broom. Out.side the city, rolling farm 
land tempted us» across to northern forests 
and a rocky western coast, aivd at night a long 
narrow gorge, running like a fr^fsh water 
stream from the harbor, would lure me in a 
canoe along its dusky wooded banks to watch 
the bright, silvoi^ moonlight dive behind a 
cloud, and appear ui the salt water, a gleaming 
phosphorescent streak. Sometimes at sunset 
a strong sea-hunger would lead me through 
the warm, quiet gardened streets to where on 
the eastern and southern shore the waves were 
lapping softly on the cool, gray stones. Far 
across the straits, the pearl spires would change 
to minarets of glowing opal, and the mountain 
portals opening to an ocean of unknown won- 
der, show the golden West joining bands with 
the brooding East. At such moments the 
( )rien( felt strangely, quivcringly near, anrl a 
sens(> of far off remoteness would turn me to 
(m earthy country road, edged with yello\s-, 
ragged broom. There, by some homely brown 
house an unexpected whiff of honeysuckle or 
late blossoming thorn would startle my lone- 
liness, and send me homeward pondering why 
we cross the haunting prairie plains, and mar- 
vel at the untold wonders of the Rockies only 
to have the glad tears come at the loved, fam- 
iliar smell of flowers belonging to a land where 
we have never lived. 

But pleasantcst of all perhaps was to loiter 
up and down the winding hedge-lined roads 




Haggard ^s Latest Book 



When Lieut. -Col. .Andrew C. Haggard was 
living on Vancouver^ Island, he devoted him- 
self to writing a work, which has recently 
been issued and been received very favorably 
by tile critics. Its title is "Louis X \T and 
.Marie .Antoinette." Following is the re- 
view of the book by the Loudon Evejiing 
Standarii : 

"[•".nglishmen are almost as familiar with 
the st(.iry oi Louis X\'l as with that of 
Charles I. _\et neither of them. Iiowexer often 
reail, seem to lose their interest. .\'o one, 
therefore, will wish to (piarrel with IJeul.- 
Col. Haggard lor going over old ground. 
Every' time, too, that we read the history oi 
th.esc volcanic years, we experience the same 
emotions, of which, however, we never wearv 
— first, contempt or indignation for the .-itli- 
tude of the court and sympathy with tlu; dis- 
contented middle classes; then, pity for the 
sufferings of the royal family and horror of 
the \'iolence of its de.slrt)\'ers. 

"This book is no exception. The author, 
who devotes a good part of the first volume 
to the earlier, happier flays, gives .several in- 
stances of these viciously aristocratic habits, 
such ;is the inexpressibly unjust rules which 
placed the co\-eted p(.)sitious in the .-iiniN- and 
n,av\ forever out of reach of l)omgeois sol- 
diers and sailors — ;i needless irritation, em- 
pliasized by the effeminate mdoleiice ^){ the 
well-born. It all happened little more than :\ 
lunulred years ago, yet we learn that, when 
the King went shooting, 'the pages, each of 
whom had to prove at least two hundred years 
of direct descent before bchig received, were' 
loo noble to recharge the King's guns them- 
sehcs. The fired weapons were pas:-ed lKici< 
from one to the (jther. until thev reached the 
Ring's armorer, who reloaded them.' This 
kind i)i '•■ehaviour .-ind the ni')de of tlionghi it 
implied were out-of-date, but a much severer 
criticism should be levelled at some of the 
other customs. What words can we find 
harsh enough for the 'Lettres de Cachet' by 
means of which any one might be imj)risone'(l 
indefinitely, mitried, unaccused? The unfor- 
tunate Latude. whose oidv offence was an- 
onyiiiously to inl'orni the .\i,ar(piise de l'oinp;i- 
dour of an imaginary ])loi ;ig;iinsl her, lav I'or 
thirty years in prist)n, and might have re- 
mained there but for the incxtinguisluibic 
.Madame Legros. And there are many others 
who stir our sympathy and anger by .suffer- 
ings as cruel as those of any victiivi of the 
Reign of Terror, h'or it is impussd)lc not lo 
l eseut the criminal incapacity of Louis and his 
iiiinisters. Difficulties, of ccmr.se, there were, 
and h'rance has not yet recovered from the 
financial fallacies of the fomieeutli ceiitiuw 
Philippe le Bel. If that •nouarcli's giasp of 
economics had been e(pial to his other cai>a 
bilities, a Bourbon niiglii ycl be on the 
throne of France. But, with the exception of 
'1 nrgot, ;dl Louis's mini.sters oidy succeeded in 
ii:akiiig things worse, and much of llie blood 
■-lied in the coming years is on their h.-inds. h 
is, presumably, u\) to this point tli.at most 
readers are Re\'olutiom'st s. Few si, and the 
strain of subsecpient reprisals. 

"h'or the plot begins to thicken, anil we 
have to decide how much of Louis's inactivity 
can be put down to indecision, how much lo a 
.gentle patriotism, a sublime love of his peo- 
])le. His conduct, by its \ery unexi)eclc(liiess, 
l)!-o\-oke.s more curiosity than tliat of the l''-ng- 
lish Charles, and the inevitabilit}', after the 
first few week's, of his fate, the pathetic liel|i- 
lessncss of this iocl;smith cailerl u|)on to hold 
down the most inhuman I'evolution ot' modern 
Europe, par.adoxieall}'. reveal (in L;imb'.s , 
]}lirasc) "the l>ang.s of abdicating royalty' 
more than the Stuart's, more nianlike, more; , 
kinglikc resistance;- * Bh't- it h; as difficuTi: in 
one case as in the other whole-heartedly t'l 
.'idmire, Both these king.s, so admir.able at 
the last, had their moments of dishonor, and ^ 



the desertion of Strafltird is mure glaring but 
not more underhand and craven than that of 
the Swiss Guards left to defend, in their ig- 
norance, a masterless Tuileries. 'J'heir first 
knowledge of his flight was the message or- 
dering them not to defend themselves! 

"As we have hinted, Louis found his nat- 
ural indecision greatly increased at such a 
crisis by his genuine love of his i)eo)ile. Time 
after time he could have escaped before he 
left \'crsailles for J^aris, but he never could 
make up his mind to desert his subjects. Tinu; 
after time he coukl have stamped down the 
revolution whilst it wai only snionldering, but 
he could not make up lifs mind lo .s])il] French 
blood. As events fell out, it is hard to be- 
lie\e that he acted rightly, for he might have 
sa\ ed the li\ cs of his famil\' and hundreds of 
aristocrats, and he could hardh- have rendered 
the struggle mi.>re einl)ittered than it after- 
w.'irds became. Jhit it was not in his nature, 
and the best man France had had for king 
since the sixteenth century paid for the sins 
of his fathers to the third and fourth gener- 
ations.

We have followed (he 
antluDr in conlontiug ourselves Avith comment- 
in.g upiiii a few ;ispects of L'ouis X\'l, since it 
is to the k'ing and his immediate surroundings 
(hat Lieut.-Col. Ha.ggard almost exclusively 
confines himself. He knows tlie period well. 
He has written several books on seventeenth 
aiul ei.ghteenth-centnr}- France, :iiul, amid ob- 
scurities of construction and gramm.-'t'cal er- 
rors, .he emerges triumidiaiu l.)y his vigor, his 
evident love of his subject, and his reinarkablv 
vivid jxnvers of description, which will carry 
away the most ped.antic reader m spite of him- 
self. He has, of course, an inlensel)- dramatic 
stoiy to tell, but some historians would have 
found no difficulty in making it dull. His 
ardent partizansliip of Louis and Marie An- 
toinette blind.s him, perhaps, not lo (heir 
faults, but to the difficulties of their oppon- 
ents. Once o\ erthroun, Louis had to be ex- 
ecuted. To exile him would lia\e ])rovided ;is 
constant a danger as the Preteiidei's were for 
England. .Merely to reduce iiim to the rank 
of citizen was impossible ■while the Rovalis': 
l)arty existed. To im.i)rison him, as was evi- 
denced, was tantamount (o death — for, as an 
old writer lia.s said, 'Experience has shown 
that from the prisons of princes to (heir .graves 
is but a little stej).' ^■et, since a more dis- 
liassionatc biographer would ]irobably havi; 
written a more lifeless account, we would iml 
ha\e Lieut. -C'ld. 1 laggard otherwise; fi)|- he 
lias gi\'eii lis .-i delightful book-, full of anec- 
dotes and peii-pielnres of all the leading per- 
.sonalities of that remarkable period — Naker 
and his more famous dan.glitcr. La F'ayett-v.', 
Rolu'spierre. Madame Roland, De Lamottc, 
Uoliaii, .Mar;il. and numberless others, whilst 
the enigmatical .Marie .Xntoinelte is treated in 
detail, side by side with Louis. .\o one could 
desire a ni<ire pictures(|ue reiiresentadon of 
the- period, or read the biKil: without finding 
his interest in hkstory quickened, his enthu- 
siasm renewed."

Mount Baker towered one 
mass of pure, hard white, startlingly, nakedly 
near. Miles to the inland of the distant American 
coast, that peak usually swathed itself in mist 
and cloud, and though my guide promised rae 
a clearer view from Oak Bay, never after- 
wards did it appear so supremely close. 

Oak Bay was the last spot to which my 
kindly hostess took me on the morning of 
the day I had to leave.

I 
loved the bare, wrinkled links all browny green 
with the sun, now deserted for the summer 
months, but patched with white and orange 
marguerites, and nearer the shore, pale blue 
and ]iink forget-me-nots; but above all my 
heart went out to the fresh, salt wind and grey 
rocky moss-covered cliffs. The rapturous jo)' 
that had been hurled (o nic from the land on 
the (irst day now changed lo liiigerin.g regret 
as I turned to bid (he .gracious spirit farewell. 
"Come soon again,", she said, "and you will 
find me then as now sitting on these cliffs and 
gazing over seaw'ecd and rocks like those 011 
which as ti child I wandered barefoot on the 
far Atlantic coast." 

And it is there that I now love best to 
think of her.

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, Because the ancestor of the horse, the 
little Eohippus, was no bigger than a cat, while 
' the ancestral shark was a huRdred feet long 
and weighed half as many tons and was larger 
than a whale, it is assumed that citiicr there 
was more water than land three million years 
ago or else water possessed more inducements 
to growth than land. Today the horse is many 
times larger and the shark three times smaller. 

At 'the American jNIuseum of Natural His- 
tory, New York City, the enormous head and 
jaws of an' Eocene shark are being set up as 
in life in that far back period, to be placed 
on exhibition very near the restoration of the 
little Eocene horse. It would take one hun- 
dred modern horses to haul the carcass of the 
shark off the beach today and five hundred of 
the little cohippuscs. Comparisorts may be 
odious, but in some wa}^ the ijublic must be 
impressed with the idea that the most sensa- 
tional scientific exhibit in the world is due at 
the American Museum. Up-to-tlate the gigantic 
dinosaur, the brontosaurus. eighty-five feci: 
long, has drawn all the crowds. He will have 
to sit down when the shark head blossoms. 

imagine a man standing up in a skiff float- 
ing along on the tide. Suddently a huge head, 
partly overturned, rises up from the water, 
opens its huge jaws and man and boat dis- 
appear within. Such is the shark head to be 
exhibited, the head of the great Carcharodon. 
iMcgalodon of three million years ago. 

Why not the rest of his body? you say.

Finding the Great Shark 

. It was twenty-five years ago when the late 
Joseph Cohn, of New York, discovered the re- 
mains of the great shark in the jdiospjiate beds 
of South Carolina. The .phc^phates had de- 
voured all of his body except, his tectli, of 



ASH^re lose sight of. Later ]\lr. Cohn died and 
attention was drawn to the teeth, b}' a clause 
in his will, and his. son, Quintiis Cohn, investi- 
gated. The rcsultWas the purchase of the col- 

iection'for the museum by Dr. W. D. Mat- 
thew. Examination of the teeth by Professor 
llashford Dean, curator of fossil fishes, re- 
sulted in the discovery that they were the re- 
mains of the great Eocene sliark', of which hut 
little is known to scientists e.Ncept that lie 
existed. This collection bears the distinction 
of being the only complete set yet found and

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ering. A shark has no bones except his teeth, 
and what would be bones in other fishes \s 
cartilage in him. Cartilage is no better petrificr 
than the rest of his fle^i- arid hence,' unless a 
whole fish was engulfed in mire \yhich speedily 
hardened into rock, a complete skeleton will 
never be found. 

The process of building the head of the 
shark from his teeth was confided to Dr. I.,ouis 
Jlussakoff, assistant curator, and the prcpara- 
tors of the museum. Dr. Hussakoff could 
readily build up a shark from one of its teeth 
— that is his profession. For the preparators 
he modelled a complete head in wax and mark- 
ed the spot where every one of the battery of 
more than two hundred teeth should go, then 
he and Professor Dean sailed for Europe, con- 
scious of a good job well done. The prepar- 
ators from the wax model and diagrams arc 
building the h.ead of plaster of Paris and set- 
nng ill the teeth. When the hc;ul is done and 
I lie big cloiigaletl glass e}'e, slanting down- 
rd towards the snout, is inserted, the head 
will be colored as in life. Just before sailing 
Dr. Hussakoff drew the head of the shark and 
ninde a drawing of the shark complete as in 
life. He also selected the largest tooth and 
sketched it. This tooth is five inches wide and 
inches high — more than three times larger 
ilian the largest modern shark's tooth. The 
largest modern sharlc, C. rondoletti. ranges

Just what the great shark found to eat in 
Eocene waters is a question to be worked out ; 
also what terrible enemies he had , to , contend 
with which Would account, for the size nature 
endowed him with. If any of thc» tnpsas.aurS- 
survived, he could have swallowed, them 
whole. There were jDlenty ot cjueer fishes 
existing in his time and otlier sharks for him 
to feed upon. Notwithstanding the terrible 
nature of the shark, he has a 3'ellow streak. 
The porpoise of today kills him in short order, 
biting through his vital spot "just below the 
lower gill. It is no uncommon sight today to 
see a school of porpoises scare away all the' 
sharks in their neighborhood. When a man 
eating shark gets venturesome, a porpoise i'5 
detached from the school b}' the leader to kill 
him. He pursues, chasing the shark around 
and around in u cii'clc until he closes on him, 
giving him the deadly bite. If he can, the 
shark makes for shallow water and sometimes 
one flees so fast that he lands high and dry 
on a sand bar, the object of ridicule and. per- 
haps death by fislicrmen. If an ancestral por- 
poise or "killer" existed in his, time, bc.siu'C 
our great shark had his troubles notAvi-th- 
standing his iiuge ljulk. 

Tlu; Eocene shark was surel\- \-i\'iparous ; 
that is, the female bore her young alive, like the 
hammerhead and some other species of sharks 
of today. Oviparous sharks discharge their 
eggs, which are often found in spirals on the 
beach. Just why the eggs of one species should 
be hatched outside of the body, and on .the in-- 
side of the body by other species belongs to* 
that class of' questions such as "Why is t\\c 
grass?" The fiocene shark, like some of his de- 
scendants, swam close to the surface, his great 
fin projecting above water. The downwar;l 
slant of his eye enabled him to sec what wa.s 
going on beneath him as well as far around 
him. When his dinner Avas sighted lie darted 
with incredible swiftiiess .beneath it, turned 
partly on his back and gpbbled it; neatly. Jiis 
teeth slanted backward in his throat, SQ tl^a^ 
while his prey entered easily it could not get 
out alive. Also the teeth alternated and closed 
almost airtight when the huge jaws snapped 
together, preventing the escape, of the smallest 
fish. The roughness of the gullet conduced I o 
rapid swallowing, assisted by the long gilh; 
opening on the throat. These gills also con- 
duced , to entry but .not exit. Inside, if not bit^ 
ten and Jtilled,- his" prey- hatl tiine to repejit of- 
its sins and die at leisure;-'- ■ • ■ '•

Tboii oarh- 
some morning tlic young bii'ds loavo 
their nest; the whole jiartv wanders 
abroad into the thronged .Tiino world, 
and the niche behind the statui- is si- 
lent. In the bird Ilffe of the quadrangle 
the first absence of that pulsing cry 
brings the same presage of summer's 
approaching decay which Is felt In the 
outer woodlands at the same moment 
ol tbo snmmor, when tho nightinf^alo 
ceases to sing. 

The plumage ot the birds uiiioh

Ihit .Xature, 
in iier long leisure, turns all things to 
some new use,- and the holes pierced 
In the walls for thp bell wires, and en- 
larged in many sul>sequcnt winters by 
the fretting ml^ts'and rain, now pro- 
vide the questing titmice with tbo 
snuggest of nil their meeting places. 

Like golden -crested wrens and gome 
otlicr very small birds, the coletits live 
out tho groiiter purt ot their lives In 
tingulsh him from ids surroundings. 
Only when they fear that their nest or 
young are threatened, do they suddenly 
display Intense consternation and an- 
ger at the movements of tho giant 
form, nut alt lai-gor- birds in inhubi 
ted places are keei}ly aware of human 
Identity, except be.foru they are fully 
fledged, and the glossy starlings that 
nest in larger itolos and crevices about 
tho quadrangle appear seldom wholly 
obllviou.s of possfblo observation. When 
their nests' are built in April, the birds 
pace anxiously along the water pipes,

neck's lieforo slipping into their eliosoii 
crannies with grass-tufts or long sti;iws 
wdib-li tli.-y cclli-ct outside the walls. 
(3iily in tho ipiiot of tbe early morning 
Iboy lay aside tiieir ineffective c;autlciii, 
and KoinetimoH fly directly to the nvat. 
lOvou greater warlno.^H is shown when 
tliey are feeding tin ir youlig in May. 
IluiKh'ods of timi-s a da.\- tbey return 
to olio or othor of thoir jnnnts of van- 
tage at ;\ little illst;uice from the nest 
witli a small morsel in tlieir bill:;, till 
tliey dart at last to tlieir hole and fly 
straight uway a moment later, witli 
tho - low note which they utter on 
laiinchlng into the air. AVben tho cock 
bird mounts to some pinnacle of the 
building on March or April morningii 
to pour out his curiou.t medley of a 
son.g. lie aiiandbns lilmself discreetly to 
Ills rapture, and turns an eye on the 
posture of circumstances of the world 
about him between every fit of concen- 
trated expression. 

.'■^o m.any imitative fragment;; occur 
in most of the st;irling's chattering 
nioiiologiK'S that it is often hard to 
ilisti n.gnish botweoii the bird's own 
songnotes and those wbieb it Inei iiick- 
ed up from its neighbors. In tlie 
course of tholr musical recitations 
these starlings will at times break out 
into,iinexpectud reniiniscetices of oili- 
er ti'mes and places, sotnetbin.g in the 
manner of an African iiarrot of mixed 
experiences. Ucoaslonally starlings 
thus Ineorporiito into tin-ir discourses 
liunian or animal cries, or mechanical 
sounds wliich they hear constantly re- 



po.ated near their haunts. If those 
liirds too. could mock tho slow creaking 
of the plough, they have tbe good tasle 
to forbear. They divulge no secrets 
from tlie bonsetop but tbo.-ie ol' the 
green lliiiksoy solltudos, where they 
gel to gathi;r food in the depths of the 
springing hay. Kor among the imita- 
tive notes wbioli tbo starling will now 
and tlien Include in sudden jiarenthes- 
es, occur clear rendorln.gs of tlie laugli- 
ing call of the groeu v.oodpjockcr and 
the twisting cry of tlie plox'ors that 
tumble abo\-c tho meadows In spring. 
The woodpecker is very rarely to be 
beard within e;irshot of the starling's 
nesting pi:ice. and the peewit never, so 
that tho repetition of thoir proper cries 
sometimes woolis later than tbo poo- 
wit's at any rate has ceased in ilS' 
natural surroundings, has a singular 
and .-dniost uncanny i-ffect when it 
occurs among tbo cliattorings and 
jiipings wbioii the starling lets fall 
from the gable. 

The music of the true song-birds is 
hoard witliiii tbo (luadranglc only "when 
the blael-:bird tiiat dwells with his mate 
in the bidlows lieliinil tbe single line of 
bushes rises to tlie boughs of the single 
sycamore, both In daytime and before 
tlie dawn breaks cloarl.\-. and jiours 
forth for a few moments the full rich- 
ness of ills song. Tlie scanty belt of 
verdure )uo\idos shelter for only this 
one pair of birds, among all those spe- 
eies wliieli demand groon bou.glis or 
undergrowth to dwell in: and with so 
scanty a veil of pi-otcctlon the lite of

riot ;uid alarms than is general ivitli 
their excitable kind. Though the liab- 
Its of the blackbird and songtliru.'ih 
are In many resiiccts closolv similar, it 
Is characteristic of a certain distinc- 
tion in their rcquiremcntH that tliis 
nook where scanty bushes skirt ample 
\valls is cnlonlzod by the blackbird 
and not by the thrush. For, in si)ito 
of the. blackbird being the abver and 
more fugitive of the two bird.s", in the 
open counlry it will nest more read- 
ily than tbo thrash on tlie face of a 
rocky bank, or even among the walks 
of an outlnillding or cowshed, if the 
cover of a hedgeside or garden is not 
tar distant; and this slightly sh.aded 
eunier of the quadrangle provides it, 
as it were, with the utmost limit ot 
cultivation on which it finds it pos- 
sible to sustain life. 

But in so exposed a frontier outpost, 
where the menace of cat life provides 
iuirdl> more constant cause for klarm' 
than tho eccentric inroads ot humanity 
tlie blackbird's lieart is nevori mtti- 
oioiiiiy secure to .permit him 'to meet 
the south wind and sunshine of full' 
siiring with the tireless warbling of his 
brothers in tlio heart of tJitiir own 
country. Tlio most familiar note'df 
tlie blackbirds In tho quadrangle is 
tlie vociferous uproar, accompanied by 
excited flights and rushes about their 
siieciai precincts, >vlth wbich it is the 
iiei uliiu' custoni of their race, liii town 
and country alike, to notify that' ithe 
sun has set and that it is their intcn- 
lloa to go to bed. , In eumiper this 
clamour echoes to the sun tipped 
gables while the latest dinerS arc com- 
ing out of Iiall; It is associated- in No- 
\-embci- with tho wet Ijour of, falling 
darliueas, when tlio oarsmen come 
home from the river. But wlienever 
this singular tumult rises, according to 
the season of the year, for. about' a 
iimirtor of an hour the two undjiuntCd 
blackbirds vindicate to the itidifferont 
walls their traflitional cvciiinji' clial- 
lengo to the universe. 

hi tho midsumnior nights ilie calls 
and murmurs ot -birds are never far 
au;ay, Wiien quiet .gathers nflo.r mid- 
night, the cries of hunting owls and tbe 
voices df waketu! Av'ntorblrds bv the 
riverside float in from the heights and 
spaces of , tho outer meadows. From an 
upper window in the doptiis of . the 
nearer walls the growing broods "ctiii 
be heard fitfully stirring and com- 
plaining under their light veil of sleep., 
Tho air grows cooler in Ilie space be- 
fore the dawn, and is tinged with tho' 
dew of tbe fields. .-Vn hour passes;'' 
then suddenly, very near at hand in- 
the darkness, a single golden strain , 
rings out ami closes elearl.\'. It is the' 
blackbird clialleiigbig tlio dawn, ac- 
cording to his liabit; lait after bis 
single call for a litLle- while the silcncu 
and tho darkness dwell again. While a 
gaint gleam of grey comes to tbe upper 
sky, the breeze, that presages tbe liglit 
passes coolly, and the air is onco more 
still. Then tbe dawn • galliers i'resh 
and clear, and the larks in the mead- 
ows beyond spring singing in the, 
lieavons. Tin- lilackbird waiting on the' 
sycanuire liough pours out a freer 
stream of song, and tbe starlings strut 
lorlb erect from their lilding-pIaceM,, 
clinking and elialtoring together' upon 
tile galile-rliigos In tlic cleur ' hiorning 
light. — IJondou TinioB. . 
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GODLIKENESS ' 

"Without controversy great is ilic mystery 
of godliness." So wrote the Apostle Paul to 
Trinity, and he added, "Cod was manifest in 
the flesh, justified in the .Spirit, seen of angcN, 
preached tuUo the Gentiles, believed on in the 
world, received up into glory."' 'Hiesc -ob- 
servations do not seem to have any direct con- 
nection with what precedes or what follows 
them in the Epistle, and they are not wholly- 
intelligible. Soriietimcs they are quoted as 
though Paul intended by them to declare his 
confidence in the doctrine of the Incarnation, 
and they bear that interpretation as well as 
anv other, but like many other expressions in 
the Scriptures, partly through incorrect preser- 
vation of the original text and partly, through 
inadequacy of interpretation, the meaning is 
obscure. There is not much use in referring to 
other jiassages in Scripture for light upon 
them, because we are by no means sure that 
the persons employing the obscure langnaeg 
had access to the other passages. Such a pass- 
age as that above quoted must stand by itself 
except for such light as other observations 
made by Paul cast upon it.' But it must be 
tedious and not very profitable to attempt by 
a comparison of texts to find the exact mean- 
ing of this particular one, especially as it bears 
a meaning, or perhaps it would be better to 
say suggests a thought that seems worth fol- 
lowing out for a little while. 

Before doing so, it is well to rcmcniln"- 
that, although centuries have surrounded the 
name of Paul with a halo of sanctity, he made 
no claims of that kintl for himself, lie never 
pretended to be anything else than a man of 
education, who had passed through an ex- 
traordinary experience, which had completely 
changed his point of view, and that as the 
result of that change and his altered maimer 
of life he became possessed of a power to 
which he gave the name of P'aith, and by this 
he was able to do things which to men, im- 
lamiliar with the operation ol this power, 

seemed miraculous. For the rest he was a man 
of like passions with his fellows, a strong 
devotee of the cause, which he had espoused, 
full of courage and given to reasoning out nil 
questions. If we forget how very much of a 
man Paul Avas, we are likelv to lose sight of 
the real lesson of his teachings. It was be- 
cause he was a man addressing himself to 
men that he jdaccd Christianity uiJOn so solid 
a footing, and it is foi- the same reason that 
wdiat he says appeals so convincingly to people 
today that we often hear of Pauline Christl- 
anit}'. ' 

It is not difficult to imagine a man of this 
character and experience, contrasting his own 
condition before and after his conversion, 
realizing the wide difference between those 
who professed Christianity and followed its 
precepts, on the one hand, and the great ma- 
jority of those wdio made up learned and cul- 
tured society at that time, should become con- 
scious of the wonderful nature of the influ- 
ence which inspired him and those who, like 
him, had felt the power of the Gospel, and 
should indulge in a rhapsody (Acr its inex- 
plainable nature. This influence he might, 
t'or want of a better name, have called ■'godli- 
ness," that is, by a -word in the Oeck which 
translators have rendered "godliness." or, what 
may be even more true to tin' original, "god- 
likcness; lor the word used in the King James 
translation has by usage become limited in its 
meaning, so that it signifies nothing much 
nxore than goodness. If we accept the transla- 
tion "godlikeness." and the dictionaries have 
been obliged to gi\e that interpretation to the 
word in order to meet what seems to be the 
meaning of the text (luote.l, we may para- 
])hrase Paul's statement and sa\' : It is a great 
mystery that man, a creature of finite jjowcrs 
and linaited intelligence, should be able to ex- 
hibit in himself some of the attributes of the 
Divine. It is true that the latter part of the 
quotation from the Epistle seems, in nan ac 
least, to refer fo -^ome concrete maiii festal it m 
of God in the flesh, thai is t-, Je-us Christ ; but 
there is nothing in that at all inconsistent with 
ilie construction placed al)o\e on the general 
introductory propisition. GraiUiiig the e.\ist- 
eiice of a God-like potency in man, we fin<l 
ourselves confronted with a mystery, for which 
we cannot hope to find any solution. Kor is 
any solution necessary. We order our daily 
lives by complying witli the demands "f 
agencies of various Kinds, whose mystery wo 
need never expect to si)]\e. Xij man fears io 
trust lij the law oi gravit\- liecrui^e it is as great 
;i myster}' to the \\isrsi philosopher as it is to 
the mo$\ primiti\'e snvage. We h(dieve what 
our eyes tell us. hut we k-now ahsohitelv noth- 
•iiff of the mvstcry r)f sight. When a wireless 
message comes pulsing over the seas telling

hut send our steamers to the rescue. In the 
deepest darlcuess of the night, the mariner 
notes (he direction of the needle by the hin- 
nnclc light and steers his course with coin'i- 
dence, ncv-cr troubling himself about the mys- 
tery of the compass. Why, then, schould we 
refuse to trust to the guidance of L'aitii simply 
because vvc cannot imderstand the mystery of 
go3Tikcne.ss ? This is the one branch of human 
experience in wdiich we advance our inability 
to understand as a rea.son for not believing, 
although there is a mass of evidence as to I ho 
reality of what is called godliness, or ijreler- 
ablv .godlikeness, thai is to all inleius and 
purposes imliniited and is lieing added to day 
by day. The mystery is none tlu; less deej) he- 
•aaiise of tfie accumulation of testimitiy, hut 
neither js the mystery of smell any clearer, 
although' every year a billion billion new. blos- 
soms waste their frggrancc on the air. ' God is 



nianifest in the fle.sh today, that is hi the lives 
of thousands of men and women. ITe may 
even be manifest in our own lives, and yet 
we may be unconscious of it. We read that 
in certain places Jesus did no mighty works 
because of the unbelief (jf tliosc by whom lie 
was surrounded. Utdjelief may blind us even 
to the. godlikeness that is in ourselves.

GREAT INVENTIONS 

lU. 

Jt is interesting to speculate upon the early 
results of the inventive faculty, and we can easily 
imagine that, when once men had begun to wear 
clothing, cook their food and have permanent 
dwelling places, a great stimulus would be given 
to providing new conveniences. One of the 
first needs thnt would be felt would be for a 
greater number of ilwellings than nature had 
provideil. With the hetteriuont of Iho condi- 
tions of life the chances of infants .Kurvivin.g 
would be increased, and in the course of a few 
generations the caves, which had sufficed for 
shelter, would bo too few in inimher. and arti- 
ficial shelters would be erected. ISuildiiig can, 
however, hardly be called an invention, hut the 
making of cement was, ami an invention of the 
greatest importance, for it made possible the 
erection of large structures. There is no means 
of telling at how early a period in his ])rogress 
towards civilization men became builders; nor 
can we tell how many centuries elapsed before 
aii\- .great 'legree of proficiency was reached. 
.\'o one can say with any certainty where the 
rddest ruins arc to be found, and 
there is absolutely no means what- 
ever of measuring the time which elapsed 
from the time men first placed stones 
upon each other and plastered them with clay, 
to the time when the ancient buildings wore 
erected, the remains of which arc found in so 
many widely separated parts of the earth. lint 
before building progressed ver>- far the use. of 
inctals must have been general. This was ;m 
invention, but where it was made or how long 
ago is purely a matter of guess work. John 
Punnctt Peters, in his "Archaeology of Hither 
Asia," speaking of the inhabitants of the Nile 
valley nine thousand years ago, says : "Apijar- 
ently we may assort that they knew how to muke 
bricks ; that they wove linen and dressed leather 
for the purposes of clothing ; that they made 
pottery of a great variety of form and of ex- 
tremely artistic shapes by hand, not havin.g been 
acquainted with the potter's wheel ; that l>y 
hand they cut sloiie vases of perfect form out 
of the hardest rocks; and that they knew how 
to make a glaze both for their pottery and for 
their i-ock carvings. We have evidonce of the 
application of art to the adornment of this 
person and the heinitifying of life, in beads and 
other ornaments found in graves, made out of 
various decorative and precious stones, and oc- 
casi(niaily precious metals, in cntA'ed ivory 
comljs foi- the hair, ornamental ivory sjioons, 
carved wooclern furniture and di'augiit pieces, 
daintily formed from stone and ivoiy for j^Iav- 
ing games. They were acquainted with the use 
of copper, but their tools and implements were 
still commonly made of flint. They evidently 
also knew how to navigate the sea in large 
rowing galleys and had commercial intercourse 
with the countries about the Moditorranean." 
Thus, ninety centuries ago the use of iron does 
iKM seem t<i have been known to th(> pgyptians. 
.Veither does it app(!(u- to have been known in 
llahylon as recently as seveiUy centin-ies ago. 
■("here are pi'chisioric mounds of half smelted 
iron ore in several countrios. and in India the 
use of this metal seems to have been prevalent 
from the earUest period of which we have an\- 
records. The invention of iron-smelting, is, 
however, lost in the obscurity of the past. As 
copper is found in a metallic state it would 
natin-ally he the first metal to be used, and its 
pre\-alence in the form of implemeins gi^•(JS some 
ciilor to the elniin tliat what is known as the 
1 ironic .\ge intervened between the Stone Ago 
and the I ron .Age. 

Ill the civilization uf the .\ile \'alley we 
see evidence of vast progress in human inven- 
tion since the days when the art of making fire 
was first discovered, and it may be interesting 
briefly fo speak of the probable length of time 
required for the development of the inventive 
faculty sufficient to make possible such an ad- 
vance. 1 lore we are without any evidence e.xeeiiL 
such as geolo.gists are >\h]c to gather from th(> 
deposits in which the earliest human remains are 
found, h'roin these it is inferred that primitive 
man, that is, man who li\-e(l in ea\-es or in the 
shelter of forests without any ai-tifieial appli- 
ances whate\-er, was existing not less than 
100,000 and possibly ,^oo,ooo years ago. While 
this immense period of lime seems to have 
elapsed between the ])rimitive beginnings of 
civilization and the time when iron came into 
use, and with i* the comfort and power of men 
was increased many fold, it does not folhjw that 
the peo|)le of the Xile \'alle\-, who miKh; linen 
cloth and wore, engraved .gems ninety centuries 
a.gi') were the desceiKlants of the ]irimitive crea- 
tures wdio were the contemporaries of the ex- 
tinct animals of a thousand centuries ago. "We 
arc not driven to believe that because wc know 
of no civilization more than 9,000 years old, 
there was, no older civilization, and we arc under 
no necessity of believing that the present in- 
habitants of Europe are descended from the 
cave-men of 100,000 years ago. Indeed, fhe 
more we examine the history of mankind in 
connection with the exercise of the inventivf! 
f.'icidty, the more difficult, il is to hold that we 
are sprung from a common anc.<;stry, unless we 
accept the idea that at some period of lunnan 
history some influence external to mankincl im- 
parted a stimulus to mental activity. 

From what has been said above it is' evident 



that somewhorcj between 7,000 and 10,000 years 
ago the art of .smelting, iron was. discovered, 
and perhaps this 'may be given a place in the 
history of human invention next in iiu- 
jjortancc to the invention of a means 
of making fire. When once man had 
learned how to extract the metiil from 
iron ore, he had achieved' something which 
made every other ])hysical Iriiunph possible. 
The Stone Age and the Bronze Age are not 
always distinguishable. In fact, some archaeolo- 
gists insist that there nisver was a period in 
the history of the race that can properly be 
termed a Bronze Age. Copper or its alloys 
could not take the place of stone and as a mat- 
ter of fact did not; we are not forced to rely 
on speculation on this point, for stone tools and 
hroii/.e tools are found side by side all tlirough 
the so-called P)ronze .\.ge. But when iron came 
in human pro.gress received an impetus than 
whichi no subse(|uent invention was more l^o- 
tent. ^'ct, he it observed, the Stone .\ge has nut 
yet whollv ended. There are ])eoi)l(> who yet 
use stone implements and are inca])able of mak- 
iit.g any others. And herein is a very wonderful 
fact. Reference has been already made to it in 
this scries of articles. It is the difference in 
the |)i'ogress of diffeiciU races. There are jieople 
living today not mneh more advanced in the 
products of inventive genius than were the ]>eo- 
jile who li\ ed in Europe more than five hundrcil 
centuries ago,

CRECY 

In the previous article the story of the 
Datllc ol Lrec\' was Drougiu ttowii to tlie 
flight of the Genoese archers and the manner 
ill which the Prench king revenge;! himself 
upon. (?) In continuation of the narrative, 
the following sentences are quoted from Prois- 
sant : 

'*The English continued as vigorously 
and quickl}' as before; some of their 
arrows fell among the horsemen, who were 
sumptuously equipped, and, killing and wound- 
ing many, made them caper and fall among 
the Genoese, so that they were in such confus- 
ion they could never rally again. In the Eng- 
lish army there were .some Cornish and 
A\'elsh en on foot, wdio had armed themselves 
with long knives. These advancing through 
the ranks of the men-at-arms and archers, who 
made way" for them, came upon the French, 
when they were in this"danger, and falling 
upon earls, barons aridifnights, slew many ; at 
which the King of Eiigland was afterwards 
much exasperated. The! valiant King of Bo- 
iieniia was slain there." 'i'he death of this 
king was jiathetic in the extreme. P.elieving 
that his son was ip the thick of the fight, he 
commanded his attendants to lead him to bat- 
tle, although he was blind. Two kni.glits tied 
his horse to theirs, and so they rode forward, 
lie fou.ght as best he could, but they were all 
slain, and '"on the morrow were found dead on 
the ground, their horses tied together." Mean- 
while his unworthy son, who had not been in 
the fight at all, seeing that defeat threatened 
the French, fled, with his forces, from the fiehl. 
The day was one of splendid heroism, and the 
brief sentences in \vhicli hVoissart tells of Ih'^ 
many valiant deeds done on both siiies, read 
like ;t jirose i>oem. Some of the incidents are 
familiar to all — the refusal of King iulward to 
send aid to the Black Prince because he was 
not unhorsed or wounded — the valor of the 
King of France, wdio could hardly be persuad- 
ed to leave the field, although he had only sixty 
men around him, but as Froissart quaintly said : 
"Many gallant deeds of arms were performed 
that were never known." It was a terrible 
battle for the English gave no quarter and re- 
fused all offers of ransom. 

When the I'"rencli king left the hardly- 
fe.ught field, he took refuge in the castle of 
La Broyes. With Iiim were five barons only, 
which showed how terrific the struggle had 
been. He remained there until just before 
daybreak on the following day, when he 
went to Amiens. The English did not pursue 
him. nor did they make pursuit (jf any one, 
for their force was too small. "Wiieu the 
h'.n.glish heard no juore hootin.g or shoiUiif;-, 
or any more crying out to p.irticular lords or 
their I)anners, they looked uikju the fiehl as 
their own and their enemies as beaten. The}' 
made great fires, and lighted loiclies, because 
of the obscurity of the night. King Edward 
then canle down from his post, who all that 
day had not put on his h.elmct. and with his 
wl'iole battalion advanced to ' the Priiice ot 
Wales, v.diom he emhraeed in his arms, and 
kissed and saitl : 'S\vcct son, God gi\'e you 
perse^■erancc ; you are m_v son, for most loyal- 
ly have you acquitted yourself this day. You 
are worth}' to be a soverei.gn.' The Prince 
bowed down very low and humbled himself, 
giving all honor to the King, his father. The 
English during the night made frequent 
thanksgiving to the Lord for the happy issue 
of the day, and without rioting, for the kin.g 
had 'forbidden all riot or noise! On 'the fol- 
hnving mornin.g the land was covered by a 
thick fog. and King Edward sent out a re- 
connoitering party of 2,500 men. T'hey en- 
countered a strong French force, who .it 
first mistook them for friends,'' As soon a;j 
the English found who they were, they fell 
upon them, and there was a sharj) eii.gage- 
mcnt. The P'rench soon turned their back.s 
and fled in great disorder. There were shun- 
in this fli.glit in the oi;en fields, under hedges 
and hushes, upwards of .se\-en tlKuisand, and 
had it b(;en clear weather not one soul would 
ha\'c escajied. A lit lie lime afterwiu'd thi:^ 
party fell in with the Archbishop of Rouen 
and the Great Prior /9f|.JfraJicc. ^iJ[-Ie^^ 
a fresh battle ; for ' tliiese ' t'wb' 1^ 



attended by men-at'-anns/ "However, they 
couid not withstand the English, but were 
almost a:ll slain, with the two chiefs wdio 
commanded them ; very few escaping: In the 
morning the English found many I'Vench- 
mcn wdio had lost their ro.ad on Satairday and 
lain ill open fields, not knowing wdial was 
become of the king or their own leaders. The 
English put to sword all they met; and it 
has been assured to me for fact that of foot 
soldiers, sent from ' the cities, towns and 
municipalities, there were slain this Sunday 
mornin.g four times as many as in the hat- 
tic of Saturday." J<ing ICdwarduii .Monday 
caused the field of battle to be carefully ex- 
amined by Lord Stafford, who re]jorted that 
they found "eighty banners, the bodies of 
eleven princes, twelve hundred knights an<l 
thirty thousand common men." 

The immediate result of the battle of 
Crccy was not \ci'y imiiortant. It openc'l 
the wav to Calais, .•dthongh th.at city did not 
fall unii! after a long siege. It was ;i very 
costlv battle to both ITance and P.iigl;md, 
for it encoura.gcd King h'.dward {n l)elie\'o 
that he could add the former t.o his domin- 
ions, and led to almost unlimited slaughter. 
I\lany of the best families in the two Icing- 
doms became e.xlinct duriu.g Ibis centiiiy of 
strife. It is hardly necessary to add that the 
plume of tlie l-'rince of Wale.-, \vas die badge 
wdiicli ICdward, the !!l;ud< Prince, wore aftei' 
Crecy-, the ori.giiial feathers having adorned 
the helmet of the King of Bohemia. 
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THE CPIINESE 

II — The Mongolians 

The first home of the Mongols was in the 
valley between the Onoii and the Keriileaii 
rivers. 'They were essentially a warlike race. 
P'ollowdng tile example of their great leader, 
Budanstar, the first authentic chief of the fa- 
mous house of Genghis, they cultivated only 
those qualities which were conducive to great 
bodily health and vigor. Budanstar, according 
to the ohi accounts, was of miraculous concep- 
tion and birth, and A\'as phenomenally wise and 
brave. One of his favorite maxims \vas "CK 
\\hat usc'te) embarrass ourselves -with wealth? 
Is not the life of man decreed by Heaven?'' 
The Mongols, therefore, considered the at- 
taining of riches of but little consequence and 
professed to despise all luxuries. 

Up to the 9th centurj-^ A.D.. the Mongols 
had been vassals of the Kin-'i'artars, but they 
grew .so rapidly in numbers and strength that 
they socMi formed themseh'cs into a separate 
clan, arousing the admiration of all China by 
tlieir daring and successful exploits. W'e are 
told that it was during their warfare with the 
desert tribes that llicy first won their com- 
plimentary appellation of Mongols, which 
means literally "brave men." 

It was during the utli century that they 
first be.gaii to encroach upon the dominions of 
ilola. ruler of the Kins. They were i^romised 
tribute at first, if they would' cheek their ail- 
\-ance and return to their own counlrv, but tlu: 
.Moii.g(ds had hecc.niK; ambitious, and, haxdng 
taken the initiative step, they declined to re- 
treat. 

Genghis Khan, an account of whose life has 
already been given in these columns, was with- 
out doubt the .greatest of the Mongolian lead- 
ers, and one of the most famous and success- 
ful .generals the world has e\-en seen. His 
ai'mics swept the countries of their invasion 
with resistless I'orce, and it was their boa.st 
that, so thorough was the \\-ork of destruction, 
a horseman might readily ride without 
stumbling over the sites where the cities had 
stood. 

Probably one of the reasons for the rapi1 

.growth in the stren.gth of the invading armies 
was the fact that some of the Chinese generals 
and large hands of soldiers deserted from 
their own armies and joined the opposin.g 
ranks. ,\t all events (len.ghis' career was on-j 
cjf almost uninterrr,i)led triumph. "Xot i 
country from the luixene to the China Sea 
escaped the tram]) of the Mongol horsemen, 
and if we include the achievements of his im- . 
mediate successors, the conquest of Russia, 
Poland and Hungary, the plundering of Rou- 
maiiia, Bul.garia and Bosnia, the final subjuga- 
tion of China and her souiherii tributaries must 
be added to complete the tale of Mongol 
tiiuniph." 

The influence of the Alon.gol iinasioii can- 
not be estimated. It meant the death of the 
old systems in China, and the introduction of 
a new and vigorous form of government. It 
meant, according to Boulger, the arrest of the. 
spread of :\Iohammedism in Central Asia. 
There is no doubt that the whole of .Asia todav 
feels the effect of the triumphant march, id 
Genghis' armies, for, while the .able C(.iminaiul- 
er died long het'ore the wars were over, his 
.sons carried on the weirk he had begun, and 
fired with the ardour inspired by his example, 
did all in their power to emulate him and re- 
peat his successes. T'o give an idea of one of 
the cities that these barbarian invaders be- 
sieged, Haifong may be taken as a fair 
example. This city was surrounded by walls 
thirty-six miles in eii cum fcrciice, and" had .a 
jiopulatioii of over six million. A.gainst these 
\\alls the ]\longol l.iesiegcrs used enormous 
catapults which burled explosive projectile.^ 
and combustibles and imincnse stones. So 
strongly fortified was this city that is with- 



'stood the' seige a whole year before it was 
finally compelled to surrender. The Khi 

dynasty perished not without' ia ' show of 
dignity. The last remnant of this most power- 
ful parly, wdiich -had ruled China for a hundred 
and eighteen years, took shelter at last in 
Tsaichan. When it became apparent that thcv 
iinist surrender to the Mongols, Ninkiassu and 
his generals retired to the upper rooms of 
their palaces, orders were given for the build- 
ings to be set on fire, and the Emperor and his 
trusted leaders perished in the flames. . 

It was under Kublai that all China owned 
Mongolian sway, and it was Kublai's en- 
deavor to make his court the most splendid 
in all the world, whereby it will he seen that: 
the later -Mongolians Avere inclined to forget 
the teachings of the ancient Jhmanstar. He 
established bis capital at Klianbalig, the pres- 
ent site of tlic city of Pekin. In this city were 
twelve gates and at each gate w^as' stationed a 
guard (d 1,000 soldiers, the streets were so 
broad and straight that one could see from one 
end to the other. A wall twenty-seven miles in 
circumference surrounded the city. There was 
a magnificent summer jialace wdtli miles of 
park, and game in abundance, and a stable of 
sidendid horses, in one of the gardens of the 
palace there was a lofty tower made entirely of 
porcelain, in the lower part of which was a 
devise for telling the time of day. When it 
neared the hour two figures would appear and 
ring a bell and strike a gong to indicate the 
time. Kublai's haiuiuets were most sumptuous 
afiairs and the costumes worn by guards, 
nobles and courtiers gorgeous in the extreme. 
The display of wealtii was very lavish as the 
Mongols had seized the riches of counties.^ 
cities. Kublai was greatly assisted in his task 
o) govermng the country by the Chinese min- 
isters. Without them he might have found 
much difficulty in dealing with the people of 
w bom he knew but little. He was very tolerant 
in regard to reli.gion treating with the same 
consideration .Moslems, Buddhists, Christians 
and Jews. Kublai's reign was a brilliant one, 
ihou.gh not -without its misfortune. For in- 
stance, the Mongols and the Chinese suffered 
a severe repulse when they sought to invade 
Japan. 

The Mongol dynasty came to an end in 
1367 and the Chinese deliverer was Choc 
Yuun Chang, a man of very humble birth, bijt 
of exceptional mental and moral development.

SOME LITERARY NOTES 

"The Tliree ]5rothers,-' by Eden Phillpotts. 
'The Macmillan Company of Canada, Limited. 
$1.25.^ . . ■. , 

This is a story of peculiar interest. In it 
the author presents several character studies, 
which he evolves with rare skill. The three 
brothers Baskcrville are t}'])ical men of the 
English yeoman class, but vastly different in 
llieir idiosyncracies, although each is in hi-; 
way estimable. 'The author essayed a difficult 
task, wdien he set out to make an interestin.g 
story with a farmer, an innkeeper and a re- 
cluse as his heroes, and at the outset the reader 
is likely to wonder where the inevitable 
woman is to come in. It does not seem pos- 
sible that jMill}' Luscomhe, Ihe sturdy, good- 
looking country lass, wdio is introduced in the 
\\::-X ciuipler, can be the heroine, and a ray of 
hope asserts itself when Alice Masternum 
conies on the scene, but she soon pro\-es to 
be impossible. Cora Linterii seems t(3 be fit 
lor the place, wdth her bright attractiveness 
and irresponsible nature, and she remains a 
centre of interest to the end ; but a few chap- 
ters show that she is not the leading figure, 
and then the reader finds himself engrossed in 
a story with no heroine, and with a strange 
old man as its real herO; The oilier characters 
fall into their places in a very natural way, but 
all interest centres in the manner in wliieii 
rJuniphrcy Baskerville works out liis iieculiar 
ideas to ha]ip}- conciusi(iiis. 

There are mail}' admirably 4<lrawii charac- 
ters in the story. Jack Head, the Radical, is 
a man we all know, Vvdth his half-thought-out 
opinions on the deepest problems. Gallop, the 
parish clerk, and his sister Eliza, nii.ght have 
been transplanted from the pa.ges of Dickens. 
.Masterman. the rector, is a familiar type of a 
sensible parson, and' the others are people such 
as the world is made of. That seems to be 
the fascinating feature of the stoiy. The 
things that happen are things that might hap- 
pen ; the thoughts expressed are those that: 
we all think; the problems which have to be 
solved are the same in character, if not in de- 
gree, as those that we are all more or less con- 
cerned with. There arc some very powerfull}'" 
drawn passa.gcs in the story; the interest 
.grows as the plot is unwound, and the last page 
is the most intense of all. 

iM-ancis Marion Crawford, who died at Sor- 
reiitej, Italy, on April 9, has been so continu- 
ously and prominently before the public shice 
his first hook was published that it is hard to 
realize how comparatively short his career has 
been. A prodigious worker, lie produced not 
less than forty novels and historical works; yet 
"Mr, Isaacs," his first book, was written onlv 
nvcnty-eight years ago. \Vitli lliis and tlu: 
books that followed in i-apid succession he per- 
haps reached larger public than any ollier 
American iioy'6list of the last fifty years. Not 
only; "was he ;.immensely popular in America, 
:httt-;:he was cqjiifilly a favorite in England, 
.while his following in Italy, France, Germany 
and other European countries was undoubted- 
ly greater than that of any other American. 

Mr. Crawforrl once told a newspaper rc- 
jiortcr that he had written one of bis longest 
novels in six weeks, and, moreover, this novel

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ANGLERS' PARADISE 



A Riverside Reflection 
(By Richard h. Pocock) 
Even a casual acquaintance with the ad- 
A^ertising; iiteraUire ul an.trling resorts must 
have often impressed any but the most unbe- 
heving- that it must be a iui!;dity easy thing for 
an angler to get into Paradise", and" so doubt- 
less it is, seeing what a quiet, sober, innocent 
■^and ennobling recreation angling is; Init tin; 
Paradise to which I mean to refer now is not 
the place for future existence of all good ang- 
lers, but rather the chosen places of the cartii 
and the waters of , the earth, where anglers arc 
supposed by the writers to be able to obtain 
such godd sport luider such ideal conditions 
that no description of them is adequate other 
than to call them each and all atl "Angler's 
Paradise." 

The constant occurrence of this phrase in 
' the writings of enthusiastic scribes, bent on 

word-painting tiie fishing of some pet resort 
as the best ever, led to the question in the re- 
flective angler's mind as to what really would 
be his idea as an anglers' I'aradise. 

Is it the water of his dre aiiis the niglit be- 
fore the opening day of the season, where all 
the fish arc monsters, all rise grccilily to his 
fly and never come short, all are duly landed 
after a decent interval of exciting play, where 
there are no snugs and no cross winds, no 
mosquitoes, no interfering bush or weed to 
catch Ms hook and spoil his cast, where in short 
everything goes right and the only thing wliich 
puts a limit to the jirojiortions of his catch is 
relentless time himself, waking him to the 
hard realities of life through the agency of an 
alarm clock? I trow not. 

And }-et in the effusions of those writers 
on sport who are most prone to the use of this 
pet phrase, the conclusions to be gained from 
their descriptions follows very closely along 
these lines. They tell of waters where the fish 
are many and big and easy to beguiie, where 
perchance few men, if an_v have fished before 
them and educated the trout to a knowledge 
of ihe distinction between a tasty tit-ljit and 
treacherous tinsel, they dikitc on the vast mul- 
titudes of fisli with which "the virgin waters 
fairly boil" and where the "veriest Lyro" can 
catch trout (of which he is most surely quite 
unworthy)' and then they direct the reader to 
•go to this or that spot and he will fmd it ^n 
"angler's Paradise." 

I fear I am not orthodox. Such a Paradise 
is too insipid. I too have fished virgin waters 
in a great, wild forest-clad, mountain sea, wat- 
ers where it w-as the exception to make a cast 
without raising a fish and where, with two iiies 
on the cast, the chances were about even 
against making a double at each attempt — it 
may sound a fairy tale to some who know not 
the backwoods of this land, but it is true — and 
have vround up my line and hung up my rod 
sick and disgusted with the satiety and monot- 
ony of slaughter. The weather was delightfgul, 
the scene and its setting beautiful in the ex- 
treme ,the picture was ])erfect, as these word- 
artists would paint it, only man was vile — dis- 
contented with Ihe fishing because it was too 
easy. 

It is a curious tiling this (Hscouteut. b'ew 
anglers, if any, should they rend their own 
' inmost soul correct, but would have to confess 
before starting out to fish to a desire for the 
capture of many and large fish, and yet, let 
them realize their anlicipatorv desires to the 
full tO() many times in sucession, and tliey vvill 
speedily sicken of the si)ort and llu; nionotouv 
of the toil easy fulfilment of their {|Uest. Must 
there then be some imperfection in the Taradise 
of the angler io malce him j)erlectly hnppv and 
content, or has Ihe true angling enthusiast 
so much of the did sint il .Adam in him that lu; 
, even turns up his nose at the Eden which is 
provided for his anjoj'ment? Discontent , in 
Paradise ? A most undoubted paradox. 

The truth is that to the skillful and artistic 
angler the description of an angler's Para- 
dise, where ;dl the tlsh are big and everything 
is eas\-, is ahniit as alluring as is the picture 
to the ax'eiage human syiner of a 'Paratlise 
where all the seals are of gold and the only 
amusement harp-playing. The wvy cliarm of 
angling lies in its uncertainly and difficulties. 
The true "piscatorial artist," to borrow anotiier 
of their pet phrases, takes a delight in the skill 
and patience, which enables him to triumph 
over obstacles and creel a wily veteran or two, 
innneasunibly greater than any he feels at 
having lilled a heavy basket with easy ones. 
This is -.1 delight wIioIIn- tmknown and imintel- 
ligii)lc to the bait fisherman who takes a pride 
in maintaining stoutly that he "fishes for fish" 
and prefers to use those liielbods only which 
tend to increase the quantity of his catch and 
help him to "lient the other man." 

Can such a man have n soul worthy of a 
paradise for anglers? And yet give him such 
a water as the aforesaid scribes offer for our 
admiration and envy, and it would seem to leave 
nothing for him to desire. A fool a't one end 
and ji worm at the other used to be'tlie scof- 
fer's definition of angling. A fool at one end 
because he did not have a worm at the otiier 
would have i)rob;d)ly been Ihe conunent nf 
our friend the bait fisherman had he seen liie 
writer the other day when he spent quite a few 
.hours ."flogging" a stream with no tangible re- 
sult' ^ But thiilk bf it. The sky was a perfect 



blue, the water was cool and sparkling, the 
SiSin was warm and the breeze was cool." The 
creel was empty but the angler was not a whit 
dismayed. -The humming-birnids were buzzing 
among the salmonberry bushes, the blue grouse, 
were hooting in the fir tips, and nothing so re- 
pulsive as a squirming sHmvworm sitggested 
itself to the mind of the unsuccessful, but happy, 
angler,_a.s he rested in the sunshine with his 
back against a log, wondering what after all 
was wanting to fill his cup to the brim. 




CANADA FOR A FISHERMAN'S 

HOLIDAY 

Having heard various rumors of the exag- 
geration countenanced in advertisements of the 
Canadian playground for anglers. The Canadian 
Gazette, of London, Eng., persuaded Mr. F. G. 
Aflalo, the well known authority on fisliing, to 
submit to an interview on his impressions during 
a recent tour in the Dominion. 

"You want to know." he said in reply to a 
leading question, "whether in my opinion the 
pampiilets of the Canadian Pacific Railway ex- 
r.ggerate the attractions of I'ritish Columbia 
as ill! angler's paradise. Well, of courses tiiey 
make it api)ear very attractive, but 1 tloub't 
whether they really tell the whole truth about 
the extraordinary trout fishing to be had a 



little way off the beaten track. I doubt still 
more whether, even if they did state it, they 
would be believed by anglers bred in the more 
disappointing conditions of the Old Country. 
I don't suppose I shall be believed myself, but I 
am going to tell you all the same." 

"Is this a fishing yarn?" 

"No; not in the .sense you mean. It has 
nothing to do with the level oflakes sinking 
wdien the big pike was pulled out, or any rom- 
ance of that kind. It is tlie naked truth about 
a lake, or chain of lakes, back of Kamloops, a 
busy town on, the main line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, a daylight's journey this side 
of Vancouver. You drive, out a little over 20 
miles through the timber to the first of these 
lakes. The rest are still farther on, and can 
be got at only by horse trail, 'Well, Trout lake, 
as it is called, and with good reason, is so 
stiff with fish that, an expert could hook two 
dozen in five-and-tweuty casts. They are rain- 
bow.s, and if anglers w^ere compelled to throw 
in everything under a pound in weight, they 
would not seriously feel the restriction. And 
it is all on the fly, mark you! The minnow, 
which ought to be prohibited altogether, is not 
particularly successful even in the deep water 
in the middle of the lake; in the shallows, where 
the trout resort to feed on insects among the 
reeds, it does no good at all. I dare not, with 
some regard for a hard-earned reputation for 
veracity, tell of the tiiousands of trout that have 
been taken out of this comparatively small lake; 
but I can vouch, on the evidence of my own eyes 
that there are probably thousands still in it." 

"You said something about a chain of 
lakes?" 

"Yes. In the Long Forest Reserve there 
are half a dozen such lakes, and the others, so 



I understand from Cowan, the gamewarden "(I 
had no time to pay them a visit), arc even fuller 
of trout than this one. Of course, the fiict of 
their .being accessible only on horseback would 
account for their being very little fished, and, 
as a matter of fact, they suffer from this, as 
the trout need thinning out. This would be a 
pleasantcr. occupation for some duffer disgusted 
with Iiis ill luck at home. He has only to 
throw two or tiiree flies — Montreals, Cowdungs, 
Parmachene P,elles, or such like — among the 
reeds and the trout will do the rest." 

"Are there any other lands of fish in these 
lal^es ?" 

"No ; not so far as I know. In Broom Lake, 
on the other hand, about 80 miles from Mon- 
treal', I myself caught half a dozen kinds in 
one day, and was told that the lake contained 
half a dozen more, some of them native to it, 
and others the result' of artificial introduction. 
The diief fish in Broom Lake is the black bass, 
some of them running to a great size, iind it 
was there that I made my first acquaintance with 
that much valued game fish." 

"And do you agree that it is superior to the 
trqut?" 

"Is it quite necessary to coni]:)are tiiem ? 
fjoth are — best. When }'0u are i)layiiig either 
on the rod, you wonder that you could ever 
have had any affection for the othei-. Certainly 
\the black bass lacks the trout's beauty ; but I 
should say that, weight for wci.ght, it fights 
quite as gallantly." 

"What of the salmon fishing in British Co- 
lumbia ?" 

"You refer, of course, to the capture of sal- 
mon in salt water on the spoon. Well, I am 
sorry to say that I had to leave Vancouver ten 
days before the first run. I was told that, as 




Throughout England and America women 
have become so active, not to say vociferous, 
in their demand for the ballot that mere man 
is liardly to be blamed if iie lias come to the 
conclusion that she cannot jxissibly be happy 
until she gets it.

No pro- 
fession is so Exalted that woman has not en- 
tered it. No field of labor is so lowdy nr ardu- 
ous that woman lias turned aside from it 
b'rom sharing the burdens of the beast in the 
field to dividing the glories and powers of a 
king on his throne nothing has been denied 
woman — excejjt the vote. 

Time was when the "new woman" was an 
indispensable character to the jtjkester and 
the comic arti.st. She formed the topic of sar- 
castic song. She was parodied, attacked, de- 
fended and pitied. In some she excited indig- 
nation, in most she aroused amusement.' She 
personified the feminine invasion of masculine 
fields, and as such man regartied her as a fit 
sfibject for mirth. 

i\'o\v the real "new woman" is an accepted 
fact. The suffragette alone now serves the 
])urposes of the jjiofessional humorist. But 
the woman who can conii)ete successfully with 
a man in nearly every line of endeavor can 
no longer be regarded as a joke. In the United 
States alone, exclusive of Alaska and Hawaii, 
there are, according t.> the census, 4.831,630 
w>ul<ing women, and that is certainly no joke. 
In the 303 listed occu[)ations tliev are repre- 
sented in all hut nine, which also is not the 
sort of fact that is regarded as comical. 

It must be admitted, li()\ve\er, that il U 
.somewhat amusing to find that ten women- 
women, mind you — are "baggagemen," ac- 
cording tg the census. More than that, 185 
women are blacksmiths, 6 .are ship carpenters"; 
26 switchmen, flagmen and yardmen; 45 en- 
gineers and firemen; 31 brakemen ; 7 conduct- 
ors; 2 roofers and slaters; 50S machinists; 
coke, charcoal and lime burners; 4-^ hack and 
carriage drivers ; 8 boiler makers, and 2 motor- 
men. - 

Bayonne, N. J., is planning somethiiu' 
ahead of all these, the same being women 
police. So far as the women are concerned, 
it will be a success, for six of them have al- 
ready volunteered to serve. Thev are to go on 
duty^at six o'clock in the morning, a relief 
st|u.nl euiningon at two in tin; ;i ft ei'noon. They 
will be stationed in the city i)ark during the 
spring and summer to keep youths out of mis- 
chief. The idea originated with .Mrs. )ulia 
Goldzier, and Mrs. Alfred Swan is to be siiper- 
intendent of the sfpiarl. 

• Shines in the Professions 
In professional life woman shines with i)ar- 
ticular splendor, Dr. Emily Dunning, now 
the wife of Dr. B. S. Bdrringer, with whom she 
was a student in Cornell University, is entitled 
to the distinction of having been the 'first 
woman ambulance surgeon and later the first 
house surgeon in any hospital. Previous to 
her marriage she held both positions succes- 
sively in the GouvCrntur Jlospital, New York. 
Next was Dr. Alary Crawford, wdio is now the 
chief surgeon of Williamsburg Hospital. 

In astronomy Mrs. Wiliianiina Paton Flem- 
ing, of Harvard Observatory, is noteworthy. 



She is famous for having discovered eight stars 
of the type known as Nova, eleven new varia- 
bles and eighty-five identified of the type 
known as V in a cluster which before had been 
supposed to contain only fifteen. Thirty-one 
years ago Mrs. Flen.iing went to work in the 
Harvard Observatory as a computor. 

Mme. Curie, who succeeded her husband, 
the late Professor Pierre Curie, in the profes- 
sorship of sciences, at the University of Paris, 
which chair she now occupies, was the co-dis- 
coverer with her husband of radium. 

j\]iss Rosalnie Lpevy, now Mrs. Travis H. 
Whitney, is the first'^ivoman who appeared as a 
lawyer in the New York Supreme Court. She 
has been repeatedly refused admission to mem- 
bership in the New York Bar association. I^Iiss 
Loew, as she is still known, graduated from the 
law school of New York University and began 
practice in her father's law office, where she re- 
mained until January, 1896, and on April 30 of 
that year she ajipeared in her first case* 

Jilrs. Belva A. Lockwood is the first .woman 
lawyer admitted to practise in the United States 
Supreme Court, a distinction which she gained 
on March 3, 1879. The number of women now 
engaged in the practice of law in the United- 
States runs far into the hundreds. 

As Justice of the Peace 

Mrs. Catherine Waugh McCulloch has been 
elected to the office of a- Justice of the ""Peace 
in Evanston, III., and it has been said that 
she will devote special attention to the tying of 
marital knots. It has also been rumored th.at 
she has promised that neither party to a mar- 
riage will have to make pledges that will not 
be eiiually binding on the other. 

Women have not lieon backward in feats of 
daring. Most of us recall having seen different 
women "loop the loop" in automobiles. The 
Hon. Mrs. -Harbord has sailed across the Eng- 
list channel in a balloon in less than ten hours, 
and she is the second woman so to distinguish 
herself. The Hon. Mrs. Harbord and INlrs. C. 
F. Pollock, of the Aoro Club, made the ascent 
at Chelsea on February 22, 1907. an 1 laiulcd in 
Stavelot, Belgium, in a severe snowstorm. TIk; 
t'liannel was crossed in the neighborhood of 
Calais. 

Mrs. John M. Thurston, of Nebraska, and 
Mrs. J. C. Lake, mother of the inventor of tlu; 
Lake submarine boats, were the fust women to 
dine in a submarine boat and the first women 
to go down in a submarine, with the exception 
of a woman reporter. They went under water 
aboard the Lake, built by Simon Lake, off 
Ifridgeporl , Conn., and remained submerged 
for two hours. 

'fhat wtnnen will very shortly be a com- 
petitive factor in the science of aeronautics and 
that they may even e.xcel in the manufacture of 
aero])l;ines and tlu' like is not a ])resuiii]5t nous 
supposition, for right now we have evidence of 
it in the fact that Miss E. L. Todd,, of New 
York, has invented a collapsible aeroplane 
which has been tested several times and for the 
future of which its inventor is very confident. 
Then as enthusiastic followers of the sport 
niay be mentioned Miss Anne T. Alorgan, Mrs. 
jidian Thomas, Mrs. Newbold Lc Roy Edgar, 
Miss Katheriiie Wright, Mrs. Henri Farmau 
and ;i score of others. 

While the Rev. Anna H. Sh aw — also a medi- 
cal doctor — president of the National Woman's 
Suffrage Society, has not devoted her efforts 
entirely to the pulpit, it is conceded that if she 
had she would have been just as successful -In 
that calling as she now is in the more adtivo 
career which she has chosen — that of an agitfi-, • 
tor for woman suffraj^e. 13r. Shaw has hold 
presidential offices in various woman suffrage 
organizations and she is now in London, 
wiiither she went to attend the quinquoimial 



meeting of the International Woman's Suffrage 
Alliance. 

President of Bank 

There is at least one woman bank president. 
Miss Katherine Williams, of Lagrange, Ind., is 
president of the Lagrange National Bank. jMiss 
Williams had been an employee of the bank and 
after years of commendable service she was 
elected to the highest office in the institution. 

The Alaska Garnet iMining and Manufactur- 
ing Company, with a capital stock of $1,000,000, 
• was incorporated by women in St. Paul, Minn., 
recently ; in the State Of New Hampshire there 
arc women deputy sheriffs, and in Oklahoma 
there is a skirted deputy marshal — Miss Beulah 
Reynolds — who is the only woman holding such 
an office in the United States. 

In Laconia, N.H., Miss Martha E. Johnson 
is Collector of Taxes. Miss Johnson is thirty- 
three years of age and before her appointment as 
Tax Collector she wSS employed in various city 
offices in Laconia. 

But to Airs. Adeline Rose belongs the unique 
distinction of having been arrested for moon- 
shining. Mrs. Rose lives in Jackson county, 
Kcntuck)', and in the southeastern mountains in 
that section she conducted an illicit still for 
seventeen years. She had a well organized sys- 
tem for distributing her whiskey and she did a 
flourishing business up to 1907, when she was 
arrested, convicted and sentenced to pay a fine 
of $1,000 and serve a term of six months in 
prison. After, serving four months of the sen- 
tence President ]U)0sevelt commuted both sen- 
tence ami fine and she was released. 

Not only have women fodowed closely in 
the footsteps of men but they have been pioneers 
in soma activities. Miss .^\nnie S. Peck, of 
Providence, R.I., has climbed to an altitude of 
25,000 feet on Mount IJ^iascaran, in Peru, a 
height never before attained on this mountain 
by man or woman. Dr. and Mrs. Bullock 'Work- 
man, of Boston, Mtiss., have camped at an alti- 
tude of 21.300 feet on the Munkim range of the 
Himalayas and this feat, loo, stands unbeaten. 
Mrs. Stephen P. M. Tasker, accompanied i)y 
her husband, crossed Laljrador further north 
than hati ever been accomplished in that penin- 
sula before,

The St. Cross Hospital, in the meadows by 
the Itcheu, Just south of Winchester, whose 
w arflen ( Canon Brodrick) has just died, is one 
of those siirviw'ils you find in South-country 
cathedral towns. 'I'he old place is esj)ceially 
dear to pictur^'sque-luinting Americans, wiio 
love to apply to the porter at' the gate for the 
traditional "wayfarer's dole." The dole, once 
gi\'cn to all passers by, is a pint or so of vcvy 
w-eak beer in a horn cup bound with silver, 
and a piece of bread. Another feast of the 
picturesque is the sight of the old pensioners 
theniseh'es in their black gowns with the sih'er 
cross on the bre.ast, and of the "11 iiiidred 
Aleniie's Hall," where the brethren still sit 
down together and drink out of black leather 
"jacks," and take thdr tuni^ at the best cuts of 
beef. The hospital was founded early in th»; 
twelfth century for thirteen "poor, impotent 
men," and in the fifteenth was re-foinuled by 
Cardinal Beaufort, it is often spoken of as the 
original of the hospital in Trollope's "Warden," 
but Trollo])e himself sa}S that the idea Came 
to him in the Close at Salisluirj'.

a new exjierience, it is most exciting, but that 
it soon palls. Still, I should imagine that he 
ntust be a fastidious fisherman who is dissatis- 
fied with a catch of half a dozen forty or- fifty 
pounders in the course of a day's sport!" 
"And about their taking tlie fly.?'.' 
"Ah! I had rather not give an opinion on 
that, for hearsay is not of much value. I was 
assured that they do not; but, on the other 
hand, it has been asserted in print that they do, 
though admittedly not often." 

*"What about the accommodation at these 
fishing resorts? Visitors complain that it is not 
always of the best." 

"Then all I can say is that visitors put the 
case very charitably. It is often of the worst. 
I know that the humbler class of habitants is 
not troubled with epicurean taste, but I" cannot 
imagine why some one has not found it worth 
while to cater a little more tastefully for visitors 
who, thougli willing to rough it in a sense, do 
not care to feed on garbage. For obvious rea- 
sons I name no names, except, as an honorable 
exception, that of Mrs. Cowan, who, at Rain- 
bow Cottage, Trout Lake, makes anglers com- 
fortable, with simple but clean fare. But my ex-- 
periences were not always so agreeable. Even 
if the charges were modest in proportion to 
the accommodation and board, it might be some 
consolation, but they are not. I hope that the ■ 
Canadian Pacific Railway may, for the credit 
of an angler's ]3layground that is bound to be- 
come more popular every year, interest itself in 
the establishment of attractive inns on the 
shores of lakes and rivers along its system." 

"Then you really recommend Canada for 
even a short holiday?" 

"Why, yes. Men with only four or five 
weeks to spare urge that half the timte would be 
taken up in going and coming, and that the 
cost of getting there and back must be out of all 
proportion to the results. My answer is that, 
during the ten or twelve days that they w'ould 
have at the water side they would in all prob- 
ability catch more trout and other fish than they 
even hear about if they spent the whole time in 
England. As to cost, of course, a journey of 
thousands of miles cannot be done for nothing; 
but if you set against the return fare the rent of 
really good water at home, I doubt whether the. 
balance would be very great. There is, of course, 
another argument, mostly used, I suspect, by 
those who know that they cannot make the trip. 
It is urged that trout so easily caught offer no 
real sport to the artist. All I can say to this is 
that if the pleasure of a fishing holiday be in 
inverse proportion to the weight and number of 
fish caught, the true angling epicure should act 
up to his principles and fish for a month '-in-his 
own bath." — (From Outdoor Canada.) ,

was written out ;n his own hand, within. that, 
space of time. Much of the manuscript was 
•SO minutely written as to be almost impossible 
to decipher except by the strongest eyes. When 
a glass was used upon it, however, it was found 
that every letter was perfectl}' formed; and 
among the friends to wdiom his manuscript,', 
were shown it became a matter of remark that 
the more closely a manuscript was written the 
better and more interesting it tiuned-out to be. 

As a young man Mr. CraAyford was the 
envy of his friends and acquaintances, for not 
only was he tall and straight, extremely hand- 
some, and possessed of great bodily strength, 
but he had in addition much charm of manner, 
and a mind capable of grasping with ease tasks 
wdiicli were impossible to others, or onl}^ ob- 
tainable by months or even years of effort. 
One of his talents was a special facility for 
acquiring languages. Having been born and 
partly brought up in Italy, he naturally spoke 
Italian in most of its many dialects perfectly, 
and he also had the frequent experience of be- 
ing taken for a German in Germany and n 
Frenchman in France. At one time he spent 
a winter at Prague, in order to obtain local 
color and atmosphere for one of his novels, and 
in the short space of eight weeks he had ac- 
(luircd enough of the difficult Bohemian lan- 
guage to make himself easily understood whei'- 
cver he went, and to gather material from 
those who spoke no other tongue* 

But although he knew many languages 
well, he did not pick them up carelessly; a 
grammar and dictionary always aided the ser- 
vice of his quick ear and iron raemorj''. His 
knowledge of Sanskrit, llindustani and Urdu 
was not of much use to him after his early 
manhood, but in Greek and Latin he found his 
familiar friends until the very end. Latin, 
either classic or mediaeval, was almost as sim- 
ple to him as English, and only a few mOhths 
ago, as an amusement for his leisure, he read 
everything of Pindar's that survives, "be- 
cause some of it was pretty tough Greek." 
o 

The old man who had come hawdcing but-

Irina is not a bad woman, as that term is 
genera;lly understood and applied. At least, 
she is not conventionally bad. Irina Pavlov- 
na breaks the letter of none of the fornuilatc.l 
commandments, either of God or of man, and, 
Avhat seems to be an even greater trinnipli of 
character, she not only keeps all tiicse coin- 
niandmeuts, but she manages to do it with 
stich grace and even sincerity that no breatii 
of: scandal ever attaches itself to her fair 
fame. 

Briefly, the character of Irina Pavlovna 
may be summed up by the statement that she 
A\ as too weak to be good, and too timid to be 

bad. 

Irina Pavlovna is seventeen years old when 
Tnrgenicff first introduces us to her in licr 
father's shabby house in Moscow. Siic lias 
just been graduated from tlie Jnslitutc, wlicrc 
she cHstinguisheii herself for her scholarship. 
Tall and slender, with an olive skin smooth as 
porcelain, and features chiselled like a camco ; 
her little head crowned with thick braids of 
blohde hair in which were several dark locks, 
and her delicate, nervous face lighted l)y :■. 
pair of wondrous eyes of l)lackish-gi"cy, with 
green lights, shaded by radiant c^-elaslics 
the girl Turgenieff i^aints repiesenls the vcvv 
flower of the old Russian nobility of which 
her poverty-stricken j^'arenls, the Prince and 
Princess Osinin, are scions. 

Grigory Mikhailovitch, a University stu- 
dent, loves the girl with what at first seems a 
hopeless passion. The girl loves htm with an

But Irina Povlovna curi- 
ously enough declines to go to the giand 
fmiction to meet their Majesties. Why, she 
will not slate. She puis upon Grigory the.rc- 
s[)onsibility of urging lici- to go. "Jt is your 
wi,--!! I am obc}iiig,'' blie says. 

The great event came at last. Triiia 
lovna went, was jCCu ami concpieied. The 
next day all Moscow rang with prai.scs of the 
new beauty wdio had ri.sen like a splendid star 
out of a (lark sky. At noon the nc.\t day 
(h'igory ?\IikIiai!ovitch presented himself in 
liic Osinin drawing room, to congratulate his 
beloved and hear the stor}' ol iier triumph 
from her own sweet lip.s. But, as it turned 
out, Irina Pavlovna had driven away to the 
Court. 

Irina Pavlovna had "arrived" socially. A 
rich and influential relative from St. Peters- 
burg, spying the yoiuig beauty in her white 
tarletan, and seeing great "po.ssibilities" in 
her, was carrying her away to the liussian 
ca])ital. A heartbroken little note was all 
Grigory Alikdiailovitch heard of her for ten

She makes no pretense, of Iiiding her feeling.s, 
nor does she find a moment of peace until she 
wins her lover back again, lie fights hard 
against it, but little by little he finds that the 
hire of Irina is stronger than his more placid 
lo\ e for Tatyana. A terrible spiritual conflict 
ensues, and when Tatyana arrives the^e is 
nothing to do but tell her that he no longer 
loves her, and is scornfully released of his 
promise. 

Grigory aini Irina arrange to eloiJe. At the 
Last moment she refuses to go, points out to 
him how nnich s.anc!- and nu)re sensible in 
every way it is fur ilicm to let things go on 
as they arc now, and lu'ges him to allow her 
husband to get him a post in St. Petersburg, 
where he can stay near her.

Carlo de Fornaro, one of the founders and 
for some three years past Sunday editor , of 
the newspaper El Diario, of Mexico City, has 
just published in fi^^e languages, for world- 
circulation, a book whose self-explanatory title 
is: "Diaz, Czar of Mexico." It is prefaced 
w'ith an open letter addressed to Theodore 
Roosevelt, in which the author says: 

"President Diaz likes to be represented as 
the creator and saviour of modern Mexico. 
In realit}^ he is only a tyrant ar,d a despot in 
the fullest sense of the word— the creator of a 
political system more cruel, more diabolical, 
more profound than Macliiavelli ever dreamed ; 
more subtle and insidious than Loyola's Order 
of the Jesuits; more bloody and relentless than 
.■\bdul llamid's reign of terror and assassina- 
tion; more perverse and harmful to Mexico 
than Caligula's sway over Rome." 

Porfirio Diaz was born of Spanish and 
Mixtec (half-breed Indian) parentage, in the 
little Mexican city of Oaxaca, seventy-nine 
} ears ago. At the age of twenty-four he joined 
H Steven Aragon in opposition to Gen. Santa 
Anna. He became a typical Latin-American 
soldier of fortune ; and, after a decade of politi- 
cal intrigue and guerilla warfare, dating from 
the death of the Emperor Maximilian in 1867, 
captured the ])residcncy, which, with the ex- 
ception of the interregnum of Gen. Gonzale.?: 
(iHSo-84) he has held from 1876 up to the 
present moment. 

And yet Diaz and his career still remain, 
to thoughtful observers, a mystery. However 
sinister his ambition, he has been able, seem- 
ingly, to "get away with it." He has estab- 
lished a standard and created a school in Latin- 
American politics. The larger and more en- 
lightened republics, such as Brazil, Chili, and 
Argentina, have their own methods of temper- 
ing oligarchy with democracy; but the despotic 
heads of smaller states — Cabrera in Guatem- 
ala. Zela in Nicaragua, Castro in Venezuela, 
and Reyes in Colombia — are abject imitators 
of Diaz. 

How has he compassed this " fay-reaching, 
invincible mastery of men? .Evidently by first 
curbing his own spirit. For more than thirty 
years past — as even his most bitter dentmci- 



ators will tell you — his private life has been 

spotless, and as simple as a hermit's. 

After having disposed of all his dangerous 
rivals, Diaz renounced wholesale executions 
and military slaughter, and took to using the 
rogues and brigands, including many of his 
enemies, for the furtherance of his own ends. 
Although with him severity takes the place 
of Strength, and "craftiness and diplomacy pass 
for wisdom and virtue," yet imdoubtedly this 
Mexican autocrat is possessed of genuine, 
shrewd conmion-sensc. 

In this exceptional combination of qual- 
ities, no doubt, is to be found the clue to Por- 
firio Diaz's success, at the present stage of his 
country's evolution. Me may have, relatively, 

"Linked one virtue to a thousand crimes," 
yet take him all in all, he is a big man of his" 
race and time. For well nigh a generation 
he has kept up the seemly comedy of a dem- 
ocratic, liberal, paternal and patriotic gov- 
ernment, wdiile in realit}' curbing personal lib- 
erty, the freedom of the press and judicial 
practice. But, of course, you can't make an 
omelet without breaking eggs. The unpatri- 
otic work of Diaz will die with him, and the 
good will remain, as Mr. P'ornaro says, the 
first leaf in the future history of Mexico, soon 
to be rewritten by new men.

About Government 
By Commission 

rrcsideiit Charles \\' Kliot. of Harvard 
University, recently completed an investiga- 
tion of the municipal conditions of Galveston, 
llouston ami other Texas cities which are 
now under a commission form of govern- 
ment. As a result of this investigation.- be 
has declared that government by commission 
is productive of the highest efficiency in 
municipal affairs. 

"In Galveston there are no sinecures." said 
President h.liot. "The citizens get a day's 
Avork for a day's pay from every emphjyee of 
the city — something that can be said in tew 
instances in my home city, Cambridge, Mass., 
and cannot be said in any case in Boston." 

Taking the case of Galveston as an exam- 
ple, it means simply this: There are only 
five elective officers — a mayor and four com- 
missioners — elected by the city at large with- 
out regard to subdivisions. The business of 
the f-ity is divided into four departments, with 
the mayor-president as the cxccntivr head, he 
being charged with the duty of seeing that all 
the city laws arc enforcerl. 

The commissioners at the first meeting af- 
ter their election, or as soon thereafter as pos- 
sible, b}' a majority vote designate from 
among their members one commissioner t > 
be known as commissioner of finance aiul 
revenue, and under whose dirrclion is placed 
the offices of cit_\- assessor collector, the 

city treasurer and ihe city auditor, lie is ah-ij 
charged with the duly ot examining into and 
keeping informed as to the linances of the 
city, and, with the advice and assistance of 
the other commissioners, prepares the annual 
budget of the city. 

Another commissioner is designated a.5 
commissioner of waterworks and sewerage, 
lie has under his special charge the cur,- 
struction, maintenance and operation of tiic 
Avatcrworks aiui sewer.'ige svstem and deparl- 
ments. The superintendents of these two de- 
])artments and the joint secretary and em- 
ployees arc under the direction of this com- 
missioner. 

Another commissioner is called commis- 
sioner of streets and ])ublic property, lie has 
under his special charge the s'iiper\ isiOn of 
all matters relating to the streets, alley.-, and 
property belonging to the city, and is charged 
with the duty of lighting the .streets, looking 
after street cleaning and sanitation, the su])er- 
vision of street- paving, construction of drams 
and seeing that the conditions of the grant of 
public franchises arc complied with. The city 
engineer and his assistants — city health i)hysi- 
cian, superintendent of dra\ s and city sexton — 
are under the direction of this commissioner. 

The other, and fourth, commissioner is 
known as the police and fire commissioner, lie 
has under his sjjccial charge the enforcement 
of all police regulations and general super- 
\ ision over the police and fire departments. 
The chief of police, chief of fire department 
and the judge and clerk of the corjjoration 
court are under the direction of this commis- 
sioner. 

These five men meet every Thtirsday even- 
ing, examine briefly but llioi"oughly every 
matter that comes before them, rej)ort each on 
his own department, discub'^s freely but cou- 



As Girls Are Taught at Finishmg Schools

,, How the Modern Miss Is Made a Lady, in Accordance With the Old-Fashioned Ideals That • Still Remain Fashionable ■ 



"W'c are rapidly developing two classes of 
_\oung wcjincn in this country," said the House 
mother of a fashionable finishing school. 
"We have the girls who have graduated from 
colleges and those who ha\ e ste])ped out of the 
boarding school and finishing institutions. They 
are as different as the poles, and you can dif- 
ferentiate them instantly. The college girl is 
conspicuous for her lack of manners. Tint 
is to say, she has bad manners. The boarding- 
school girl is either utterly inconspicuous for 
everything, which means that she has learned 
the art ol effacing herself, or else she creates 
an unforgettable imi^ression by reason of her 
charming way of doing or sa\ing the simijlest 
thing. 

"Just how the modern girl is made a lady 
according to the old-fashioned standards of 
training in vogue in the smart finishing school 
is intei-esting as well as instructive to tluxse 
ambitious young girls whose parents' means 
will not allow them to i^artake of this knowl- 
edge first hand. Indeed the whole category 
of good manners and polite usage as taught 
to fashionable young ladies is so simple that 
with a little care and attention the business 
girl can easily master ever\- detail. For in- 
stance let lis consider the tiist two fjroat es- 
sentials of ,l;oo(1 breeding — (a) respect tor one's 
elders, (b) consideration for the feidings and 
opinions of others. 

"It may be something of a surprise for the 
thoughtless critics of fashionable boarding 
schools to learn that these are the fundamen-- 
tals of llie much decried 'society numners" 
which institutions of this sort leach to young 
women. At all first-class byanling schools 
girls arc taught to display a pretty but 
unobstrusive deference to all persons older than 
themselves, and to all persons in authority, 
whether within the precincts of the school or in 
the world outside. 



"Vou think it interesting to learn how it is 
taught in these fashionable schools. Take, for 
instance, a girl's manners in a railroad train. 
Never under any circumstances must she turn 
her seat vis-a-vis with that of her traveling 
companions. Xever must' she buy anything to 
eat of the train bo\-. or carry with her any- 
thing to eat on the journc}-; nor must she buy 
anything to read sa\-e the best of the ncws- 
l)ai)ers or certain high class magazines. .\t 
ineetiiig her friends at the railroad station or 
at parting from them, only handshakes arc al- 
lowed; no kissing or other ilenionstratious of 
affection. No girl must twine her arm around ^ 
the waist of her chij.m, nor poise herself on the 
aiMii of the parlor car chair, or do any of the 
thousand and one aiiparently innocent things 
which the average girl is guilty of in her re- 
lations with her girl friends. That is, she 
must not do llieiii anywhere in iniblic, that is 
to siiN' in parhjr cars, or in drawingrooms or 
anywiieri' that they will attract the slightest 
atlenlion from other people pi'esi'ul. 

".■\s l(j her manners in the drawingroom, re- 
laurant and diningroom, there are ctpially 
stringent rules laid down. Only in the i)rivacy 
of her own bedroom or boudoir may the well- 
bred girl bo allowed the luxury of crossing her 
feet or knees, or folding her arms across her 
breast, of propjung her chin in her hand. 

"The rules governing the disposition of Ihn 
hands are perhajis the inosi stringent, and to 
nianv persons the most inex]5licablc in all the 
fmisliing school eti(piettf. I'or instance, from 
the moment a girl leaves her dressingroom she 
may not touch either her f.-ue, her coiffure or 
any portion of her dross. If i)(.'rs])iralion gathers 
on her maiden brow she may not raise her 
dainty mouchoir and wipe it ofif.' She may' not 
.'idjiist any hair pins, rearrange her stock by 
the slightest movoment, settle her hat. .-Viul 
these rules arc absolute no matter , what dire 
calamity happeuj>. The reason is very obvious. 



however, when one remembers that perfect re- 
pose of manner is possible only when the hands 
Iiave been thus trained. It is supposed when 
the pupil leaves her room that every detail of 
her toilet is perfect, that her stock is securely 
fastened, her hair perfectly arranged,- her dress 
irreproachable, and as a consequence when her 
bedroom has closed behind her she should and 
must forget all abovit her appearance. It must 
take care of itself, no matter what the cost to 
the girl's vanity jiiay be. The result is that 
the, graduate of a finishing school is as a rule 
one qf the best dressed girls in the world, for 
she learns the necessity of having every article 
of her wearing apparel kept in perfect, order, 
she learns the necessity of perfect grooming of 
hc'r ]Derson at all times, knowing that there is 
no hope for rehabilitating her appearance once 
she has appeared in' the drawingroom or on 
the street. 

".-\s to her table maimers, this same girl 
may not jjut her elbows or hands upon the 
table, and this in face of the fact that it has 
recently become a custom to do so among some 
of our best bred women, both in their own 
homes and at public restaurants. 

"Ihit ixuliaps more important than all else 
in the training of these young women is the 
inculcation of good manners as regards dress. 
At most of the best schools a ban has been put 
upon expensive and ultra fashionable personal 
apjiarel which it wenild do credit to less wealthy 
and pretentious peo[)le to imitate. bVoni now 
on at certain of these schools no girl may wear 
a hat more than 14 inches in diameter, nor is 
she allowed to appear in anything save the sim- 
plest white muslin frocks in the drawingroom 
or the quietest of tailored gowns when she walks 
abroad. Indeed it would almost seem that the 
ideal which the fashionable boarding school 
sots for its new rich pupils is to copy not only 
the manners but the attire of the socalled 'gen- 
teel poor.' " 



cisely, and refer each matter back to the head 
of the depar.tment with power to act, or to the 
city attorney or city engineer for investigation. 
.•\nd this has been the result of five years 

of government by commission in Galveston, 
once a desolate, ruined cit}'; 

First, without issuing a bond or lc\-ying 
one cent of ad(litioii;il taxes, the 'otal flf)ating 
debt of the city, more than $joo,ooo. has been 
paid. The city hall ami waterworks i)umi)ing 
station, destroj'cd ijy the storm, were rebuilt 
and dther public property repaired. A new 
engine house was built, the streets in the 
business section repavcd with brick at a cost 
of $125,000, and another $35,000 was spent on 
rock and shell roads; Si8,ooo was spent in- pay- 
ing old judgments against the city and part 
of the bonded debt was letired. The cnnmis- 
sioners were able to i)ay all the salaries and 
city employees in cash, promptly, on lime 



and without having to borrow one cent. In the 
annual election campaigns that have put and 
kept these men in office not one of them, nor 
any other city official, has spent a cent. The 
City Club has managed thdse campaigns at a 
total cost of $500 for five years of victorious 
campaigning. 



It seems clear that while Sir G. Kekewich, 
in (juoting .Ihshoj) phraser in the House of 
Commons dcdiate as an exam|)le of ;i bisho]i 
who cut down liis living expenses by giving 
uj) an ex[)cnsive house, was inaccurate in de- 
tail, he was substantially correct. Bishop 
I'rince Lee had lived at i\'lauldelh Hail, a big 
house five miles otit (jf the city, with thirty 
acres of land round it, Bishoi) l"'raser at once 
decided that it was ultogether too large for 



his bachelor establishment, and his first busi- 
ness Avas to get it sold and to settle in a house 
more in the centre of the diocese. There was 
some delay in finding a jiurchaser, and FVaser 
wrote to a friend that if he could not sell it 
he. would resign the diocese: "I cannot live 
there and work the diocese, nor can I afford 
to have on my hands a big house like that un- 
occupied."

How the Week Dags 
Got Their Names 

Form'drly the days of the week were num'- 
bered one, two, three, four, five, ahd six, be- 
ginning with the Sabbath. Even now the cus- 
tom still prevails among certain modern 
Greeks, the Slavs and the Finns. Many old- 
fashioned and orthodox Quakers, particularly 
in the north of England, still hold to this 
custom, which was the common one in the 
days of the Apostles and down to the fourth 
century, as well as usual among the Jews and 
the Arabs. The orthodox Quakers use the 
numerical system in preference to the ordin- 
ar}' on the ground that the gods and goddesses, 
from whom the names were taken', were not of 
the highest respectability in point of morals. 

The week was originally only a convenient 
quarter of the lunar month. Hence it began on 
Monday or moon day. The Italians still call 
Monday the first and Sunday the seventh day 
of the week. Tuesday, is derived from the 
Norse Tiw, who corresi^onded to Mars, the god 
of war, a most disreputable person in the eyes 
of Quakers. Thursday was Thor's day, Thor, 
being a good warrior who was, morally, no 
better than he ought to be. W'ednesday again 
was Woden's day,, Woden being the god of 
battl.e-rage. The Romans called this day Mer- 
curj^'s. Fridaj' was supposed to be the luckiest 
da}' of the week — for women. It was called 
after the Norse Frija, the goddess of love, and 
is the best day for weddings. For the pagan 
Romans it was also the day of Venus, though 
the Christian Romans called it the daj-^ of ill- 
luck because Christ had been crucified on that 
day. Saturday was called after Saturn and, 
vSipida}' was known to the Christians as resur- 
rection or sun-day. 

The. week of seven days was imported from 
Alexandria into Greece, and into Italy about 
the time of Clirist, The Greeks had previous- 
ly divided their month into sets of ten days, 
the Romans into sots of eight days, three and 
a half sets being equal to one month. 



In Johannesburg, wdierc while servants are 
very scarce, housework is chiefly done by 
Kaffir "boys," The law compels every em- 
ployer to give his or her "bo}'" an explanatory 
pass every time he leaves the house, and these 
passes have to be shown to every native police- 
man who chooses to ask for them. The black 
policeman has a tremendous opinion of his 
own importance, and he takes a keen delight 
in stopping his domestic brother and demand- 
ing to sec his pass.

The "boy" was challenged by a policeman, 
and wdien the misdated pass was produced he 
was promptly run in, and the policeman de- 
spatched the following explanatory note to the 
"boy's" employer: " Miss .rrr-^wat the tjjings 
when you write .so like that -she things .thac 
country so like is it you dont go agen today 
has first and last if she do agen I shall taken ^■ 
that boy send a proscn. I give you notice to- 
day she things that month is it Mai"ch it is not 
April." Except that "seiul a prosen" means . 
"send to prison," we cannot contrihute-.'any--' 
thing to the interpretation. . .< ... 
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SAN FRANCISCO EARTHQUAKE 

Immediately following the great earthquake 
ill California, April i8, 1906, the scientists ot 
California and otlicr States, as well as otli'cr 
men of thouglit, appreciated tlie necessity of 
a scientific inquiry as to tiie cause and effect 
of the earthquake, and realized that the occa- 
sion afforded an. exceptional opportunity for 
adding to the general knowledge of earth- 
quakes. 

The scientific men of California, ' each on 
his own initiative, began the work of assembl- 
ing .observations, and the State through its 
governor, appointed a committee of eight to 
direct the work. 'I'his committee was ap])oiiit- 
cd three da3's after the eartiiquakc and became 
known as the State earthquake investigation 
commission. The chairman of the commission 
was Professor Andrew C. Lawson, professor 
of geology in the University of California, a 
man of wide reputation as a geologist and 
eminently fitted by intellect and training to di- 
rect tlie \\'ork of the commission. 

As no funds iiad been pro\-ido(l for carr^-inj; 
on tile work, tlie Carnegie Institution ot 
Washington, generously came to the rescue, 
and the commission was enabled to prosecute 
its work to completion. A great many scientists 
of experience assisted in gathering data, but 
the great work of sifting, co-ordinating and 
compiling the material devolved upon Pro- 
fessor Lawson, whose report has just been 
issued. 

Many persons who were not in California 
at the time of the earthquake and have not 
visited it since have come to think of it only 
from the standpoint of a destroyer of buildings 
but, as the work of Professor Lawson clearly 
shows, the permanent effect on the earth's 
crust is in many cases plainly visible. The 
report says : 

"Springs were affected, either tcm])orarily 
or permanently, some being tliininished and 
others increasing in flow. Land slides were 
caused on steep slopes, and on the bottom lands 
of the streams the soft alluvium was in many 
cases caused to crack and to lurch, producing 
often very considerable deformations of the 
surface. This deformation of the soil was an 
immediate cause of the damage and wreckage 
of buildings situated in such tracks. Railway 
tracks were buckled and broken. 

"In timber areas in the zone of ma.xinmm 
disturbance many large trees were thrown to 
the ground, and in some cases they w^e snap- 
ped off above the ground. Some who were in 
the fields report having seen the violent sway- 
ing of trees so that their top branches seemed 
to touch the ground, and others saw the pas- 
sage of undulations of the soil. 

"Other cases are reported where persons 
suffered from nausea as the result of the sway- 
ing of the ground. Many undoubtedly were 
thrown to the ground, and in some instances 
horses with riders in the saddle were similarly 
thrown. Animals in general seem to have been 
affected with terror." 

The area over which the shock was per- 
ceptible to the senses extends from Coos Ba\', 
Oregon, on the north to Los Angeles, on the 
south, about 730 miles, and easterly as far 
as W'innemucca, Nev., about three hundred 
miles from the coast. The report of Professor 
Lawson further states that beyond the limits 
at which the vibrations were sufficiently sharp 
to appeal to the senses earth waves were pro- 
pagated entirely around the globe and were 
recorded instrumentally at all the more im- 
portant stations in ci\ ilized countries. 

The cause of the earthquake, says the re- 
port, was the siulden rupture of the earth's 
crust along a line or lines extending from th: 
vicinity of Point Dclgada to a point in San 
Benito county, a distance of about 270 mile.s. 
For a distance of 190' miles from Point Arena 
to San Juan the fissure formed by this rupture 
is known to be practically continuous. The 
course of this fissure for 190 miles througli 
which it has been followed is nearly straight. 

As a result of the faulting in the earth's 
crust all the feiices, roads, railways, bridges, 
tunnels, dams, j^ijies and other structures 
which crossed its path were dislocated. All 
property lines and other survey lines which 
were intersected by it were offset. The lati- 
tudes and longitudes of a large portion of the 
coast ranges of California were changed. Near 
thu northern end of the fault a vertical dis- 
lilaccment took |)lacc, i)r(jbably nowhere ex- 
ceeding two to three feet. 

In the man\' photejgrai'li.s of iTic survey rc- 
])roduced in the work of the. commission the 
fissure is plainly shown. The effect on fences, 
water pipes, railroads and roads is presented 
to the eye. 

(Jnc of the most interesting portions of 
the report is the discussion of the eartluiuakes 
of 1857, 18O3 and iSCiS. 'i'he earth(|uake crack 
of 1857 is still jiointed out by old residents of 
southern California. This eartluiuake was 
.severe, both at f.os .Xngeles and San Francisco. 
The most interesting fact about this carth- 
quaike is that it was due to an earth movement 
on the same line as that on which faulting 
occurred in. the earthquake of three years ago. 

The phenomena usually noted in such cases 
arc — first, an earllu|uakc; second, after a 
.short interval the sea is noticed to be draining 
away laying bare the bottom where it was 
ordinarily doe]) enough for ships to- anchor; 
third, after an interval of an !;our or so the 
sea is. seen to be returning as a mighty wave, 
washing everything before it, carrying ships 
shor'ewdrd and stranding them; fourthi having' 
once swept the shore, the sea again Vithdraws 
and lays bare the Harbor as before,- aiid after 
about the same interval 'again returns as a sec- 
ond gr.eat wave. 



These signs have followed earthquakes in 
many parts of the world. On the coast of 
Chili, for instance, in 1835, after the earthquake 
the sea retired, and then returned jn a series 
of three waves, twenty feet high, which swept 
everything before them. 

The cause of these huge waves is easih" c.x- 
plained. The earthquake causes the sea bot- 
tom to sink, and the water drains away from 
the shore to fill up the depression.

EARTH TIDES 

The scientific world has, to sa}' the least, 
been intensely interested in the recent dis- 
coveries made by Professor Ilecker. of Pols- 
dam, who, after immersing himself for some 
time in a room sunk eighty feet deep in the 
earth, says that his investigations have fur- 
nished proof that the earth's surface through 
the attraction of the moon and sun, is sub- 
ject to oscillations corresponding to the tides 
of the ocean. 

Twice daily, a tidal wa\-e runs through the 
entire cartii in the direction of the mgoii, 
whose attraction is twice as powerful as that 
of the sun, and the earth thus exchanges ils 
round form for a slight oval, becoming lemon 
shaped, which again gradually relaxes, says the 
Baltimore Sun. 

Professor John Milner, the English seis- 
mologist, or earthquake expert, says that ilic 
idea of earth tides is not new, and that for 
half a century past scientific men have been 
engaged in seeing whether earthquakes, for 
instance, had any effect upon the crust of 
the globe. 

Positive proof on this .point is difficult to 
obtain, for the simple reason that everything 
participates in the movements of the earth- 
(Jn the other hand, certain \ ital conclusions 
have been drawn from the effects of eartii- 
quakes upon the sea. 

During the recent Messina disaster great 
loss of life and destruction of ])roperiy was 
caused by seismic waves. After the earth- 
quake the sea at first receded for some dis- 
tance from the shores of Calabria and Eastern 
Sicily, and then a great wave, thirty-two feet 
high, advanced upon the shore with appalling ' 
power and destructivcness. 

Aiid here scientists point out that pcoph; 
who live in cities by the sea and are subjecte l 
to the dangers arising from seismic sea wa^•es 
have ample time to escape by going inland 
if they only Jeave; thexity. proinptljOwhen the 
receding of the sea is noticed. Likewise ships 
in tile harbor will generally be safe if they 
promptly put to sea on the first sign-after the 
carthcpiake of the withdrawal of the 'water, 
which always indicates that the. sea bottom 
has"sunk. 



RADIUM IN AUSTRALIA 

According to the Victorian Director of 
Geological Survey carnotite, which is a source 
of radium, has been found in very small quan- 
tities in South Australia, near Broken Hill. 
L'ranium extracted from pitch-blende is the 
ijase from wliicli radium is obtained in l-'.ng- 
land. .Asked if pitch blende had l)ccn found 
in .'\uslralia, Mr. Dunn said that it had not 
been so far as he knew, but there was no 
reason why it should not exist in the Com- 
monwealth. Western Australia, Mr. Dunn 
thought, was the state in which pitch blende 
was most likely to occur, and it would not sur- 
prise him to hear, any day, that it had been 
struck there. 

A TELEPHONE SERVICE 

The city of ]^)udapest has a remarkable and 
agreeable telephone service by wliirh news 
items, music, etc., are transmitted to the vari- 
ous subscribers. At about 9 o'clock in the 
morning a buzzer is sounded for about fifteen 
seconds, after which the correct time is an- 
nounced. Then the subscriber is told the 
prr^gramme of the day. which is carried out 
on a time schedule. First there arc stock 
(j notations and news items; then the parlia- 
mentary news, closing prices of stocks, the 
weather forecast, etc. Towards evening the 
subscriber can listen to music at the cafes or 
gardens, and in the evening to the Royal 
Opera or one of the theatres. The service 
cost.s, in English money, about thirty shillings 
a year. 



AURIFEROUS HOUSES 

There are many remarkable towns in 
Mexico, but none more interesting than 
Guanajuato, "The Hill of the Frog." It might 
more properly be called the "gold-brick 
tow.i," for the houses li; ,e been found t" 
contain much gold. This is a curious sit- 
uation, but it came about naturally. Guan- 
ajuato — pronounced Wahnah^wahto— is one 
of the oldest mining, towns in Mexico; but 
the value of. the place as a town was discov- 
ered when a railroad company decided to 
build a station there. It was found necessary 
to tear down about three hundred adobe 
buildings, wdiich were made of the refuse of 
virions mines alter the ore was extracted. 

When it became known that the old adobe 
buildings would be torn down,' pieces taken 
at random were assa3'cd. It was fouiul that 
because of 'the old process, which lost much 
gold and silver, they ' assayed from twelve 
shillings to five pounds. The mea.n value of 
the gold was estiiin'a'tecj' to'be abdiit one pound 
twelve shillings per t6n. 

In connection with the above information 
it may be rcniai*ke'd ; that, .'the' phon'etic pro- 



nouncer should be careful in dealing with the 
foreign names of places. At first sight Guan- 
ajuato does not spell Wahnah-wahto. Yet it 
is easy of explanation. 



AN ICE TUMBLER 

.•\n ' "ice-tumbler for holding cool liquids" 
is about to be exjdoited in Gerinaiiy. The 
tumbler is actually made 01 ice, ami at first 
sight is indistinguishable from glass. When 
slipped into a paper-lioluer it lasts for about 
half ail hour. The iiu'cntor's idea is that it 
will I)e used for summer drinks in restaur- 
ants. The ice-tumbler is made by pouring 
water into the space between 'two moulds, 
with an outlet to prevent bursting owing to 
expansion. The moulds are made of different 
materials, with different coefficients of ex- 
pansion, thus making it possible to release the 
frozcn-in tumbler. 

IN MODERN WARFARE 

General Lcniiard Wo.mI, L'.S..\., says: 
"Mortar battery worl- and high angle firing are 
bound to be more conspicuous features in the 
warfare of the future, and the so-called in- 
direct fire of the long range light field artil- 
lery is likely to be a feature of the highest im- 
portance. That branch of the service is now 
devoting most of its attention to indirect fire. 
By the phrase 'indirect fire' we mean artillery 
fire directed at an enemy actually unseen by 
the gunners, Init whose position is known witii 
a sufficient degree of accuracy to make him a 
fair objective for modern ri'fles throwing a 
scattering charge at long range and elevated 
to a high angle of fire. 

"Such a fire directed from numerous guns 
charged either with shrapnel or with high ex- 
plosive shell probably would do effective work. 
The modern field artillery weai^ons are effec- 
tive up to a range of ;ij)i)rox!niately seven thou- 
sand \ards, while the larger new liowit/.ei's 
have an e\'eii gi-ealer eftecti\^e range oi at least 
eight thousand yards, or about four and a half 
miles. In short range firing the shrapnel of 
course, flies almost strai,ght from the guns with 
a low trajectory, and unless it has a fair target 
and hits it directly, it may not be effective. But 
the long range fire, willi a higher trajectory, 
dioiKS and scatters 1110^1 cffccti\'el_\'. if the 
range and elevation bi-.pn .perly calculated and 
the 'time fuses be proi»Crly set. 

.."To give the ma.\inuim effect against an 
unseen enemy the most important thipg is a 
definite knowledge of'nis' position. This may 
be acquired by means of trained observers 
lilaced on commanding points, observers in 
balloons, scouts on bicycles, on foot, etc. Once 
approximately located indirect fire can be u.sed 
very effectively in sweeping the country oc- 
cupied." 



THE CANNY SCOT'S SENSE OF HUMOR 

'J'he reason a Scot does not huigli at a joke 
light a\\-ay, says iJeaii Ramsay, is not — as :'s 
llie ])opn!ar fiction — that he is "slow in the up- 
take," but that the canny man will not com- 
mit himself. He must, think it over before he 
donates the exact amount of laughter which 
the joke deserves. 'I'he .Scot minister, who is 
Scotland's common public sjjeakcr, is aware — 
consciously or instinctively — of this trail, and 
his delivery of an anecdote with a point is a 
thing of unique art. 



AERIAL WARSHIPS 

Mr. h'.dwin ICmcrson, in I'ncle Sam's Mag- 
azine writes: "'J'o bcgi;i with no halloim, 
aeroplane, or other fl\ing machine need e\er 
be expected to cross' the br(jad .Atlantic, let 
alone tho^Pacific. The distance is too great. 
For shorter distances balloons can never be 
used 10 transport any considerable number of 
troo])s. Just a few men is all they can carry. 

"Balloons, no matter how ilirigil)lc. depend 
on the wind, and far up in the air there is no 
telling where the wiiul may blow. If the bal- 
loons rise very high the air heconies toi) rare- 
fied for human lungs: if they dro]) too low the 
frail contrivances go to pieces on the ground 
or among trees; if they are blown out to sea 
they arc lost. Almost all the fatal accidents in 
ballooning — of which there have been many — 
happened while trying to land. 

"Of annminition they cannot carry very 
much, because it is t(.io liea\y. As soon as a 
balloon drops a projectile the lessening in 
weight makes the l)alIo.ni fly up. The higher 
it goes the harder it is to drop anything ac- 
curately. j\lorcovcr. even if the balloonist does 
succeed in droj^ping his shell accurately, it 
will not work much destfuctipn, if any, as it 
will e'xjilode at surface contact in the open 
air, having no penetrative power to speak of. 

"If the ammunition does not consist of 
heavy projectiles, but of light explosives or 
combustibles, such as guiicotton, iiitroglvcer- 
ine, phosphorus and the like, the dangc'r to 
the balloonist in his highly inflammable ves- 
sel is far greater than to the [leople below."

111 the year 1908 some 260,000 ions of w;u'- 
sliips of different classes were launched; to bo 
exact, 259,^^30 tons. This displacement is rep- 
resented by twenty., ships, thus distributed: 
Ten battleships, 174,400 tons; one coast de- 
fence battleship, 3,686 tons; fiVe ' armored, 
cruisers, 58,706 tons; ''four protected 'cruiser's,

inheritance.

The 
eii.gineers who pl.'in and build railroads through 
ail}- mountainous country miss not a sin.gle one 
o| them. i'A'cry where the line must find a foot- 
hold. That is the ])roblem that must be solved. 
Sometimes the men who follow the "chief" in 
the deep ri\'er can3'oiis, the men with heax'v 
instruments lo carry and co operate— transits, 
levels and the like— must have lines of logs 
strung together for'theit* precarious foothold as ' 
they work. Sometimes that foothold is lost, 
the .jppe that lowers the engines down over 
the cliffside snaps. 



The folk riding months later- in the cheer- 
ful dining cars do not know of the graves that 
are dupj beside the railroad's path. 

It IS all new and wonderful, blazing tliis 
liath for civilization; sometimes it is even acci- 
dental.

THE NEW SULTAN 

The new Sultan Mehmed V.. wdio has 
succeeded to the throne, vacated by the de- 
position of Abdul Hamid, had a far from en- 
viable life during the reign of his brother 
From -the day of Abdul Hamid's succession to 
the revival of the Constitution he has been a 
prisoner, shut off fr^m all intercourse with 
any except a few servants and dependants.

Everything re- 
quired for the. unfortunate Effendi's household 
had to be obtained' through the Palace.

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MADAME TETRAZZINI 

There is a famous sayinq; tliat genius is 
an infinite capacity for hard work', Init this ex- 
pression is frequently belied by the careers of 
people with highly gifted musical niitures, to 
which consuniniiitc artistry conies with incretl- 
ible case and without any or little effort. Jn 
Luisa Tetraz7.ini, the fauious coloratura so- 
prano, who has helped keep the breath of life 
in some of the florid type of pperas of the old 
Italian school by her dazzling coruscation of 
high tones, the wofld surely has one of thcni. 

For a dozen years she has been singing 
on the operatic stage. Her first teacher, Cocli- 
erini, began her instruction when the pui)il 
was fifteen yciirs of age. At the end of si.K 
months he refused to further continue on the 
ground that she already possessed all his 
knowledge of singing. 

During this time Tetrazzini principally 
studied phrasing and interpretation. This was 
all the regular musical instruction she ever re- 
ceived. 

Today the skill and finish so easily ac- 
quired are maintained with as lillle effort. F,x- 
cept when she is to sing at n matinee, she jilnys 
llie piano in the afternoon and sings several 
songs, but never practices with her voice. The 
rehearsals, apparently, arc all that is required 
in the way of vocal exercise. 

The diva believes that if n girl is well de- 
veloped with broad shoulders and deep chest, 
she should begin study at fifteen. If she be 
narrow-chested and delicate it would be best 
to wait until she is eighteen. If coloratura ex- 
ercises tire or irritate her throat she should 
stop — otherwise her voice will be ruined. 

Italy she names as the best place to study 
singing, believing the Italian method to be the 
best, as well as the aids in the form of climate 
which is good for the bronchial tubes, and the 
language which is adapted for good singing. 

Tetrazzini's debut was made in the role of 
Inez in Meyerbeer's "J/Atricame," in the 
Teatro Verdi in Florence. At that time her 
salary was $100 per month. After singing in 
other Italian cities she made tours in South 
America, Russia and Mexico. Later she sang 
in San Francisco. Just before coming to New 
York she had created a furore at Cpvcnt Gar- 
den, ivOndon. 

Ivucia is her favorite role, and the most 
florid parts are always preferable. Forty operas 
are included in her repertoire, the majority of 
which'arc of the old Italian scboul. She hardly 
enthuses over the works of the modern com- 
posers of her country. Of their operas she has 
said: "The voices always seem to mc as 
though they were just going to begin, but 
never do." 

Recognizing that her voice is most eminent- 
ly fitted for the interpretation of Italian arias, 

she has purposely omitted the study of Wag- 
ner. She has declared her willingness to sing 
Hlsa if Oscar Hammerstcin wanted to give an 
Italian perfoniianee of "Loliengrin." 

While in New York she leads a quiet life 
aside from her public a])pearances. Rising late, 
she has her breakfast served in her ai)art- 
ments. 

Not a reader, she is indifferent to books 
and peruses the papers but little. The arts, 
pictures and statues arc, however, subjects for 
her love. 

A chief pleasure is to visit the .'Vquarium 
at the Battery, the finny inhabitants of the 
southern seas affording much delight. 

On the days when she is to sing in tlie 
evenilig the soprano lunches at one o'clock, 
eating nothing after until midnight. If she 
is to sing at ;i matinee she abstains from food 
from her niorning coffee until after the ])er- 
formance. "It is only on an empty stomach 
that one can sing high notes," she says. On 
account of their irritating effects she never 
eats pepper or anything pickled.

THE EARNINGS OF ADELINA PATTI 

There \v;is none of the financial timidity 
of Jenny Lind about y\delina i'alli. Xot only 
w;ls she a suiireme \(icalist, but, as Colonel 
iMaijleson said, "her cijual cuuld never be 
found in the ahilit_\- to exti'act from the man- 
ager the highcsl amount he could pay." Mer 
first appearance was in Ivondon, under Maple- 
.lon, when she was to sing four nights "on 
approval," and, in case of success, to obtain 
$240 a week. This contract, however, was not 
fulfilled, for, being financially embarrassed, 
slic had borrowed $-'5(3 from a rival manager, 
and the rccei|)t ])ro\ ed ])ractically a contract. 
In 187.2 she obtained m London ahiKJSl .'iii,200 
a night, since she insisted on having more 
than Christine Nilsson, who was receiving 
$1,000. She sang twice a week. Ten years 
later she was getting $5,000 a night. 

Her famous contract to sing hi America 
provided that the money be i)aid her at two 
o'clock on tile day she sang, also a drawing- 
room and sleeping car to be especially built 
for her with conser\-atory and ferner)', etc. 
There was also to be deposited to her credit 
$50,000 for payment of the last ten perform- 
ances. Thus she received about twenty times 
what Mario and Grisi were i)aid. 

ller private car cost .$60,000, and contai^led 
a silver batli and gold keys to tlie doors, and a 
$2,aoo piano. Her drawing capacity, in "Lu- 
cia," as an e.\-ample, was sung to an average 
audience of ,$1.1,000. "Traviata" drew more, 
since she sang more notes. 

Poor music lovers would buy a club ticker 
and esich take turn,s at hearing her for twenty 
miiintes. It orje overstayed his time he paid 
for the whole ticket.

LARGEST CONCERT AUDITORIUM 

England has the honor of having the largest 
concert hall in the world. The Royal Albert 
Hall, the building of which was begun in 
1867, and took fourteen years to complete, at 

a cost of $1,000,000, is the record-breaker. 

The hall contains accommodations for be- 
tween 10,000 and 11,000, but on the occasion 
of Sims Reeves' farewell concert 12,200 as- 
sembled under the huge glass roof. Of these 
were included $5,200 who were allowed to walk 
about the grand promenade near the roof. This 
number has since been declared to be the dan- 
ger limit, and not more thafi 3,000 are now 
permitted there. 

• The profits of the famous 1851 exhibition 
was a nucleus for .Albert Hall, the rest of the 
money needed for its erection having been 
raised by subscription. Every subscriber of 
$500 is entitled to a private scat, bck^nging 
to him luitil the lease of 999 years is com- 
pleted. Two seats were secured for twice 
that amount; $2,500, five stalls or a box of 
seats: and for $5,000 a grand-tier box holding 
ten. The late Queen Victoria subscribed $10,- 
000. and had two grand-tier boxes converted 
into one. which is !iow the Royal liox. The 
King, when he was the Prince of Wales, also 
bought a grand-tier box, which is now the 
private property of the Prince of Wales. 

Tliere are about 1,300 of these private seats, 
and the owners are privileged to use them ad 
lib' — lend or sell them — but they are lial>le 
to an annual seat rate not exceeding $10 for 
maintenance. The owners can be excluded 
only at private meetings, wdiere the public are 
not admitted by payment. 

These seats arc not regarded as an iiu'cst- 
ment, although they are frequently in the mar- 
ket for sale. The stalls may realize anything 
from $175 to $250 each. The late Duke of 
Edinburgh's box on the grand tier brought 
$2,000. 

The charge for engaging the Royal Al- 
bert Hall for a concert, afternoon or evening, 
'.•'^ •'i'375' inclusive of all expenses, such as light- 
ing, attendants, sale of tickets, poUcc and a 
staff of fifty men who act as honorary stevv- 
ards". These stewards include barristers, so- 
licitors, stockbrokers, bankers, etc., who do the 
v.'ork simply for the love ,of the thing. The 
sum mentioned, however, does not include 
the use of the freehold seats mentioned pre- 
viously. If every seat is required for a private 
meeting the rent would be $750. 

The big organ is the second largest in the 
world. It has five manuals and 10,500 pipes, 
some 40 feet long and 2 feet in diaineter, and 
some of the size only of a straw. It also has 
four keyboards and 120 slo])s. It is blown 
by wind supplied by two engines of 14 horse- 
power each. The hdll and offices are heated 
bv steam, and there arc over twenty-four miles 
of hot-water pipes in the building. 

liesidcs the principal hall there are a num- 
ber of smaller ones, situated in various parts 



of the building, including a large«riumber of 

"crush rooms," and a fully-equipped theatre 
with 250 stalls. The crush rooms are fre- 
quently used for small exhibitions. 

There is very little danger of fire at the 
Albert Hall, but should such a disaster occur 
every facility has been arranged to cope with 
it. Two firemen are on the staff, the whole of 
which form an amateur fire brigade, being 
regularly trained by a permanent fire super- 
intendent; and tw'enty-six hydrants could pour 
a huge volume of water on the scene of the 
conflagration in a few minutes, and as there 
are twenty-six exits an audience of 10,000 can 
])ass in.o the street inside four minutes. Be- 
sides wdiich it is estimated that the entire audi- 
ence could be accommodated in the corridors, 
staircases and entrances.

MUSIC AS A TONIC— BAD FOR DOCTOR 

Harmony for health. Rhythm as a life rule. 
Music as a tonic stimulant. .ScMig as a pre- 
venti\-e of respiratory diseases, an aid to in- 
dividual supremacy. 

This ancient conception keejis coming up as 
a novelty in an age of scientific discovery and 
experimentation. It is not really a novel idea, 
of course. David used music on Saul, and there 
probably were therapeutic musicians long be- 
fore David. 

Still, the idea is constantly recurring. Music 
has been compared to an electric force. .At a 
recent meeting of the de])artment of superin- 
tendence of the National Educational .Associa- 
tion William L. Tomlins, the well-known 
director of the World's Columbian Exposition 
of 1893, said, impressively: 

"Real music does not lend itself to ignoble 
expression. Music vitalizes as nothing else 
can. Under the influence of music the carc- 
v/oni are refreshed and strengthened, hearts 
are stirred and all feel themselves moved as 
if by one mighty bond of brotherhood. This 
]K)wer of music can be utilized lor the better- 
ment of mankind. E\-cr\- school in the land 
shoulil be filled with song. Grown-ups, too, 
may get out of music a something that will 
give them strength to fight tlie battle of life. 

"The whole nation can be benefited by the 
power of song. And this power can be util- 
ized as electricity is at present— which at one 
time was considered just as intangible a thing 
as music is by most jieople now. .As in elec- 
tricit_v so in music. W'c have n(,it learned half 
its uses. Alusic conies in a. flash. Those who 
hear it arc lifted by its power. A few take 
strength and joy that:.music has given away 
with them. It is from these few that we can 
get an inkling of the power which is in music. 

"Music students, of whom there are said 
to be ten thousand studying in Boston alone, 
arc a peculiarly healthful class of young peo- 
ple. It has been tlie experience of this insti- 
tution for nearly sixty years that with musical 
]u-oficiency comes increased \'italily and idiysi- 
cal endurance. A conservators-, of course, is 
not a sanitarium. It is no place at which 
consumption can be cured with a song 
or heart disease remedied by practice on the 
violin. Preparation for a musical career, on 
the contrary, means a lot of exhaustive and 
exhausting work. Investigations have shov/n 



that discords have as bad effect on the human 
organism as harmony has a beneficial effect. 
That explains vvhy extreme nervousness is 
sometinies caused by the prolonged practice 
especially before the musician has gained com- 
plete mastery of his medium. It also ex- 
I)lains the great importance of following only 
methods that arc physiologically right. That 
is why correct hand culture is so nece-ssary 
to the prospective pianist.' That is why in 
learning to sing it is essential to follow a course 
that does not produce undue strain on the 
vocal organs, thus increasing instead of dim- 
inishing any tendency to tu'nercular or other 
disturbance — exactly as the fluent and easy 
old Italian method of singing has never been 
supcr.seded at the New England Conservat- 
ory. That is why a good manner of breathing 
is the first consideration in preparing a young 
man or young woman for a career as sing- 
er. That is why in studying the string and 
wind instrument the student is not encouraged 
to keep on with an instrument that irritates 
him. Difference of temiierament for instance, 
make it a great pleasure for one to learn 
such an instrument as the oboe, wdiile another 
is constantly fretted by its limitations. Ger- 
mans and those of German descent usually en- 
joy, we find, learning the brass wind instru- 
ni^ents, while native Americans are like the 
F'rench in getting more benefit and pleasure 
from the wood wind. 

"Overdoino- is the music student's danger. 
That is the ti-oulile in man\' European cities 
where young .Americans study under no 
expert supervision, living in unattractive 
boarding houses or bohcmian studios. Our 
American experience has shown that a dor- 
mitory system is a necessary part of the 
equipment of-,a music school, since the eat- 
ing and sleeping habits of the musicians are 
no less important than the habits of singing 
and jdaying. Professional singers do not al- 
low themselves to eat any of a long list, of 
good lljpigs. The music student needs to be 
taught to be careful in such matters. 

"The records of the visits of the physician. 
Dr. H. S.1 Warren, who supervises the health 
of the students at the dormitories of the New 
England Confiervatory, proves the essential 
healtlifulness of the student life in a city like 
I'lOston. In five years' time not a case of tu- 
berculosis has developed, not a case of pneu- 
monia. .As regarfls other diseases, an almost 
equally remarkable record has been made. 
The dormitory system, with its regular hours 
and carefully supervised diet, makes some- 
what exceptional conditions, but it is gener- 
ally true that intelligent music study makes 
bad business for the doctor. 

"There is, indeed, considerable statistical 
evidence to prove that the professional- use 
of the voice exercises an important prophy- 
lactic influence against development of con- 
sumption, and several investigators have shown 
that a remarkably small relative percentage of 
singers, orators, etc., fall a victim to that dis- 
ease. Chatcauneuf says that out of 1,554 fatal 
cases of consumption occurring in Paris hospi- 
tals in the course of ten years, not one was a 
professional speaker or singer, 'The great 
scientist, Cuvier,' says Clombe in his 'Physiology 
.Aj^piied to Mcalili,' •believed that he was saved

,STUDY MUSIjlD— BUT WQfRK ALSO 

"Study music, yes ; but keep your job," is 
the niessagx; o£ David Mannes, ,the violinist, 
to the many., .who apply to liira at the Music 
School Settlement for tuition, and who are too 
willing to deem themselves of professional 
caliber. "You will be 11 good amateur, but a 
mediocre professional. Music talent is there or 
is not there. Without fault of yours it is lacking. 
Therefore do not chase a will-o'-the-\vi.sp. Be 
what you are — a bookkeepGr, an architect, a 
salesman, a laborer — and study music for the 
pleasure that it gives, not for the dollars it may 
bring. Make it your joy and hobby, but not 
yotir vocation." 

This and "art for art's sake" are the doc- 
trines being inpregnated in the minds of the 
chestra which Mr. Mannes leads. The orchestra 
is composed of students from the Music School 
Settlement, who spend their time and strength 
for the simple reward of the true musician who 
plays because it is his happiness, and for that 
reason alone. They have tho amateur spirit, 
free from containination with Mauiinon. 

There is a senior orchestra of about fifty- 
six members (both sexes) and a junior orchestra 
of about forty members. Also a double quartet 
which plays under the direction 'of the concert- 
master, and various trios". Mr. Mannes has di- 
rected the larger organizations every Sunday 
morning at rehearsals and at concerts as often 
as his limited time allows. 

These concerts have been given gratis, the 
expense of transporting the stands and the car 
fares of the members being the only outlay by 
the managers of the various events at which the 
young mtisicians have assisted. 

"There is too much of this injudicious com- 
mendation — 'You ought to become a profes- 
sional'," Mr. Mannes declared the ot^ier day. 
"It is wrong. At the Music School Settlement 
how often do we advise a boy or a girl to be- 
come a pi;o{essional ? Never ! 

"Gold is scarce. Talent is far more so. Be- 
fore a person should enter tho musical profes- 
sion he should have a call and a loud rap, rap, 
at his heart and his soul that could not be con- 
fused with a whisper of mere whim. 

"Tho commercial spirit has in too many in- 
stances penetrated to the confines of music. 
When a musician pauses oii the brink of his 
career >nd queiries, 'How mitch mohtey \vill I 
be able to make?' he is lost artistically. He is 
impossible from the start. He might as -well 
throw away his bow or make kindling of his. 
piano. His soul could not bo other than a 
failure. 

"Thus I would advance the cause of amateur 
art. Make some other connection that will keep 
you close to earth and to man. Every man was 
not born to write symphonies or sing grand 
opera arias at a dollar a bar. Earn your bread 
and butter at the loom or shining shoes, but 
don't attempt to fit the proverbial square plug 
into the round hole. 

"Consider the thousands of dismal failure.^ 
that are occasioned by choosing a wrong avenue 
of labor. Sometimes, by connivance or circum- 
stance, mediocrity manages to attain to some 
eminence. But what is the good of a propped- 
up existence like that? 

"Music should not bo regarded as the only 
thing in life. There are other things worthy of 
cultivation. At the Music School Settlement we 
aim to weed out the undesirables.. Make men 
and women of them first, then it is time to de- 
velop talent if it is there. 

"There is no blind acceptance of any would- 
be student who ap]ilics. He or she must be 
doinp; one of two things — going to school or 
'holding down' a job. The boy or the girl too 
lazy or 'artistic' to work, and not menially active 
enough to want to bo educated, has no right in 
music. Maintain, I say, tho .Spartan code. Wc 
will have, perhaps, fewer numbers of nuisicians 
but that few will be worthy of their piano or 
fiddle. 

"I would like to see Musical America adopt 
this principle, and through the medium of its 
thousands of readers disseminate a real gospel 

of truth. Let is propagate the dogma of trial 
by (ire. Let thero be a finis to its indiscriminate, 
vapid praise, which servos to bring into the 
ranks of music so many derelicts that only serve 
to clutter the wheels of progress." — J. B.C. ■

Before sailing from America, a month ago, 
Enrico Caruso was emphatic in denying that 
the excessive use of cigarettes had been the 

cause of his vocal breakdown. 

"Bah!'' .said he to the ship reportcr.s. "I

— a box so high" (indicating the size with out- 
stretched hands), "and they weel not hurt zc 
throat." 

During the voyage to Europe he fortified his 
declaration by attempting to carfy out the 
threat. Fellow-passengors say that he" SMdked 
incessantly, and Mr. Caruso's smile at tht end 
of the journey indicated that the trip was long' 
enough to enable him to forgot the anger which 
he exhibited in his denials regarding the per- 
manent injury done his vocal cliords. To Lon- 
don reporters the tenor exprersed the belief 
that \ic has never been in better form, physical- 
ly, and next season will find him as successful., 
as over in Now Y^'ork.

Railway Company, the Colonist is able this 
moi-ning to present a copv of the official map, 
.showing the route of the railway from Edmon- 
ton to i'rince ivupert. ft is also able to pre- 
sent througli the courtesy of Rev. George 
Kiiniey a picture of the Yeilo-.v Mead Pass aiid 
of Ijeantiful Mount Kobson. which will l)e the 
most conspicuous feature in the landscape 
A-iewcd from the cars of the Grand 'i'runk I'.i- 
•cific on their way through the I'ass. This 
map and these mountain pictures liavc never 
been .published. 

Tt will be observed from the map that the 
railway reaches the headwaters of the Fraser, 
for it is only with the British Columbia part 
of the lines that I ])ropose to concern myscif 
today, Ijy way of the celebrated Pass known as 
Yellow Head, I do not k'"w the derivation 
of tile name, but it was evidently given origin- 
ally by some Freuchm.an, for at 49 miles from 
thu Pass, Tete Jatine'-.Gache is reached, ami 
Tele Jaune nVeatls Velldw Heacl. According 
lo Marcus Smith's survey, Yellow Head Pass 
is 3,733 feet above tide water, although by cut- 
ting the line of the railway will have a soiiie- 
'what lower elevation. Here the beginnings of 
great waterways choose their routes to the 
sea. A little stream, flowing into Yellow 
Head Liixkc, is the bcgimyng.of the splendid 



rix'cr we call the hfaser, eniptyiiig into the 
Pacific: and on the oilier side of tlie (.ieclinc 
the 2^Iiette flows down to join with other 
streams at Henry Home to form the Artha- 
basca, which in its turn finds it way, by lakes 
and rivers, to the Arctic ocean. Plcre I may

of that river, thereby shortcnng the distance and 
avoiding some very expensive construction. 

Marcus Smith thus describes the valley of 
the Fraser from Tete Jaune Cache to the point 
where the railway line will leave the valley: 
"The valley varies from two to four miles in 
breadth; its course is very direct, but that of 
the river is extremely tortuous, running from 
side to side of tiie valley bewecn heavily timbered 
flats and benclies of sand, gravel and clay. Some 
of these are partially submerged at high floods; 
the others vary from 10 to 300 feet above the 
level of the river." The timber in this valley is' 
certain to be a source of great wealth, for it is 
directly along the railway line, and therefore can 
be easily transported to the prairie markets. In 
this 130 miles there is considerable land that will 
be farmed after the railway is built and the de- 
mands of the lumber camps and saw mills, 
create a market for vegetables, poultry, butter 
and general farm ])roducc. Possibly the lower 
slopes of the inoumains will in many places be 
found suitable for cultivation. 

At the point where die railway line as shown 
on the map crosses the pcnnisula formed by the 
great bend of the Fraser, the land is only- ol 
hioderate elevation above the river level. Mr. 
Smith says: "Jhe Cariboo range, which. near 
Tete Jaune Cache is from 5,000 to 6,000 feet 
high above the level of the Fraser valley, dimin- 
ishes in height as we descend the river, till near 
tiie Gnind Rapids it is about 2,000 feet; the hills 
recede from the river abruptly, and the peninsula . 
included within the great, bend diminishes 
gradually from 300 feet above the level of the 
river to low flats partially covered at high 
water." After it has crossed the peninsula and 
the , Fraser itself, the Grand Trunk Pacific will 
reach Fort George. 

This is a point of which something may be 
said." Fort George occupies a strategic posi-, 
tion of much possible value. Lying north of the 
great bend of the Fraser is the gold-bearing re- 
gion known^as Omcnica, a vast area of which 
we really know very little except that gold is 
very widely distributed throughout it and in 
many placi'S the gravels are rich. I quote from 
lames Moore, a veteran prospector. Speaking 
to a Colonist reporter, he said: 

■"We have uv.,Nprthorn^^3f^i:C^ 
lode mining district' in 'iBHtish 'Goluiiib Bui; v 
it must be. first opened up by a railway com- 
pany. It would be folly- for any one to attcinpt 
development uiitil this is done. Northwest of 
Hazelton, there IS a mineral ledge, containing 
gold, silver, copper, nickel and zinc, running for 
Inmdreds of miles through noriheru British Co- 
luml)ia. 'I'he G.T.P. will not open up this rich 
mineral country, for the nearest point of the 
railway lo this ledge is at Hazclton, 200 miles 
distant.. There are no trails into this district. 
There is onl^;^ a puck train from Tcle|gri^ph 
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Creek to Deasc lake. Supplies have io be 
brought from Fort VVrangel to Telegraph Creek, 
a distance of 150 miles, and thence by trail, a 
distance of go miles to Deasc lake. The cost of 
freighting supplies by this means is enormous 
and prohibitive. At present there is only one 
Hudson Bay steamer on the Stickinc, and that 
only for about two niontlis in the summer. This 
vessel plies between Fort Wrangel and Tele- 
graph Creek. When this boat is taken off sup- 
plies have to be liroutrht in by Indian canoes at 
an enormous cost. Tlic only feasible metliod of 
working for gold under present conditions in 
the Cassiar district is where a sluice can be set, 
and the miner can get a return in sliort time, 
and so be able to rcplenisli liis provision;;. I 
have known one man to carry Si 00 worth of 
])rov'isions from Deasc hike on liis back, and this 
will illustrate the costly nature of food in that 
district." 

Tiiis is tiic region on wiiicli the iiopos of the 
late J. \V. llaskins were fi.xed at the time he 
was so suddenly stricken down, and a more dis- 
criminating^ prospector or a more reliable man 
than Haskins, with all his peculiarities, never 
snouldered his pack for the mountain sides. Let 
me here, as one who knew him well, bear testi- 
mony to the fact that bcliind his hasty temper 
and his rough and rtnidy ways there was a heart 
animated witli a spirit of cliivnlry worthy of tiic 
days "wiicn knights wore liold."' This great and 
\'astly potential region, of whicli Mr. Moore 
speaks, can 1)0 readied from Fort Cieorgc, and 
the conformation of the country indicates that 
this is the way by wiiich it will be reached ; and 
there is another reason for so thinking, namely, 
that a line of railway that will open this great 
mineralized area will for the lower part of its 
route l)e in coiiitiion witli one from tiic Grand 
Trunk Pacific to tlie fertile Peace River val- 
ley. Wlieii tlic railway gets its main lino done, 
it can hardly fail to giv(> its attention to the 
opening of this great region, whicli it can very 
largely control, and tlu' railway Hint will be 
use(.i for that purjiosc will in all probability 
leave the main line at i''ort Cjecjrgc. h'roiii this 
point also, 1 hope to sec a Wnv. built southwest- 
erly to Vancouver Island, and if this is done, 
there will be a branch of it to Vancotiver.' By 
those causes Fort George may, I may perhaps 
safely say will, become a central point of very 
great importance in connection with the de- 
velopment of central and nortlierii British Co- 
lumbia. I'roin F(jrl George the railway will 
follow the Xccliaco Valley. 

Near ils great iiorilicrii bend the Fraser re- 
ceives several important trilniiaries, the prin- 
cipal one of them being the N'ecliaco which flows 
from the west, carrying with it the overflow of 
fifty or more lakes, the largest of which are the 
Stuart^ reached b^; a river of the same name, and

86,240 acres; iM'ancois, area 50,000 acres, drain-

will be developed simultaneously with them, is 
extensive, fertile and suitgd for the growth of 
all the common crops. 

Around Stuart lake there is a large area of 
fertile land, where under present conditions, 
oats, barley and all the ordinary vegetable 
crops yield luxuriantly. Wheat will not be a 
safe crop until a large area has been cleared, 
so as to do away with the risk of summer frost. 
For dairying no country could be better adapt- 
ed. The Nechaco valley is thus described : "The 
whole country is one vast undulating plain, with 
a gentle inclination towards the east. Imoiu the 
top of a base hill, about three hundred feet 
above the surrounding plateau, I hud a com- 
jilete view of the entire country, as far west as 
the eye could carry, lookuig up the Nechaco 
river and southward I could see all the country 
east of the Telegraph range of mountains and 
could discern ihc valley where the Chilaco river 
cuts through the Telegraph range and thence 
on to tiie high bluffs south of the Blackwater 
river, which is about seventy niilos from where 
J stood and in a southeasterly direction the 
view was only limited by distance; and in all 
that vast plateau, there was only one small 
mountain as high as the point of view where 
I stood. The clay being perfectly clear I had 
a good opportunity of observing this vast plain, 
and after careful computation, 1 concluded that 
about one-third was timbered with spruce and 
two-thirds with poplar or cottonwood, and from 
a close inspection of the land on the Telegraph 
trail on the way in, 1 am satisfied there is from 
60 to 70 per cent of good farming land and that 
which would not rank as farming land could be 
made good grazing land at a small outlay." 

In regard to the climate of this particular, 
section the following may be quoted : 

"The climate is all that could be \\ ishcd foi-, 
no extremes ; the days during the summer 
months, though hot, are never uncomfortably, 
so, whilst the nights are generally so cool that 
a blanket is acceptable. During the winter, I 
ascertained from the Indians, the snow-fall is 
light, and although sometimes the glass drops 
very low, as a rule the weather is not very 
severe. Thoy informed me that they never 
thought of feeding their cattle until about 
Christmas, and that in March they could be, aa 
a general rule, turned out again. 

"Now and then during the season light sum- 
mer frosts occur, but, owing to the warm nature 
of the soil, they seem to do little damage; and 
I have no doubt that as the country becomes 
opened up and the soil turned oyer, tliese frosts 
will entirely disappear. 

"The same fault was found in the Carrot!

For that is precisely what Becky Sharp is ; 
female "cussedness" personified. She is a con- 
stitutional liar and a natural born cheat; she is 
full of guile and deceit and perfidy ; her un- 
faithfulness as a wife is only e(|ualled by her un- 
naturalucss as a mother and both are excelled 
by her ingratitude and disloyalty as a friend ; 
she is, in brief, the e[)ilome of all that ever 
was, or is, or can Iji', bad in woman. And yet, 
in spite of it all, and in face of the undeniable 
fact that we cannot name a single redeeming 
virtue for her defense, we who have made Becky 
Sharp's acquaintance in the printed page must 
confess to the same adniir^ition anrl fondness 
for her that dominated those who fell under 
her spell in London's Vanity Fair one hundred 
^•ea^s ae;o. 



Her creator first introduces us to her at Miss 
Pinkerton's fashiqnable school for genteel yoinig 
females, in Chisvvick Hall, J^ondon. The orphan- 
ed daughter of a third-rate English painter and 

a French ballet girl of humble, not to say ques- 
tionable antecedents, liecky Sharp's position as 
a charit)' i)U])il here is not an enviable one. In 
ri;tin-n for conversing in her excellent iM'ench 
with Miss i^inkerton's pupils and teaching 
nnisic to the younger girls, Becky received her 
board and lodging from her patroness and such 
education as was dispensed in that prudish and 
pretentious temple of learning. 

Bpt there is nothing prudish about Becky 
Sharp, and nothing pretentious about her learn- 
ing either, as is proved by the events which fol- 
low her front the momont she leaves the school 
to take a position which iMiss Binkerton has 
g(jt for her as governess in the family of vSir 
Pitt Crawley.

jnyself?" 

Though Becky Sharp was not beautiful, 
beautiful women. were consumed with envy of 
her. ller hair was sandy, and, though Thackeray 
docs not say so, we may be siu'e that so clever 
a woman knew how to mak(^ the most of it. i ler 
eyes were green, a clear, unmistakable green, 
and Thackeray tells us distinctly and reitcn-ales 
the information times without number, (hat sin? 
made a fine art of the use of those eyes. So 
well, in fact, did she use them, that one by one 
all the members of the family at Queen's jCraw- 
ley, the baronet's ancestral seat, had fallen un- 
der their spell, including the younger son, Raw- 
don Crawley, a dissipated young dr.-'goon. 
Already anxious relatives were taking .^icps to 
remove the dangerous governess from the in- 
fatuated family, when the broken-spirited I.,ady 
Crawley died; within twelve hours of whicli 
i:\-ent, and ere the poov lady had been laid in 
the family vault, we find the widower. Sir Pitt, 
on his knees to Becky Sharp trying to persuade" 
her to become the third Lady Crawdey. This 
Becky Sharp would have been only too delight- 
ed to do, but, "Oh, Sir Pitt," cried the poor girl, 
"1 caiuiot marry you, because — because, I am 
already married."

.She wotdd not allow he- stupid and honest 
drag{mn to quari-el with bis family; on the 
contrary she cultivated them for, lilerally, all 
they W(!re worth. "They wdll Ix^ of use to us 

Jiecky 
Sharp never lost sight of the main chance. It 
was the marvel of all their acquaintances in the 
world of fashion and luxury in which they mov- 
i>d, how the Rawdon Crawleys managed to live.

Wc; know that for years her and 
Rawdon's onlv \'isil)le income was derivetl from 
what ihev won at cards from the g\iesls at those 
brilliant little diimer pnrtics already iiieiitioiierl. 



■We know that she \lyas an awful hypocrite and 
that there was no lie she would hesitate to tell 

if it would help along the cause. of Mrs. Rawdon 
Crawley. We know, too, that "She' literally stole 
the laces and brocades she wore wdicn she 
was at last presented at court, and tliat as a 
mother she neglected little Rawdon Crawley 
Jr., (p.iitc as shamefully as certain modern 
niothe rs. 

Nevertheless, one has to admit that it is a 
severe tax u])on one's credulity as well as one's 
charity — that great denouement where poor 
Rawdon Crawley comes home from jail, where 

lie has been flung for debt, and finds his adored 
aircl beloved il<,'cky covercfl with jewels and 
giving oar to the passionato protestations of the 
infamous and jjowerful I^ord Steyne. 

The discovery fjf his wife in the drawing 
room with Lrjrrl Steyne on that fatal night, w-as, 
under the circumstiinces, tf)o nnich for even 
such an indulgent aivi irustfid hu.-.band as Raw- 
don Crawley to forgive, and in a tremendous 
scene he tears the priceless jewels, gifts from the 
mighty Lord, from his wife's neck and breast 
and arms and fling-, them in Steync's face, and 
that is the last of I'.ecky Sharp. 

The moral of all which is that the way of the 
transgressor is hard (;von wlmn the transgressor 
is as brilliant and clever as Becky Sharp.

.V Rlohe-trcilti'r, who lia.s cros.sca 
tlio oci'aii lilly Unify, said in New 
York til; otiior d:i>- tliat seasirluic.^.s 
could be avuidfd if pa.sscngors woiikl 
cnsa^tj rabiii.s on the lowest posslblo 
deck instead of the promenade deek. 
where the prices are usually the IiIkIi- 
e.st. Tlie pitch of the ship is least 
noticealile on the lowest dock, and ono 
has only to remain tliere. says this 
sea-wi.se Klobe-trott,'!-, to avoid the 
slightest unploasantncss from mal do 
mer. 

Ocean travellers, however, have little 
faith In uny of these .suprsestlons for 
the prevention of seasickness. Could 
a passenger be hypnotized before he 
started and kejit In that condition un- 
til safely at the end i>f his journey, 
he misli't i^scaijo seasickness, ljut it i.s 
ridiculous to lliiiik th.it this remedy 
y;\\\ ever conn.' into general use. 

It is true that the pltehiiiK <if a ship 
is less notici-able on the lowest deek, 
but in a storm even tiie oldest saihirs 
become sick. It Is a tradition In the 
I^ritisli navy that I^ord Xelson wa.s 
alwa\-s ill in ro,:,'ht weather, and it 
frccpieiilly liappi-iis thut the captains 
of the bipjKvst ti-ans-.Mlanllc liners 
are compelled to forego eating because 
of seasickness. They usually i)ut up 
a brave front and sticlt to this bridge, 
but they are often undeniably siclj. 

Seasickness is the one malady which 
has completely btiffled the combined 
efforts of pliysiclans, scientists and 
inventors, and o£ all the maladies to 
■which human flesh is heir there is 
none more distressing. 

Id the old mystery plays the dis- 
turbing effects of a life on the rolling 
•wave formed the matter of many a 
qulb and jest among the iiinnil)ers of 
the seafaring guilds who uiulertooU 
the presentation of this part of the 
quasi-religious drama. In llie oldest 
sea song in tlie Kii.[,-lish lan;,'uage apt 
reference is made to tlie matter, ono 
lino esiiecially, "Allnsl niyne liede well 
clevi; on thre!" indicating that tlu- 
sensations e.xperienoed by the scasii-k 
have- not altered in all these ceiil\n'ies, 
f'lr h'-ad-siilittiiig and giddiness are 
as common s>iii]itoms of nausea now 
as llien. :sioreover, from the .same 
song, which deais with the passage of 
the pilgrims to the shrine of St. Jami s 
at Compostella, it Is gathered that ilie 
owners of the vessel reckoned upon 
the sufferings of their passengers sav- 
ing them In the matter of provisions, 
and the master cries: 
Hale the bowelyiiel now vere tlie

Cooko, make redy a noon hour mete;

The subject has a litcratui'o of Its 



own. in wliich tlicoretical disciuisltlons 
ujion the cause, with antidotes ami 
specUicH for its allevintlon, rival ono 
another in their multiplicity. The ro- 
iiiedlal measures which liave lieeii sug- 
gestt'd for seasickness aie of maii.v 
lilnds, but ail fail under ono of four 
heads. First, there are the attempts 
made in tlie construction and design 
of vessels to Iceep them steady; sec- 
ond the adaptation to the vessel of 
some upartment or contrivance, largo 
or small, which will remain unaffect- 
ed by her movements; third, there aro 
local applications; and, lastl.v, patent 
medicines Innumerable. 

In the first category there arc Capt. 
DIcoy'.s twin-hidi Cliannel .steamer, 
and tho still better known "Calals- 
Doiivres," designed by Alexander Les- 
lie. In each case the vessel consisted 
of two parallel hulls tied together by 
inm .girders and witli tlie jiaddles for 
propulsion between the hulls. Tho 
success of this experinieiit was not 
such as to warrant any furtiior de- 
velopment along that line. The Bes- 
semer boat was the earliest attempt 
an a large scale to supply a vessel 
with an apartment wliich should re- 
main steady and preserve Its vertical 
I)osition, whatever the motion of tine 
ship. A cigar-shaped vessel and a 
jointed steamship were tried without 
success, and recently the gyroscope 
has bei'U experimented with, also 
without much encoiu'agi'iiu'nt to the 
Inventiu', 

.Mov.-'al)le bedsteads, of which tile 
hamiiMck is the most ancient type, 
cots shmg on g\'mljals, chairs hung 
Uim\ a h;ill and socket joint, am! such 
apidianci-s as the electric lielniet. in- 
venti-'d by Dr. Kaiiiuneier liave been 
ti'ied. but all without success. 

It would bo lmpO(^slble to count tlie 
number of iiatent medicines inventeil 
fcu' the same purposi', but not one lias 
been found infallible. Tlie simidest 
remedy of all — clu'Wing gum — is per- 
hajis the most effective. But In a 
storm it is worse than useless. Some 
people And champagne a cure; to oth- 
ers It is an aggravation. The same Is 
true of a mixture of whiskey and gin- 
ger ale. But old sailors will tell you 
that the best remedy Is to be sick, to 
force your.''eIf to eat, to stay on deck 
and to drink saline aperients, when 
the symptoms will soon give way to 
a ravenous appetite.

Dangerous Perfumes of Flowers 



A recent article in the Saturday Review is 
so nnich superior to the usual \var-scar(> article 
that it is worth noting. Instead of inllaniing 
the pii'Jsions of the people by i^ainting the Ger- 
mans as a race of monsters, it soberly discusses 
the qualities which, in its opinion, gave Ger- 
many an advantage over Great Britain. "The 
Germans," it says, "are much more numerous 
than we, more highly efficient in the functions 
of citizenship, more productive, and more re- 
productive. ...It is not necessary for us either 
to ignore or to hate the Gcrnians ; they h;i\ e 
siin])ly made it necessary to learn from them, 
to admire th.em, and to review onr own posi- 
tion in relation to them." 

The Review cvitlently believes that one of 
the things Great I3ritain should imitate is the 
productive system of Germany. That is a mat- 
ter fairly open to question. What is com- 
mendable in the article is the disposition to look 
at the matter calmly, to review the position 
of Germany, and to adopt whatever may be 
thought best in the interest of Great Britain. 
"Germany is doing what she deems best for 
herself; lot us do likewise." This is common 
sense, and therefore it is good statesmanship. 
It is as far removed from panic and hatred 
on the one hand as from self conceit and false 
security on the other. 

I^utting aside for a nionient the endlessly 
debtitalde c|tiestion of free trade and protection, 
one would find in the German system st)nic 
things to be admired and some things to be 
avoided. Great Britain has advanced 
farther than Germany in self-govern- 
ment and regard for personal lib- 
erty; such at least is the opinion of the Brit- 
ish people, and they would not abandon their 
liberties even for the sake of increased mili- 
tary efficiency. But Germany is far ahead of 
Great Britain in education, and especially tech- 
nical education. There is a matter bearing di- 
rectly upon efficiency in peace as well as ef- 
ficiency in war. 

Ralph D. Paine, in an article in Collier's 
says that the German government believes it to 
be the business of the state to conserve the 
race as its most valuable national asset.

many trios to prevent tho growth of city slums. 
In f-ierlin the Altniicipal government watches 
closely the housing acconimodati(3n of the poor, 
and wheihiver over-crowding occurs it finds a 
new outlet for the surplus population, Tho 
city selects new areas for settlement, co- 
operates with builders, who will construct small 
houses and tenements. The Prussian Min- 
istry, says Mr. Paine instructs the municipal 
councils of all cities that they are under moral 
obligation to provide all persons in their em- 
ployment with cheap and healthful dwellings, 
and to promote schemes to extend the same 
benefits to all the poor. The council has autli- 
ority to create builfling companies and subscribe 
for sliiires (o aid ihem by floating loans at low 
interest. Miiiiicip;ilities are ordered to help 
to create iidequate and cheap means of trans- 
portation for working people and school chil- 
dren. They may tax vacant land in and around 
cities for the purpose of encouraging building. 
"Healthy manufacttn-ing villages ai'e common 
in Germany. Industries are widely scattered, so 
that a village will live by means of a single wage 
earning plant as the centre of its activit}-. The 
great Ixrupp firm at Essen has built cotliiges 
and flats for 30,000 of its work people. No Ger- 
man town is without a geiicrotis area of open 
space close to its population, and, in fact, as 
soon as the original nucleus of the town has 
reached a certain density of population a broad 
zone is drawn around it and further crowd- 
ing is pushed back beyond this belt and its 
avenues," 

The type of battleships may change, guns

But one thing that does not 
change is the truth that the strength of a na- 
tion dei^cnds upon the strength of the indi- 
viduals composing it. The social reformer is 
working for the strength of the nation for all 
purposes.

Is it 
tile rose'.' Take care before you send 
rose.s to a friend, for to some natures 
tlioir perfume is poison and produces 
vertigo, lieadaclies and falntness. 

Had you tliought of sending lilies to 
any one at Kaster? Again, liavo a. 
care, for lilies, the emblem of purity, 
are among the most dangerous ot flow- 
ers. There Is an authenticated case of» 
a young lady apparently in the best 
pf health, wlio died in a room where 
lilies had been left. The ^viHe doctors 
iigreed that she hud been killed by the 
odor from tlie llowers. JIagoiidie, the 
famous author of remarkablo works 
on llie nervous system, has reported a 
case that came under his oliscrvation 
In the early iiart of tho last century 
during ;i visit to London. A lady was 
found dead in her bed one morning, 
and the autopsy revealed that death 
was duo to poisoning. A larg'o bou- 
quet of lilies placed on the mantel- 
piece of her low and rather smdll 
room, had proved fatal to her, althouBh 
she had always been regarded as ro- 
bust and healthy. 

Perhaps the modest violet represents 
the gift ypu are fondest of roakina and 
receiving. In Paris, as in New. Yorte, 
the violet Is popular with all classes. 
But even here one must exercise caro 
and prudence or injury may be done 
to tho very person ono would wish 
least to harm. Tlie' odor of tho vio- 
let has a pronounced and had effect 
upon tho voices of some Individuals, 
and there are Instances of singers 
who were unable to sing after they 
had smeilod the delicate perfume of 
violets. 

All of these strange facts liavo been 
collected nfter e.xliaustlve resoarch by 
Dr. (.,'abanes, a famous scientist of 
I*uris, who has just ijubllshed the re- 
sults of his investigations in an ab- 
sorbingly interesting article In Le iiul- 
letin General de Therapeutlque, wliich 
has attracted tho attention of some of 
the great physicians of France. One 
physician In particular. Dr. Robin, 
who numbers among his pationts many 
'women, leaders ih the fashionable IKo 
of the French capital, has mado tho 
Investisations of Dr. Cabanes tlie sub- 
ject of a spockal article. In order that 
no chances may bo taken liy tlio.se -.vlu) 
are ignonmt of tlio effect of ttio jior- 
fu.-^ie of (lowers upon their system ^it 
is recommended that all llowers bo 
removed from bedrooms or from tho 
rooms where any ono iiasse.s many 
hours at a time. It is considered Im- 
prudent for any one to go to sleep 
in a room where there are blossoms or 
growing plants that givo out odors, 
however agreeable to the olfactory 
sense those odors may be. 

There's nothing now in the Idea that 
perfumes have a great effect on human 
beings. It's as old as written language 
— older, iierliapii, for some of the le- 
gends that unfold from llic nl.ght of 
mythical times tell of gootl unci evil 
that were wrought through llowers, 
and poets from the days (if Homer 
have sung of senses sootlied into slum- 
ber by the odor of a tree or a blossom. 
There exist Innumerablo legendary 



talcs of heroes and heroines overcome 
by treaclierous plants. In the opera 
"1/Afrfcalrie" tlie manchineel is made 
out to be so deadly that a person 
sleeping beneatti Its foliage in l(ille<l. 
The walnut tree ha.s been said to poi- 
son those who seclt shelter In Jts 
shade.. 

The scientist points out. that th6se 
who are most susceptible to the Inilu- 

enco of odors aro generally neuropa- 
thic, and these should observe the 
greatest caro 10 avoid all emanations 
that are harmful to them. Some pao- 
pio cannot support the heavy odor of 
ja.«mine or lilac. On the Ijliviera, where 
llowers ,grov,- in such .'Ji)leiidid profu- 
sion, some peraons arc made so tlro\vsy 
by the perfume of the datura urbor- 
esccns, the largo will to llower coninion 
In the gardens of Nice, Cannes and 
jMonto Carlo, that they have been put 
to sleep as by an oiilato. A Japanese 
llower, the privet..(Lilgustrum Jupunt- 
cum), has a flower that appeal's In tho 
month of July, which acts on the brain 
and Is very hearmful to njany per- 
sons. Another Japanese flower, tho 
mirabilis, gives forth its odor only at 
sunset, and then moths can be seen 
to fall dead, when they fly within 
scope of Its penetrating' odor. 

The rose, lilac, jasmine, mimosa, and 
heliotrope produce upon certain or- 
ganizations vertigo. Tile same effect 
lias been produced on others by musk 
and patclioull. C.uersan is authority 
for the statement tlint tho rose, so 
dear to nearly every one, upon occas- 
ion produces violent nausea. 

Dr. Cabanes has the authority of 
many eminent singers and ]iubllc 
speakers, as well a,s Itiryngologists, for 
the sttitenient that tho odor of llowor.-i 
has an appreclaljle effect on the voice. 
"With tlio aid of professional singers 
Dr. Cabanes has been conducting ex- 
periments for several years, and ho 
has establLshed beyond question, that 
oven the less odoriferous llowers, such 
as the violet and hyacinth, are fully 
as harmful as the lily or tho tuberose. 
Some singers were nt. once troubled 
with their vocal organs If they breath- 
ed the perfume of the lily or the vio- 
let. So well recognized in Paris Is the 
fact that certain llowers produce 
lioarseness in singers, or that tho per- 
fume takes away from tlie pure tone 
of tlio voice, that in most of the Im- 
portant places It is not permitLod to 
send llowers to a singer or to leave 
them In her dres<;;ii(!' room. i\Ioro thiin 
ono story Is told of tho rival of a sing- 
er sending a bouquet that robbed the 
singer of at least a part Of her iiei- 
umph. At the Opera no flowers aro 
permitted In tho dressing room of a 
prima donna. The floral tokens of ad- 
mirers are. presented after tho per- 
formance. The same rule applies at 
the Opera Comlque. 

Dr. Cabanes recounts the discussion 
that has ariven over tlie cause of these 
various effects of perfumes. He in- 
cllnea to the theory that they arc due 
to a toxic action jiroduced by the slow 
and continued absorption through the 
respirator.v cliannels of tho essential 
oils through the vapors they emit.

('Continued from I'age l''.le\'en,) 
many respects much n,'seud)les the .Vechaco val- 
ley, but time ijfoved that ciilti\'at iem u\'ercanie 
these frosts, and l(jday tliere is hardly a vacant 
section to be found in that locality." — (John 
Strathern, P.L.S., in his report to the Provincial 
Government in 1894.) 

The Bulkley Valley is partly prairie and 
partly timbered. The soil is everywhere very 
rich, and the climate favorable to agriculture. 
The suimncr is like that in the vicinity of the 
City of Quebec, only longer. The winters are 
shorter than in the East and tho snowfall is 
very much lighter. 

In addition to tillage land, there is a very 
extensive area admirably suited for cattle riinges 
so miteli so indeed that llr. Dawson thinks cat- 
tle raising will be the principal industry of the 
country. Cattle winter out in good condition. 

Within the Great Bend of the Fraser were 
the famous Cariboo gold mines, and although 
the .shallower and richer placers 'have been 
worked out, there me vast areas of aurifierous 
gravel, which will yielil great quantities of gold 
under hydraulic treatment. The mineral deposits 
arc numerous .and very promising, and in the 
Bulkley valley and near Oolsa lake are exten- 
sive deposit.^ of coal. 

Reference has already been made to the 
great valley lying west of the Rocky mountains. 
It is interesting to note thdt to the west of that 
•J 



remarkable depression, lies another and even 
inort! extensive structural valley. Its limits arc 
not very well defined, and it is more or less 
broken by mountains of moderate elevation, but 
in a general way it may be said to extend 
from the Fra$er on the southeast to the Yukon • 
on the northwest. It is a vast region concerning 
the greater part of which very little is known. 
This can be opened most conveniently from 
l lazelton on the line of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific.

HOW TO INCREASE LAVENDER 

We doubt whether there is any more popular 
fragrant shrub than the ever-welcome Lavender. 
In these notes we are alluding more especially 
to the common Lavender, knov»n to botanists .is 
Lavendula vera. An open, sunny situation is 
undoubtedly the better position in which to 
jilant, and, if the soil in such a locality is light 
and warm. Lavender may most certainly be 
planted with the sure prospect of success. In 
such circumstances wc have heard, of a hedge 
some 30 yards or more long and about three 
feet in height. Sandy loam appears to suit the 
plant^ admirably. While we advocate a good 
open, sttuiiy position, we would not plant unless 
wc had friendly shelter from cold north and east 
winds. 

No groat knowledge is necessary to propa- 
gate Lavender successfully. There are times and 
■seasons, however, when the work should bo 
done, and these nnist necessarily bo somewhat 
rigorously observed. Lavender may be pro- 



pagated in March and April, and again in Sep- 
tember and October. Idiere are those who 
aver that the ijrojiagation 01 this plant nia}' lie 
done at any time when the weather is open. 
That may be, and we have no doubt a success- 
ful propagator could continue his work over .a 
good many months of the year quite success- 
fully. In the present instance our concfern is to 
make the matter simple for the beginner, and 
for this reason we recommend him to malce the 
best use of the latter part of iNIarch and early 
April. Assuming he has a spare plant or two 
in proper condition in his garden or provides 
himself with a plant or two from the nursery- 
man, individual plants sliould be represented by 
a small, specimen. Insert the divided pieces in 
woll-prepared 'soil, observing a distance be- 
tween each piece of ..about one . foot, and in 
rows a ..similar distance asunder. Plant each 
piece firmly, first taking out sufficient soil to 
ensure the roots being well buried. i!y this 
method of increasing Lavender shapely little 
pl?ihts may bo quickly brought into effect.

BEAUTIFUL GARDENS AT SMALL 
- COST 

The flower-lover who does not possess liii-ge 
means to spend upon his hobby need not de- 
spair; there ;irc many wa\'s of making u whole 
garden exceedingly beautiful at small cost, and 
though the work will necessarily take time, 
.spring is the right time to begin, and tho com- 
ing stimnier and autumn will witness a portion 
of tho glory. 



Climbers are essential, either for house walls, 
fences, trellises, sutnmor-houses or arches, ])cr- 
lia])s for all, and if some iire trained up a trio 
of hop-poles placed ih a triangular shape tsix 
inches apart and latticed between with string, 
handsome tall ornaments will be gained to give 
height in the bed centres and borders. As a rule, 
the new or the neglected garden is deficient in 
high objects of beauty, so this incthod is worth 
remembering. 

.Seeds of the annual Hop (I-Inniultis japoni- 
cus varie.gatus) should be sown singly in small 
pots in a frame or glass-covered box placed in 
sunshine, and if a hot-bed can be made up un- 
der the pots germination will be swift. For wall 
or arbour covering this is a fine climber^ giving 
a bright appearance until winter. It is suitable 
for clothing trellises to form, a screen, also for 
rambling over the porch, and 'seed is obtainable, 
as most seeds are indeed now, very cheaply. 

Cobaea scandcns, raised in the same fashion, 
will grow so rapidly that the fine Ash-like 
fclia.ge will make a splendid coveriii.g for a 
Avail, fence or suniinerhousc iii ;t sunny posi- 
tion, ami the yield of ])nrpk' bell-flowers wdll 
be profuse before frost checks- it. To carpet 
the borders beneath Cobaea scandens with 
Eschscholtzia crocea fl.-pl., II. Mandarin and 
E. alba is a cheap method of gaining the mag- 
nificent harmony of purple, crimson, orange, 
yellow and cream. A sowing of seed on a day 
in»\pril, when the ground has been moistened, 
will be a sure way of succeeding; hilt the sccd- 
lin.gs should be thinned out until they stand 9' 
inches apart. 



Climbing variegated Nasturtiums liave a 
refined appearance and offer no difficulties of 
culture ; the seed germinates faster if soaked in 
tepid water for twelve hours before it is sown. 
A large bank can have its summit sown in, the 
same way, for .N'tisturtiunis flower as well 
when trailin.g down a slope as when allowed 
to climb, ami the color display will he brilliant 
for many months. These Nasturtiums, or, in- 
deed, any of the class, look- charming wdicn 
grown a.gainst -a length, of trellis or painted 
wire netting upon the hottest house wall, giv- 
ing a far better effect if trained out thus than 
when overcrowded and only allowed strings to 
niount by. Convolvulu.sus are equally suit- 
able, in addition to the ordinai'y type, cata- 
logued sometimes as Ipomoea purpurea, but 
generally^ as Convolvulsus major, there is the 
Ivy-leafed strain, et|ually sure to flourish in a 
warm position,, equally varied in color and ' 
■possessed of extra attractive foliage. 

If there are. no .shrubs, it will be necessary 
to grow some tail, imposing plants for posi- 
tions in the front and back gardens. .Seeds 
should be- at once sown in the frame (on a hot- 
bed if possible) of Rhus typhinus or Sumach, 
which hardy shrub towers uutiinately 8. feet or 
more high, has giant cut-out foliage .that'-'is, 
crimson tinted iii the autumn, atid has'^plutnes' 
of quaint reddish blo.ssoms, ' 

For the present summer's show the Giant 
Hemp ought to be sown, to take places where 
shrubs may be planted next winter, to form 
specimens on lawns, or shut out ugly views.
